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THE NEW BALLOT SYSTEM. 


AN AUSTRALIAN, NOW IN IIOHTON, !>K- 
PCKIBKH ITH BUCCKS9FUL OPERATION. 


CHAIRMAN COFFIN’S DINNER. 


[Ronton Herald. | 

The recent campaign, with its charged 
and counter-charged of bribery, fraud 
and corruption of tho suffrage, lias 
turned tho attention of al interested in 
honest elections to the new ballot law, 
which is to go into operation next fall. 
Much is hoped from its successful work 
ings, and all parties profess to believe 
that they will be gainers by its nsc. It is 
popularly known uh the Australian ballot 
system, for its adoption has been most 
complete and its operation most sucess- 
f ul in that country. Much has been said 
and written on tho subject, but the actu- 
al operation of the system as described 
by an eyewitness and one thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the subject may bo of in- 
terest. To obain this information an in- 
terview wasobtained with a distinguished 
Australian now in this city, and his views 
are given below. 

“It has been said that tho new system 
will lead to confusion and delay at the 
polls. Has this been the case in Austra 
lia?” was the first question. 

“Not at all. Each voter as ho passes 
into the voting room is handed a ballot, 
upon which aro printed the names of all 
the candidates. Pencils with which the 
marking is done are at hand on the desks. 
When tho ticket is completed the voter 
proceeds to tho ballot box, produces bis 
certificate of registration, and casts his 
vote. None but the election oflicers and 
thoso about to vote are allowed within a 
specified distance of tho polling booth. 
Very little work is done noar the noils in 
the interests of the several candidates, it 
may bo said none at all. Tho campaign 
is. conducted much tho sarao as in tho 
States, by means of meetings, pamphiejts 
and fivers. Work at the polls is impossi- 
ble, and it does not pay to work at the 
distance prescribed by law. 

“Hus the attempt ever been made to 
issue, previiHis to election, a ballot simi- 
lar to that issued by the stato, but already 
marked, thus controlling the party vote 
for the party candidates?” 

“Not that I know of. Even were it im- 
possible to keep the make-up of the tick- 
et and tho color of the paper a secret, an 
automatic registering machine, number- 
ing each ballot as given out, would pre- 
vent the successful issue of forged bal- 
lots. I think no difficulty will be found 
on that score. In regard to the nomina- 
tions, all who desire to bo cundicates offer 
themselves as such, and if a sufficient 
number of voters sign their petitions, 
their names are placed upon tho official 
ballot, without expense to themselves or 
to their friends. The different parties 
do not hold caucuses, but the members 
signify by the petitions and in other 
ways whom they want to represent their 
party in the election. One of the lead- 
ing duiles has such influence that it prac- 
tically controls the nominations of the 
party which it represents in the district 
in which it circulates. This does not 
lead, as might be supposed, to a multi- 
plicity of candidates and a disastrous 
splitting of tho party vote. The Austra- 
lian is a pretty sensible fellow, and does 
not encourage candidates who have no 
chance. Before the day of election, the 
contest is usuly narrowed down to two 
candidates for each tjflice. A provision 
of tho law is also instrumental in pre- 
venting needless contests, and serves to 
keep the list within reasonable bounds. 
No man's name may be put upon the 
ballot without his consent; but if it be 
put upon the ticket and he fails to re- 
ceive one-fifth of the total number of 
votes cast, ho is obliged to pay a fine. 
This fine or assessment, usually $250, but 
varying according to tho importance of 
tho office sought, partially reimburses 
the state for the extra expense put upon 
it by the candidate’s fruitless contest. It 
makes no difference how many sign a 
man’s nomination paper, if he fails to 
obtain 20 per cent, of tho vote ho is as- 
sessed. There is no Prohibition party in 
Australia.” 

“What was the effect of the adoption 
of this system in Australia?” 

“Well, it is hard to say as to that. Our 
country has had the system so long, and 
it being practically the only system used 
it is almost impossible to judgo of its of 
fects. In England the lesults of the 
change were more easily discerned, and it 
is possible to speak of them more defi- 
nitely. The reform was pushed most 
vigorously by the Radicals, who expected 
large gain in voting strength from the in- 
creased privacy afforded by the now 
method. They argued, and not without 
reason, that the landed proprietors and 
tho employers of labor would not be able 
to exert so much pressure upon their ten- 
ants and workmen, and that in conse- 
quence the laboring classes, being left 
free to act, would vote in greater numbers 
than ever for tho Radical candidates. 
The now ballotlaw did prevent this undue 
influence by the employing clases, but it 
also made impossible bulldozing and ter- 
rorism by caucuses and committees. The 
result of this twofol I influence was dif- 
ferent from that expected, by the Radical 
leaders. They found that they had lost 
their gri p upon many of tho workingmen, 
and realized that the pressure exerted by 
the many was more powerful and tyran- 
nical than that of the individual. I'nder 
the protection afforded by the absolute 
secrecy of tho ballot, more voted against 
them than for them. The voters attend 
the Radical meetings and shout them- 
selves hoiuse; but when the day of elec- 
tion arrives they go to the polls and, un- 
known to the Radical committees, vote 
for the Couserative candidates. This « x 
plains why some districts in- England, hi 
which it is impossible to hold a Conser- 
vative meetings without a row, return 
that party’s nominees by large majorities. 

Rather than be ostracized and mal- 
treated by their comrades, many of the 
wokingmun join hands with the Radicals 
before the election, but vote as they 
choose at the polling booths, and they 
very often choose to stand with the more 
conservative elements of society.” 

“What are some other provisions of 
the Australian electoral law?” 

“A residence of six months in the dis- 
trict and registration, except that in Vic- 
toria, graduates of Melbourne University 
may vote wherever they may be on elec- 
tion day. It is held that a man who has 
been thus highly educatud is well pre- 
pared to exercise .the franchise wisely, 
and that his vote is of sufficient value to 
the state to warrant an exception being 
made in his favor. This class of vot- 
ters is not numerous enough to influence 
elections by colonizing. Education is 
favored by all classes, and the Democracy 
has a motto to the effect that education 
should be* uni versa!, secular, compulsory.’ 
The demand thut it' be ’secular’ prevents 
a union of certain classes with the De- 
mocracy, which otherwise would be very 
powerful.” 

“Is the system of voting now in use 
generally accepted as satisfactory and re 
garded as permanent in Australia?” 

“Yes; i think so. 1 have never known 
any serious opposition nor of any attempt 
to essentially modify it.”

W. Bailey, in behalf of Hie committee, 
congratulated Chairman Coffin upon the 
successful light which hud been made 
during tho campaign just closed, and 
which bad resulted in a victory for the 
Republican cause nationally, in the state 
and in the city of Newton, showing what 
concerted action could accomplish. 

In replying to this compliment Chair- 
man Coffin, amid hearty applause, ex- 
pressed his sincere thunks for tile flat- 
tering honor. Victory was duo to the 
rank and file in political campaigns 
equally as those in war. The citizens of 
Newton, he said, owed the success 
achieved to the united action of the 
committee and to their luithful work, 
in conclusion lie remarked: ‘*We aro not 
like the defoated independents who have 
taken it upon themselves the duty of 
suggesting to President-elect Harrison 
bow to conduct his administration.

Remarks of an entirely informal char- 
acter and complimentary to the chairman 
wore made by the various gentlemen 
present.

HOW OUR HENS WERE RAISED. 


My brother, as boys generally are, was 
fond of pets. He couldn’t have a dog be- 
cause my father was a nervous man and 
easily irritated by quick-moving animal.?, 
whether dogs or children; but rabbits 
and liens be tolerated, since they made 
little noise and didn’t jump upon him or 
interfere with him in any way. Accord- 
ingly my brother gained the consent of 
our indulgent motiier to invest a dollar 
and a half in a dozen eggs of a favorite 
breed of bens called in onr part of the 
country Pennsylvania Hens; and putting 
thorn under a ben of the ordinary breed, 
lie waited with intense interest for the 
consummation of bis hopes, expecting, 
boy-like, to sec the young brood emerge 
from the shells almost as soon as the obi 
lien began to set. Morning after morning 
lie went out to the hen-house, so called, 
a little place be bad fenced in, in the 
shed, as we lived in tho city. Before 
breakfast and after breakfast, before 
school and after school, and the last 
thing before going to bed, ho visited liis 
imaginary barn-yard, but thus far, only 
to exercise bis faith, for as yet there was 
no fruition, when, on the tenth day, lie 
found tliu eggs cold in the nest, deserted 
by the mother-lien whom no threats or 
persuasion could induce to mother any 
longer. 

My brother’s disappointment was groat, 
but lie bore such trials paticutly. And 
then tho loss of all that mon oy— it re- 
quired no little grace not to lament over 
that, for a dollar and a half was not easi- 
ly secured in our family. 

Most people would have abandoned the 
enterprise as hopeless; but our mother 
was hopeful, economical, utilitarian and 
ingonious, ami she had no idea of leaving 
this incipient life to go out without an 
effort to carry on the work of incubation 
and giving the little chicks a lift into 
this troublesome world. Accordingly, 
she put the eggs into a basket and took 
them into her room where a register 
from the kitchen range furnished her 
with heat during the day, but not in the 
night. There she kept the basket, plac- 
ing it over the register whenever she got 
a chance, at which times the eggs would 
not infrequently got so hot one would 
think they were nearly cooked. At oth- 
er times, particularly at night, they were 
often quite cold, so that judging from 
analogy, the prospect of a young brood 
was very small indeed. Still, the same 
means was used, and at night they weie 
protected with coverings to keep in the 
neat they had uccum undated during the 
day; when at the end of another ten 
days, hope and perseverance was reward- 
ed one morning while she was dressing, 
by hearing what sounded even to her al- 
most incredulous ears something like a 
little peep, and on removing the cover- 
ing from tile basket, sure enough, there 
was a little callow thing and signs of life 
in some of the other eggs and in the 
course of a lew hours she found herselt 
graiidmama to eight healthy chickens! 

And now was the tug of war. How in 
the name of all that is decent and respect- 
able, could she endure to have her cham- 
ber turned into a farm yard? With all 
her free thought she had not anticipated 
this. But as l have said she was ingen- 
ious and she didn’t mind tidies and was 
fond of babies and all young, helpless 
things; so she quickly set about provid- 
ing nourishment lor her foster children, 
spreading newspapers all over tno floor 
that they might eat their iudiau meal 
without soiling the carpet. She also ex- 
changed the huskut in which they tirst 
saw the light for a large box in which 
they could repose comfortably during 
the night’uiid managed to keep her floor 
carpeted with papers during the day. In 
this manner she pursued the even tenor 
of her way, and the young things grew 
and flourished. My brother was more 
than satisfied and the whole family, in- 
eluding tliu father of us all, were greatly 
entertained. We all felt a tender inter- 
est in those “babes of the woodhou.se,” 
and all contributed to their necessities 
and took good-naturedly any little dis- 
comforts consequent upon such an unu- 
sual presence in our family. They grew 
in stature day by day and in favor with 
us all and being coudnetl to this one 
room, and getting familiar with us, us 
these companions they were like spoiled 
children and if left alone for a moment 
the whole eight of them would set up 
such a yawping that in order to preserve 
peace and quiet we decided that one of 
us must always stay with them while the 
..cat were at their meals or otherwise en- 


gaged. On ono occasion my father was 
sitting by a window behind the bed read- 
ing, they not seeing him supposed they 
were alone and immediately ran to the 
door yawping as usual until be re-as- 
sured them by speaking, when they 
showed their satisfaction by clustering 
about his feet. 

As they gained confidence and as warm 
weather came on anaco they emerged 
from tho nuisory atm traversed the otlier 
apartments on that floor and finding en- 
joyment in their liberty they soon began 
to go up and down stairs, and before long 
they felt as much at home in the parlor 
as anywhere, and we suffered no little 
embarrassment sometimes when, on de- 
scending to greet a friend wo would find 
our pot comfortably roosting on the barks 
of chairs and sofas. 

This would never do and ns tho weather 
was now favorable wo thought it was 
quite time, and that they were old 
enough to live out of doors. They liked 
their comfortable quarters ami did not 
like he ng turned out in the cold. Be- 
sides, tlie other liens quarrelled with 
them. We made ficquetit attempts to 
keep them out hut did not succeed. 
When wedrovo them from the front stairs 
they would come down the bnek stairs, 
and if denied the front door they would 
condescend to enter tho hack door. We 
could not discipline them like refractory 
children, hut were entirely at their mer- 
cy, and they wero— there is no denying 
it— becoming nuisances. 

So long as we staid with them in our 
garden, which was a large one for the 
city, they wore content to remain there, 
which decided our tender-hearted moth- 
er to take her knitting and spend a good 
many hours of the day in their society 
mil ll they weaned from their old quar- 
ters and wonted to the new. 

My father, too, was in tho garden in 
tho early part of the day where he 
amused himself training (lowers, and he 
did not at all object to seeing the chick- 
ens among his green tilings. They looked I 
domestic and comfortable, hut while he 
wasdiggingjthey would jump on his trow- 
el and on bis bauds and arms, hoping to 
catch a worm, until his patience being 
exhausted he would toss them off with 
an impatient ejaculation, hut all to no 
purpose until tho good mother would 
speak, then they would all run to her 
sure of a welcome and tender reception 

Gradually they became familiarized 
with the change of circumstances and 
became more like under bred, out of 
door chickens, though they never entire- 
ly lost their years of intimate acquaint- 
ance and fellowship with the friends of 
the human kind, and after a few more 
months of city life they wero finally 
transferred to our farm in the country 
where they lived fora time, hut at length 
fell victims to the annual' festivities in 
November. I ought to mention that the 
youni er members of the family showed 
theirflove for them and their respect for 
tlie cloth by naming them after the pres- 
idents and professors in our colleges and 
divines in the* logy, Hopkins, Agassiz, 
Adams etc., ami persons not acquainted 
with the facts won d ho puzzled soifie- 
timesat hearing them cry out, “Mother, 
mother, President Hopkins and Profes- 
sor Aggassiz are having a tight!”

St riken with Paralysis. 

Dr. Alfred Hosmer was stricken with 
partial paralysis at his residence, River- 
side place, Watertown, last Saturday 
evening, losing the use of his right arm 
and the power of speech. Ho is one of 
the best known physicians in Middlesex 
county, a former medical examiner and 
the president of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society. 

The news caused much surprise and 
grief among the people of Watertown, 
and all day Sunday it was the’ thing most 
talked about all over the town. Deep re- 
gret was expressed by everybody, and 
the hope was generally exp tossed that 
he might speedily recover. lie had just 
returned frym a hard day’s work among 
his patients, and had only driven into 
his barn when stricken down.lt happened 
about 7 o’clock iu the evening. It was 
at first feared that it would quickly prove 
fatal, hut Sunday lie was in a more com- 
fortable condition, and during the day 
there were indications of an improve- 
ment. Dr. J. A. Mead of Watertown is 
in attendance upon him, and he says that 
the paralysis is a paralysis of the brain 
rather than of the heart, and that this is 
more favorable to recovery. 

Dr. Hosmer lias for years been a very 
hard worker, having one of the largest 
practices in Middlesex county, and of 
lato has been frequently warned by 
friends against overworking himself. Ho 
is one of Watertown’s most prominent 
citizens, and lias always taken an active 
interest in the town’s affairs. He was 
formerly a member of the school hoard, 
lias served as a trustee of the public 
library, lias been in past, years the medi- 
cal examiner of the district and president 
of the Massachusetts Medical Society. 
He is well known all over Middlesex 
comity, and is generally regarded as one 
of the leading physicians in this section 
of the state. He is well known in New- 
ton where lie hud an extensive practice.

THAT MEMORIAL VOLUME. 


The board of aldermen voted to spend 
$150 in having printed tlie addresses at 
Ih 3 celebration of the 200th anniversary 
of Newton, but the common council have 
been hard-hearted enough to refuse to 
endorse such a proceeding. They say 
fiat if any people are enough inteiested 
in the proceedings to desire such a vol- 
ume, there is no objection to their com- 
bining together and paying for it, and 
this is certainly a sensible view. 

The proceedings wero interesting, no 
doubt, but they were fully reported iu 
the Graphic, and any who could not he 
preseut at City Hall can read all "about it 
in last week’s paper, or if they want all 
the facts about the history of Newton, 
they can find them in Smith’s History, 
of which there are several copies in the 
public library. If a memorial volume is 
desired by aDy one it would be a very ea- 
sy plan to publish it by subscription, aud 
then any one who obtained it would 
place some value upon it. 

Besides, the resolution only provides 
for the printing of 500 copies, which 
would not be one quarter enough to go 
around. Every taxpayer would be enti- 
tled to a copy, as his money helped to 
pay for them, and it would be unjust to 
provide a book for one aud not for all. 
Besides it is much to be doubted if 500 
copies of such a book could be printed 
for the sum named. The report in the 
Graphic took up seven columns and a 
half of solid type, but even then the ad- 
dresses had to be boiled down, and with 
the usual style of type aud spacing the 
historical address alone would take up 
at least a hundred pages, especially asMr. 
Hyde says that he would like to make a 
number of .additions. It would be much 
better to leave the work to private enter- 
prise, and if there is euough public inter- 
est in the matter, it would be very easy 
to secure enough subscribers to warrant 
the publication of the book. 

The city paid some $2U0 towards the 
celebration; every one that desired heard 
the addresses at the City Hall, or attend- 
ed the dinner at the Woodland Park, and 
there does not seem to b.j such a demand 
for the report of the proceedings as to 
warrant such an expenditure of the pub- 
lic money. 

Tbe action of the Conimou Council has 
been commented on very favorably by 
the public and it is to be hoped that they 
will continue to resist auy attempt at 
needless expenditures. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

Representative Slocum has nothing to 
regret, at any rate, concerning his action 
in the speakership contest. His cauvas 
was dignified, 1/onorable, and conducted 
in a manly style. He did not nominate 
himself for the position, nor go about 
hat in baud soliciting votes, nor give 
pledges and make piomises by the whole- 
sale. Had he been willing to descend to 
such a style of electioneering he might 
have won. Wlieu such a prize is in 
sight the temptation is great, and the 
greed of office makes many men forget 
what is due to their own self respect, to 
say nothing of their reputation. 

Such an otiice lasts but a year, but a 
man's whole life remains aud it is much 
better to he on comfortable terms with 
one’s self, aud to have the respect of 
those whose good opinion is worth hav- 
ing. Mi- Slocum’s supporters favored 
him because they considered him the 
best mau for the position, and not for 
any favors to be gained, and Newton may 
well feel proud of its representative, 
even though lie was not elected speaker. 
He has the confidence of the public, and 
the notices lie has received from the 
more discriminating of the daily press, 
are such as are only given to acknowl- 
edged worth. 

Mr. Barrett secured the position, and 
he has a great opportunity before him, to 
prove that the honor was well bestowed. 
It is of course u * secret that he has 
worked hard to secure it, aud his friends 
hope that he will find all the enjoyment 
in the high ollice thut he anticipated. 
He has been a year iu the house, is 30 
years old, a graduate of Dartmouth, un i 
editor of the Boston Record and the Ad 
vertiser. lie has a chance to convince 
even liis opponents of his fitness for the 
position, and his course w ill he w atched 
with interest, and auy praise that can 
justly be given him will lie gladly U* 
stowed. It is of much more importance 
that the fair reputation of the statu shall 
be maintained uubleinislied than ll a 
any particular individual should get an 
oflice. 


THE NEXT MAYOR. 


The new city government will ho in- 
augurated next Monday afternoon at 
City Hall, when the members of tho 
city council will take the oath of office 
and Mayor Hurt* will deliver his address. 
Tho exercises will bo freo to all, and will 
be held in tho main hall. All who desire 
can attend, but no special invitations 
will bo sent out this year. 

As there is something attractive about 
the utterances of a new man, whatever 
office he may hold, it is probable that 
there will he a largo attendance, and that 
the address will bo listened to with 
especial interest. The Mayor has a great 
influence, diroctly and indireetly, ovor 
city affairs, and a straightforward and 
business-like document is oxpectcd from 
Mayor Burr, aud some long-needed 
changos and reforms in city matters will 
probably bo advocated. 

Mr. Burr will enter upon offico 
under exceptionally favorable auspices. 
He was both nominated and elected with 
such unanimity that he is under 
no obligation to any party or faction, and 
ho is also hampered by no pledges, as is 
sometimes the case when there is a very 
close and heated contest. Ho will need 
to consider only the good of tho city, and 
those who have watched his course in 
tho Common Council with any care feel 
confident that every Newton interest 
will ho cared for and that all questions 
and i«suos will be decided upon their 
merits. Like another distinguished 
official, our next mayor looks udou public 
office as a public trust, and he will havo 
the advantage of an unusually large 
number of able advisers in the members 
elect of the next city council. 


Mu. M. M. Hoi.mes, vice-president of 
the New England Furniture Exchange, 
made a very forcible speech at tho annu- 
al dinner in Boston last Saturday. He 
said that only a short timo ago New 
England was the manufacturing centro 
of the country, but a change is coming 
which threatens the prosperity of tho 
furniture manufacturers as well as every 
other manufacturing industry. New 
England is a manufacturing and not a 
producing country. The iron industries 
have been crowded to the wall, and 
Mitkin a few years have almost disap- 
peared. Other industries are also losing 
ground aud it behooves the manufactur- 
ers to look a ( bout for a remedy. Our 
Repesentatives iu congress have in 
the past neglected to look out for 
the true interests of New England man- 
ufacturers. They have passed laws to 
enrich Pennsylvania people at our’ ex- 
pense, to enrich Ohio people at our ex- 
pense, when our industries should be 
held as sacred as theirs. There is a good 
deal of truth in these statements, aud 
Mr. Holmes has the foresight to sound a 
warning that should be heeded. New 
England must depend ou outside locali- 
ties for a market, and to compete with 
more favored localities, all the condi- 
tions must be favorable. If our repre- 
sentatives iu Congress could leave poli- 
tics alone, and look at the question iu 
the same business-like way outlined by 
Mr. Holmes, they could make themselves 
of gi ea use to the manufacturing indus- 
tries of New’ England. 


The street railray petition introduced 
at the meeting of the board of aldermen 
shows that there is stid some life iu the 
project, and that the company are evi- 
dently desirous of having their cars con- 
nect with those of the West Eud Railway 
Company, both on Beacon and on 
Treinont streets. It would certainly be a 
great convenience to have street cars in 
Newton, and it would bring much de- 
sirable land into market. The grade 
crossings have heretofore been supposed 
to be tho great obstacle, but it appeals 
from their petition that the company 
object to being compelled to put down 
the Richards’ rail aud the paving re- 
quired by the highway committee. 


The Graphic’s full report of the eel 
ebrationof Newton's 200tli anniversary 
has caused quite a demand for extra 
copies, aud the supply is still not ex- 
hausted.

Kenton Natural History Society. 

This society held its regular monthly 
moetiug Wednesday evening in Eliot 
Block. Several new members were 
elected. 

Dr. J.F. Frisbie exhibited quite a num- 
ber of fossils from tho carboniferous for- 
mations, which he obtained at Taunton, 
Mass. 

The paper of the evening was by Prof. 
J. K. Richardson on “Geography as a 
Factor in History.” It might well have 
been termed “Human history modified 
aud controlled by geological formation.” 
It was one of the most admirably written 
papers ever delivered before this society, 
and was listened to with rapt attention 
till its close. 

Another paper, a continuation of this; 
will he presented later in the season. It 
is to be hoped ttintthen both papers will 
bo printed entire. From Prof. Richard- 
son’s profound scholarship and his litei- 
ary and scientific acquirements an able 
paper was expected, but the anticipata- 
tions fell below the realization, and the 
audience enjoyed a treat for which they 
had not come prepared. First he de- 
scribed the geographical, topographical 
and geological continental areas of land, 
and then preceded to show the various 
centers of human habitations, and the 
advance towards civilization with the 
causes that led to this upward tendency. 
He showed how myths, superslitions and 
so-called religions and traditions held 
back some races while a more liberal 
thought developing a broader religion 
flowered with a higher civilization, the 
highest christianty. The best resume 
of this lecture is in its entirety. We hope 
later iu the season to give it iu full in our 
columns.

The Dougins Shoe. 

Tho Douglas shoe, which has achieved 
such a world wide fame, is just hr satis- 
factory as ovor, and attention is called in 
another column to the several grades 
which aro sold by M. J. O*8hoa, and Geo.

Douglas lias introduced into his factory 
is in accordance with the ideas contained 
in tho bill which Mr. Douglas, as senator, 
introduced into the Legislature, estab- 
lishing tho present state hoard of arbi- 
tration. The lasters in Brockton aro 
pleased over the settlement, and think 
the troubles which originated woro 
caused by a mistake. Mr. Dougins’ 
brother manufacturers are also ploasod 
over all tho results.and see in tho union’s 
action a disposition to ho fair. At the 
present time Mr. Douglas requires every 
employo in the factory to sign tho arti- 
cles of arbitration to which ho already 
has affixed his signature.

Agassiz the Scientist. 

Rev. R. A. White gave a most interest- 
ing lecture. on “Agassiz, the Scientist,” 
in the Universalist chapel, Sunday even- 
ing. The vessui that brought Louis 
Agassiz to our shores brought an amount 
of scientific intelligence and scientific 
force, difficult to estimate. Rather than 
“A man without a country,” lie was a 
man of many countries. Born at Motiurs. 
Switzerland, lie might he called a Swiss 
Frenchman, and adopting Amuica for 
his homo for twenty years, he is proud- 
ly claimed by tier ns a sou. 

In tiie beautiful Pays de Vaud in May, 
ISU7, Agassiz was born, lie was brought 
I un in a plain, practical, common sense 
way, not afraid of work, learned to 
make a good barrow, to cobble shoes, 

• otild work in tiie vineyard, or on the 
soil, on the farm upon which lie was 
le red. An example of a trait of char- 
acter which was always prominent in his 
lile, was given wiieu lie was about 7 
years old. Ilis father had gone to a fair 
souu distance from home, which Louis 
and Ids younger brother thought they 
would like to attend, ami tiie place coulil 
lie reached by skating about two miles 
across a lake, near which they lived, so 
tint thov stole away, ami when partly 
a loss, they came unen a break in the 
i u, wuiuil tiie smaller boy could not 


pass over. Nothing daunted, young 
Louis, equal to the emergency, laid down 
on tiie ice, and made a bridge of himself, 
for the little brother to crawl over in 
safety. But the mother, missing her 
two boys, sent in search of them and 
they were brought back to her, just ns 
they wore reaching the fair groumls, to 
tier relief ana their disappointment. 

Agassiz’s father was a clergyman, and 
destined him for one, but destiny was 
fixed by bis tastes at Hie outset of life. 
When they found they could not make a 
clergyman of him, they tried to have 
him enter commercial life, but it was 
useless. Nature had great work for him 
to do, and it showed itself in all his ten- 
dencies; from his earliest years he was 
interested in fishes and fossils, and 
animal life. 

He grew up in the shadow of some of 
Naturo’s grandest moods. He struggled 
through hardships to gain an education, 
such as would have deterred most young 
men from hoping to gain one, and at 24 
had studied at tiie universities of Laus- 
anne, Zurich, Heidelberg and Munich, 
where lie graduated in medicine in 18:11. 

At 20 be had formed the acquaintance 
and friendship of the most noted scien- 
tists of Europe, which continued through 
life* Cuvier, the great French naturalist, 
gave into his hands a work on fishes 
which he considered of great import- 
ance, and had intended to do himself, 
showing great confidence in .young 
Agassiz. 

Under the partionago of the King of 
Prussia, he came to this country in 1840. 
lie was paid the compliment of being in- 
vited to give a course of lectures in the 
Lowell Institute, when cultured Boston 
was enchanted by tiie simple manners, 
tiie earnestness and tiie pleasing broken 
accent, of the young scientist. 

He soon after accepted a professorship 
nt Harvard College, at a salary of $1."»<ki 
a year; there was no si;n then of tiie 
museum of comparative zoology, which 
is one of the finest in the world to-day. 
lie came to our shores to study its natural 
history and geology, and he studied the 
reef of Florida, the shores of Lake 
Superior, the marine animals of the 
coast, and made a tour of the eutire 
c >ast of America shortly before his 
death in 1873. He became the head Of 
t ie Anderson summer school of natural 
history on Pennikese Island. He was 
twice married, first in Switzerland, where 
ho left wife and family when he first 
came to Boston, and later in life, to a 
Cambridge lady, whose literary tastes 
wore most congenial, and who published 
g ‘A Journey to Brazil” in 1808, as a re- 
sult of their expedition to that country 
three years before. 

There aro three things for which 
Agassiz stands noted. First, his “Work 
on Fossil Fishes;” for having established 
that grand museum at Harvard of which 
she is so proud, and which his extreme 
modesty would not permit to bear his 
name. Third, his “Theories on Glacial 
Phenomena,” the result of years of 
study among the Alps, where his summer 
vacations were spent for nine years. 

He wrote many books on natural his- 
tory and natural philosophy, and was an 
indefatigable worker all his life. The 
spirit, motive and nature of the man aie 
his true history, and the first practical 
lesson of liis grand life. The main thing 
was liis ability to work and so accomplish 
such great results. 

He could set himself to the hardest 
tasks and “stick to them” until they 
were done. His physical and mental 
strength was wonderful. He could work 
from (I o’clock in the morning until night, 
and ttien write in his study until the 
small hours of morniug again. Disraeli, 
Dickens and Turner are aiso examples of 
what may be accomplished by nersisteut, 
ha d work. Ilis disinterested love for 
his work and willingness to sacrifice are 
shown in bis answer to an offer of a large 
sum of money for a course of lectures 
in the West. “I cannot afford to waste 
my t me in making money.” At that 
May party in Cambridge on liis fiftieth 
birthday, his love for his dear old mother 
was shown, when, witli the most noted 
literary and scientific lights of tho coun- 
try as guests to do him honor, our be 
loved poet Longfellow read tiie last lines 
of bis poem “And tiie mother at home 
8iy8“Hark! For his voice I listen and 
yearn; it is growing late and dark, and 
my boy does not return.” Great tears 
coursed down his cheeks as he thought 
of her in tho home of his boyhood. In 
tiie sacred grave at Mt. Auburn lie iies, 
while an unknown boulder from far 
away Switzerland marks the spot, and 
over it bend branches of the trees that 
were sent from there by loving hands, 
and he leaves behind him more forceful 
ft>r good even than all the grand work he 
accomplished, the evidence and testimo- 
ny held through all his scientific research 
of nature; his firm belief in God, turn- 
ing over through all the wonderful revel- 
ations to him by Nature, to the divine 
Source.

The fees earned by officers 
amounted to $1,321.94; therefore the actual 
expense of running the department was 
$23,273. During the ensuing year new fea- 
tures in the department will be introduced. 
The police signal system will be put in ear- 
ly in the year, and two additional men ap- 
pointed on the permanent force.

Cliurch street, and to A. B. Potter 
to keep 5 cows in his barn on Waltham 
street. On motion of Dr. Frisbie,Mr. Chas. 
J. Johnson was authorized to act as an 
agent of the board to fumigate residences 
after contagious diseases, without salary, 
the compensation for services rendered to 
be fixed by the board, the same to be paid 
by citizens if in a position to meet the debt 
and otherwise by the board of health, and 
the work to be done to the satisfaction of 
tiie board, a he agent reported that Mr. 
McNamara had removed liis excess stock 
from his premises to a barn on Watertown 
street, and that Mr. Leahy had removed 
liis surplus stock to the town of Water- 
town. In regard to tiie low wet land off 
Clinton street, complained of as a nuisance, 
the agent reported that some of the resi- 
dents of the locality w ere w illing to pay 
their share towards the construction of the 
drain, while others were unwilliugto bear 
any portion of the expense. He recom- 
mended giving a hearing to parties inter- 
ested. iu order to determine the character i 
of the alleged nuisance and in order to de- 
cide as to what action should be taken by 
ttie b ard. Tiie report was accepted and 
tin* date of tiie hearing will be fixed at 
a future meeting. 

—Newton Lodge, I. O. O. F., held a . 
“ladies’ night”in the City Hall, Wednesday 
evening. It was a pleasant social affair, 
commencing with the discussion of a sub- 
stantial collation furnished by Caterer Dill, 
followed by an entertainment consisting 
of instrumental and vocal music and reci- j 
tations. The program included selections 
by an orchestra comprising Messrs. Rand. 
Baker, Colburn, Thompson and Mansfield : 
xylophone solo, Mr. Fred Hobart : violin 
solo, Miss Norton; recitation, John Bel- 
lamy; mandolin solo, Signor Hernandez; 
cornet solo, Mr. Colburn; nietolo solo. Mr.

“You want to know how 
fortune.

The speaker was George Dampier.an old 
friend whom Iliad lost sight of for many 
years, and met accidently only a few days 
before on Fleet street, when he asked 
me to spend an evening with him.

“Your lines have indeed fallen 
pleasant places,” I said, following his 
glance and answering his thoughts. 
“Yon should bo a happy man, Dampier.” 
Ff ’Well, I do not think I am very miser- 
able. thanks to that opportune Hash of 

lightning I suppose you 

would like to know how it all came to 
pass.” 

“Very much; I have often wondered.” 
“So liavo 1— at my good fortune. Well 
I will tell you, and you will wonder more 
when — but tirst of all” — riugiug the bell 
“first of all we must have coffee. It 
soothes the mind and predisposes to con- 
versation. 

The next moment there entered a foot- 
man, bringing a silver tray, on which 
were a silver coffee-pot of antique de 
sign, two exquisite china cups, and ; 
sugar bowl that would have maile a col- 
lector dio of envy. 

“If I like one thing more tliau anoth- 
er,’” observed my friend as he sipped the 
aromatic coffee— “if I like one thing 
more than another, it is repose, the ab- 
sence of discordant sounds, freedom 
from racket and worry. I had enough 
of all that when I was in Lower Thames 
street.” 

“In that ship-chandler’s place, you 
mean?” 

“Yes, in that ship-chandler’s place, 
where I was a clerk at thirty shillings a 
week.” 

“And when I lirst made your acquain- 
tance I never thought — A Hash of light- 
ing, you say.” 

“A timely reminder. If we let our- 
selves drift into a desultory conversation 
about things in general, we shall never 
get to the point. So now for tho story — 
all about the Hash of lightning which 
.evolved wealth {from my poverty, aud 
made glorious the winter of my discon- 
tent. 

“For when you tirst knew me, ten years 
ago, I was both poor and discontented. 
1 occupied a very subordinate position in 
old Tarlelon's office (Old Tar bucket, we 
generally called him).

“IJmight say of noble family. If I 
chose, 1 could call myself 'marquis’ — ami 
rightfully, by right of birth. You look 
surprise i;hut it is quite true. My great- 
grdat-gruiidfattier, the Marquis de Datu- 
piere (name udw anglicized into Dam- 
pier,) owned large estates in .St. Domiu- 
go, aud was the wealthiest planter in the 
island. He perished in the insurrection 
of the blacks in the year 17'.‘J— perished 
with every member of the family save 
one, my great-grandfather, then little 
more than a lad. who succeeded in es- 
caping to Jamaica. After undergoing 
many hardships, he reached Loudon 
early in the century, and eventually be- 
came a dancing master ami teacher of 
French ami Spanish ; for the estates in 
St. Domingo liad been confiscated by the 
black Government, ami all his kinsfolk 
there aud in France either guillotined or 
killed in action. My great-grandfather 
married an English woman, by whom lie 
had several children, but neither he nor 
my grandfather, nor my father, who 
adopted his grandfather's profession and 
inherited his connection, ever emerged 


tiscatcd bv tho blacks. When the mna- 
snere took place, the chateau, sugar 
mills and tho rest were burnt to tho 
ground, and my grea’-grandfather oscup od 
with little more than the clothing on his 
hack.

“The Trustworthy Citizen . v 

Rev. C. F. Dole read a paper on “The 
Trustworthy Citizon” at the Old South 
church iu Boston, Monday afternoon, 
undor the auspices of tho Massachusetts 
Society for Promoting Good Citizenship. 
Tho meeting was open to the public, but 
the attendance was small. Rev. Dr. 
Gannett presided. Mr. Dole contended 
that neither fair intentions, nor patriotic 
feeling, nor intelligence, nor backbone, 
nor all these together sufficed to mako a 
man really trustworthy, and without 
trustworthiness he could not bo a good 
citizen. We must go behind man’s con- 
duct in order to find valid tests of good 
citizenship. What was his conscience? 
Was it of tho average kind, simply keop- 
i tic a man up to the standard of usage in 
a community, or was it one which asked. 
Was it right? in order that right might 
be done? Some day a new question 
came up which precedent and usauo did 
not answer, and then canto a moral crisis 
in our lives. A new and higher level 
awaited us. But tho averagu conscience 
did not suffice for these crises; wo must 
have surplus of conscience or we and tho 
ideal right would separate. In order to 
secure a man’s trustworthiness a distinct 
typo of conscience must be produced. 
The average conscience would drag on a 
level; the new and superior conscience 
must be strong enough to lift. One kind 
would say, “I will do as well as the cus- 
tom is;” the other, “I will try for what 
ought to bo the custom.” The trust- 
worthy citizen, then, was a man who 
was committed to do whatever was right, 
and the fact was, as President Eliot had 
said, that the strength of the democracy 
had been in individual citizens who had 
not lived by the average conscience. 
The spirit which Mr. Edward Atkinson 
showed in his speech at the Tariff Re- 
form League dinner, when he suggested 
agreement regarding the tariff, was the 
spirit or attitude that the public wanted 
public men to take. The public did not 
want to sec two parties facing each oth- 
er litre hostile camps; it wanted Repub- 
licans and Democrats to maintain a mag- 
nanimous public spirit or opposed to 
party or sectional spirit. The man who 
was pledged to do what was right could 
alone be relied upon to do what was 
right. Find a man who would do what 
he was shown to be right, and we had 
the stuff of which not only patriots but 
trustwortbyjpatriots were made.

G. Abbot, its emblezzling cashier. They 
say that lie lias not shown himself to be 
very sorry for the injury done to tlie bank, 
or assisted in any way to recover any por- 
tion of tlie missing funds, which they be- 
lieve he lias secreted, waiting for his re- 
lease. Tlie petition for his release was 
started by two ministers who visited him 
and became deeply impressed with his 
alleged repentance. If lie should make a 
full confession and restore tl^e stolen 
money tlie argument for a pardon would he 
a good deal stronger, so the stockholders 
say. 

—ID is interesting to drive through the 
part of Watertown this side of the river, 
and see tlie sharp contrast that exists as 
soon as one crosses the Newton line. On 
onr side are many new buildings in all 
stages of completion, and a general air of 
prosperity, as if the residents were well 
satisfied with their surroundings and 
anxious to make them attractive. On tlie 
Watertown side no new building is dis- 
covered, although it is said that a small 
barn lias been built in the district the past 
year. It is no wonder that tlie residents 
and property owners on the other side of 
the line are anxious to get Into Newton, 
and share in its prosperity. If it should 
once be annexed it is said that there would 
be a great demand for building lots across 
tlie line, as there is comparatively little 
vacant land on the Newton side. 

—The Browning musical evening at the 
Chnnning church vestry, Tuesday evening, 
called out u very large audience. Bev. 
Henry G. Spaulding’s paper on “Browuiug 
as the Poet of Music” was a very interest- 
ing study of ids works, and gave many new 
facts about the life and habits of tlie poet. 
It was said that Mr. Browning received n 
thorough musical education, and at one 
time thought of devoting himself wholly to 
music, aud that traces of his musical 
studies are plainly discernible in ids poems. 
Musical selections illustrating some of the 
passages in ids poems, were given by Miss 
Estelle T. Andrews, and several of llrown- 
iog’s songs were sung by Miss F. B. Kehew 
of Boston. The evening was one of the 
most enjoyable ones yet spent by tlie Clian- 
ning literature class, and those present 
gained uinny new ideas and a clearer in- 
sight into Browning. 

— The program of the Literary class at 
Cltannlng ehurcli, Tuesday evening, con- 
sisted of a lecture l>y Rev. Henry G. Spauld- 
ing on ’‘Browning, tlie Poet of Music,” 
musical illustrations being furnished by 
Miss E. B. Kehew of Boston, and Miss 
Estella Andrews of Newton. Mr. Spauld- 
ing repeated part of a paper read before 
the Browning Society of Boston, and in 
addition read several poems of Browning’s, 
together with an autograph letter received 
by himself from the poet. Miss Andrews 
played in a delightful manner several 
selections as illustrations, aiming them be- 
ing five movements from Seliunmnn’s Cur- 
imvul, Op. 9, and the Mendelssohn E minor 
Fugue. Miss Kehew also rendered several 
of Browning’s songs, together with a song 
by Grieg, which were much enjoyed. Mr. 
Spaulding’s lecture was a most instruc- 
tive and enjoyable one, and tlie illustra- 
tions formed an effective addition. 

—The Christian conventions, with the 
Coiigregutioiinl churches of the city, have 
been even more successful than was an- 
ticipated ami have attracted large audiences 
from ull parts of the city. At Eliot Hull, 
Tuesday afternoon, the meeting was began 
in the Lower Hull, hut tliat was soon filled 
to overflowing and an adjournment was 
had to the main hall up-stairs. Bev. Mr 
Hunter’s address on ‘‘The Christian’s In- 
terest in the Salvation of Others,” was a 
very practical and helpful one, and those 
in other churches were very glad of tlie 
opportunity of hear lug such a forcible and 
earnest speaker, in the evening there w as 
a gospel meeting, led by Bev. Mr. Patrick, 
w hich called out another huge congrega- 
tion. it is an excellent tiling to unite the 
various churches of the city of the same 


faith, even once a year, in union services, 
and such meetings have done great good in 
many ways.

Hall. 


MAYOR BURR WIVES SOUND AD- 
VICE ON CITY MATTERS. 


THE FIK^T SESSION OF THE ALDERMEN 
AND COMMON COUNCIL. 


The new city government was inaugu- 
rated at City Hall on Monday, in the 
presenco of a large number of interested 
citisens. The expiring government met 
at 2 p.m., and arter the transaction of 
routine business, adjourned sine die, 
when Mayor Burr assumed the chair in 
the board of aldormen. Councilman Moo- 
dy as senior member called the council to 
order, and both branches marched to the 
main hall precoded by the city messen- 
ger with his staff of oftico, ex-Mayors 
Hyde, Spcaro, Ellison, Rev. Mr. llorn- 
brooke, and ex-Mayor Kimball and May- 
or Burr. The ex-Mayors and the, Mayor- 
elect, ex-Alderman J. E. Hollis, City 
Clerk Kingsbury and Rev. Mr. Horn- 
brooke took seats on the platform, the 
aldermen and councilmen elect taking 
seats directly in front. 

Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke openod the exer- 
cises with prayer, after which ex-Alder- 
man nollis administered the oath of of- 
fice to Mayor Burr. Mayor Burr then 
swore in the aldormen and councilmen- 
elect. 

When Mayor Burr arose to deliver his 
inaugural address ho was greeted with 
hearty applause, the sign of the good 
wishes entertained by the people toward 
the now administration, after which he 
spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of tiie City Council— 

Following a custom inaugurated 
with the establishment of the city gov- 
ernment fifteen years ago, we meet on 
this first day of the municipal year to 
take counsel together upon the proper 
discharge of the duties which have been 
entrusted to us by our fellow-citizens, to 
tie end that we may give a faithful ac- 
count of our stewardship when we lay it 
down at the end of the term for which 
we have been elected. 

It is my pleasant duty to express to 
the people of Newton, for you and for 
myself, our deep seuse of the honor 
which they have confeued upon us in 
placing in our hands responsibilities so 
grave. 

The return which they seek from us 
for their confidence is a faithful and sin- 
gle-miuded devotion to their interests. It 
is your part to take the initiative in orig- 
inating measures essential to the welfare 
of the people and expressive of their 
will, while upon me devolves the duty of 
suggestion, supervision and execution. 

Gentlemen who have served in the city 
government will agree with me that an 
important qualification for the proper 
discharge of our duties is a thorough un- 
derstanding of the laws and system un- 
der which we act. I therefore urge such 
of you as are without previous experi- 
ence to study and to master the city char- 
ter and ordinances, the joint rules of the 
city council, as well as those of the 
branch in which you sit, and such of the 
statutes of the Common wealth as have 
to do with municipal corporations and 
define tho powers and duties of the vari- 
ous boards and officials entrusted with 
their management. It is my opinion 
that the ordinances of the city need re- 
vision, codification and indexing. As 
they now exist in the Municipal Register 
of 1883 they are incomplete and in places 
extremely obscure. Moreover, the en- 
actment of city laws lias not kent pace 
of late with the growth and needs of the 
peeple and with the introduction of new 
systems. The circumstance that the last 
edition of the Register is nearly exhaust- 
ed makes the present a peculiarly oppor- 
tune time for doing the necessary work. 
Believing that this labor can be better 
dono by few hands than by many, I rec- 
ommend entrusting it to acommissiou of 
three, one of whom shall be an alderman 
and one a councilman. 

It is hardly necessary to call your at- 
tention to the condition of the Joint 
Rules and Orders. You are aware that 
some of their provisions are openly dis- 
regarded, while others are violated iu 
spirit at every meeting of either branch 
of the city council. 1 ' recommend that 
they be thoroughly revised, and I urge ' 
upon the committee on rules and orders I 
the importance of going about the work ; 
at once. It is hardly for the credit of ! 
the city that her chosen servants should ; 
do their work under a system of their ! 
own creation, or at least adoption, to 
which they pay so scant respect. 

The appropriations for the year now 
beginning have already been made up j 
and cannot be exceedod by you except 
by a two-thirds vote in the afiimative in 
each branch of the city council. This i 
provision of our charter I believe to be 
one of the wisest it contains. While 
leaving the mak'iig of the annual budget 
in the hands of in m who have had uear- 
ly a year’s experience of tiie needs, de- 
mands, and resources of the people, it 
does not restrain those who are to spend 
the money from levying it, provided two 
thirds of them are willing to he held re- 
sponsible for it by their constituents. 
The total appropriation for 18811 amounts 
to $587,024.00 an excess of $17,885.00 over 
that of 1888. The difference is perhaps 
not disproportionate to the year’s ad- 
vance in population and wealth. Bearing 
in mind, however, that the business of 
the country is not in a satisfactory con- 
dition and that iu consequence the year’s 
increase in the city’s valuation is likely 
to be less than usual, I urge upon you the 
paramount importance of keeping well 
within the appropriation for each de- 
partment. Heads of departments and 
chairmen of committees should look for- 
ward to the end of the year’s work at its 
begiuuiug. It should he their care, in 
homely phrase, to cut their coat accord- 
ing to their cloth; uo more work should 
be plamicd than can he satisfactorily ac- 
complished with the means at their dis- 
posal, and iu those departments where 
sudden exigencies calling for unusual 
expenditures are likely to arise, funds 
should be reserved to meet them. I be- 
lieve in a policy of liberal expenditure 
iu Newton. We have not made our city 
one of the most attractive and beautiful 
iu the State and nation by parsimonious 
and niggardly government. But there 
should be a caution and sagacity in our 
liberality. We should spend our money 
as we get it and not before we get it. 
The iutroductiou of improved methods 
of lighting, the widening and building 
of highways, additions to the service and 
efficiency of the fire and police depart- 
ments— all these should steadily keep 
step with the power uml the wish of the 
people to pay for them. Wc shall not go 
far wrong if we keep constantly before 
our eyes aud learu justly to apply the 


princlplo that llboral government will at- 
tract to us now population and woalth- 
and that extravagance will as surely re, 
pel them. 

In examining tho addresses of my pre- 
decessors l have found in them many ref- 
erences to the faults and virtues of the 
city charter and suggestions for its im- 
provement. Believing as I do that our 
charter Is on tho wholo an instrumtmt 
suited to the needs and conditions of the 
city, I shall not recommend that any ac- 
tion be taken with a view to substituting 
a new one in its stead. It is now but six 
years old and unless it was unusually 
faulty at its birth it can hardly have de- 
veloped in its short life so many vices as 
to deservo death now. Tho American 
people possess tho groat virtue of intelli- 
gent conservatism. Thoy aro slow to 
adopt and slow to change. Thoy do not 
throw away a good gun becauso it has 
once missed fire. A distinguished Eng- 
lish writer lias said, in an essay in which 
ho criticized unsparingly the constitu- 
tional system prevailing in the States of 
the American Union, that it was no an- 
swer to say that Massachusetts, for in- 
stance, was well governed under it, ‘Tor 
the men of Massachusetts could make 
any constitution work.” So I beliovo 
that the men of Nowton can make any 
system of government work, oven the 
very worst, just as I bolieve that the 
fellaheen of Egypt could make no sys- 
tem work, even the very best, and that 
the chief virtue is in tho men who oper- 
ate the machine aud not in the machine 
itself. If, howevor, the instrument wo 
have to use be dull and blunt iu our 
hands, it becomes us to throw it aside 
and get a better one. It may not bo out of 
place, therefore, to oxamino sonro posi 
tions which have been taken by the 
friends of a different system. 

Chief among them arc two: first, that 
executive and legislative functions should 
he absolutely divorced, and secoud, that 
the city council should consist of one 
board instead of two. It must bo con- 
fessed that it is difficult to solve with 
perfect success tho problem of municipal 
representation for Newton. Probably no 
perfect system could be devised. It 
seems, however, safo to start from the 
principle that every real constituency 
should have a representation here, wheth- 
er there be one or more of them. The 
United States Senate, for example, is the 
strongest and most respected second 
chamber in the world, and it is such 
mainly because it has at its back the 
States of the Union as sovereign political 
entities, constituting real and powerful 
constituencies. I believe that there are 
two constituencies in Newton: that the 
people of the whole city make one aud 
the inhabitants of the villages the others; 
ward lines correspond closely to village 
divisions, and wherever we find a vil- 
lage we find a community with social, 
business and municipal interests that 
cannot always run on all fours with those 
of a neighboring village. Such political 
village interests as those find their fit- 
ting representation in the common coun- 
cil. We have for a second real constitu- 
ency the whole city with its larger terri- 
tory and life. If any change comes, or 
perhaps when a change comes, I believe 
that the membership of the board of al- 
dermen should be increased, and that 
the residential qualification which limits 
their selection to the wards should 
be removed, thus preserving and bring- 
ing into clearer light the principle that 
the common council represents the ward, 
and the board of aldermen the city. Tho 
whole controversy, however, seems to me 
of little real value, and the question to 
be only incidental to larger ones; in other 
words, a good charter would be gpod 
and a bad one bad whether operated by 
two boards or one. 

Let us return for a moment to the first 
argument— that which insists that exec- 
utive and legislative duties should be 
separated. The policy of this is evident 
to any formal capacity, but l think that 
those who press it most have sometimes 
overlooked the fact that the blending of 
functions so different has proceeded less 
from defects in the charter than from 
some blemishes in the ordinances and 
the rules and orders of the city council, 
and from one notable provision of tiie 

f rnblic statutes, and that such ovils as 
iave arisen are not mainly “organic”and 
“inherent in the system,” but either ac- 
cidental or the natural out growth of an 
ill-considered State law. Here again 
there is a principle which we oau all 
stand upon, and I believe it perfectly 
safe to assert that the entire separation 
of executive from leg.slative dutieft is 
neither practicable nor desirable. Not to 
multiply examples, tho mayor in exer- 
cising the veto power vested in him by 
the laws of the commonwealth, acts dis- 
tinctly as a legislator, not as an execu- 
tive. In such case he is simply a mem- 
ber of the legislature wielding more 
votes than his colleagues. Much, how- 
ever, can aud should be done, without 
going to the charter at all, by means of 
changes in ordinances and rules. A 
board of public works can be created by 
ordinance, the Mayor's seat in the board 
of heaBh can be taken from him by a 
change in the ordinance which bestows 
it upon him, his power ot appointing 
committees, which now belongs to him 
only provisionally can be taken from him 
by a change iu the rules, committees 
which have assumed executive power 
nowhere granted to them in the charter, 
can surrender it. A careful study of our 
charter and ordinances, and of the State 
laws that control and give direction to 
the workings of both, has convinced me 
that hardly a defect in our system of 
government is traceable to the* former. 
It committees exercise, or are expected 
or compelled to exercise executive pow- 
ers, they derive their right, and are bur- 
dened with tho duty thereto from 
sources wholly outside the charter, so 
far as its character as’ an instrument in- 
dependent of State laws extend. It re- 
mains ro consider what they aro. The 
public statutes C. 32 § 2. provide that “The 
Mayor aud Aldermen shall have the pow- 
ers aud be subject to the liabilities of se- 
lectmen.” Here I think is the plague 
spot— the germ of the partial paralysis 
that has fallen upon most of ‘the 
municipalities of Massachusetts. 
When the old town government 
became unwieldy in the larger towns 
from the size of the electorate, aud it be- 
came necessary for citizens to legislate 
through representatives iu a city coun- 
cil. because it was no longer practicable 
to legislate by themselves in town meet- 
ing, there was an apparent desire to con- 
serve the board of selectmen in a new 
body called tho board of aldermen, ami 
this desire found expression iu the pro- 
vision which 1 have quoted from the 
public statutes. Legislatures and fram- 
ers of charters forgot for the moment 
that they were establishing a new office, 
that of mayor, whom iu a loose aud gen- 
eral way they invested with executive 
functions, and they forget Unit the city 
council was delegated to legislate for the 
people because the people could no lon- 
ger legislate for themselves. Under- 
standing the source from wliich tiie evil 
has Mowed, it is simple to trace the next 
step taken. The board of aldermen pos- 
sessed and wielded executive powers and 
in course of time common couuciimeu, 
sharing equal privileges with the alder- 
men as members of the legislature proper, 
serving and working with them ou joint 


committees, have cotno naturally ami in- 
evitably to assume the oxorciso of rights 
which are not theirs, and which should 
never have been granted to tho co-ordin- 
ate branch. To reform tho ovils of tho 
system it 1 r necessary to go hack to tho 
cause of their beginning. Tho original 
mistake vfas made in not merging the 
powers nnd liabilities of nelectmon. al- 
most purely executive officers, iu thoso 
of the mayor alone. This can bo now 
corrected only by a repeal of tho obnox- 
ious statute, or such a partial ropeal as 
will except Newton from its operation, 
and a change in the few words of our 
charter that follow the statute. As a 
nocessary corollary of this chango thore 
should follow a rovision of such of tho 
rulos as give to the mayor tho selection 
of committees from tho hoard of aider- 
men. Under our present system chair- 
men of committees may be executive 
officers of largo powers and aro very 
properly chosen by tho mayor, tho chief 
executive, who is responsible to tho poo- 
ple for the work dono by thorn. Should 
the chango which I suggest be mado, 
their selection should bo left with the 
branch of tho council to wliioh thoy bo- 
long. Furthermore, as the mayor now 
sits with the board of aldermen because 
ho and thev have been made an executive 
board by the laws of the Commonwealth 
there would bo no fitness in continuing 
the practice under a system recognizing 
him as an oxeentivo. and them as tho 
upper branch of tho city legislature. I 
trust that the task of bringing about this 
important reform may go liand in hand 
with the revision of tho ordinances 
which I have recommended and that, if 
my suggestions meet with your approval, 
one commission may be entrusted with 
tho whole labor. 

LIQUOR LAW. 

The pooplo of Nowton by their voto at 
tho polls have with no uncertain voice 
given in their usual verdict against tho 
granting of liceuses for tho sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. With a public senti- 
ment so strong and so wholesome to sus- 
tain them there cannot bo the shadow of 
an excuse for officials who neglect to do 
their whole duty iu enforcing the law. 
It is both my duty and my purpose to 
see that the will of tho people is carried 
out and I bespeak to that end the cordial 
co-operation of members of the city 
council and all good citizens. The 
peculiar obstacles that lie iu the way of 
detecting and punishing violations of 
the law can bo met and ovorcome only 
by official vigilance representing an alert 
and sensitive public opiniou. 

PLAY GROUNDS. 

The agitation for a system of pari a, 
which led in 1882 to the passage of a 
state law authorizing the city govern- 
ment to take laud under certain condi- 
tions for public parks and squares has 
unfortunately, I think, subsided. There 
is one great need of our people which 
has received far less consideration than 
it merits— the need of public play 
grouuds. Having been familiar with our 
villages from my oarly childhood and re- 
membering well the time when almost 
every vacant lot aud pasture was a play- 

round, I have seen tue hoys of Newton 

riven from one field to another by the 
steadily advancing tide of increasing 
population, until there is little left to 
them but the public streets and remote 
pastures aud wood lots. It needs uo 
persuasion of mine to convince you that 
this pressing need should no longer be 
overlooked, as the difficulty of supplying 
it becomes greater every year. The 
initiative has already been taken in one 
of tho villages by a public-spirited local 
society and in a few months Newton 
Centre will contain a play-ground easily 
accessible to all the communities on the 
south side of the city. Tho same genor- 
ous response with which the city coun- 
cil met the application of the Newton 
Centre Village Improvement Society for 
assistance would, I confidently believe, he 
accorded to citizens from other parts of 
Newton coming to you on a like errand. 
Pending independent action from sources 
outside the city government 1 recom- 
mend the whole subject to your consid- 
eration, merely observing that if one or 
two large play-grounds aro provided for 
the whole north side of tho city a settle- 
ment of tho question will have boon 
effected for a long time to come, perhaps 
forever. It is somewhat remarkable that 
the word “play-ground” is nowhere to 
he found in the act of 1882. If there- 
fore you decide upon moving in this 
matter slight additional legislation may 
be necessary. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Recent unfortunate events had led to a 
strong movement in favor of abolishing 
grade crossings. It is yet too early to 
lorecast the probable shape which a final 
settlement of this question will take. 
Engineering problems of great difficulty 
must first he solved aud a right appor- 
tionment of the expense made. The city, 
the commonwealth, or its unit for some 
purposes of administration, the county, 
and the railroad are all deeply interested 
in effecting a just settlement. Inasmuch 
as I apprehend that a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of all the conflicting interests that 
are involved in the question may delay 
its fiual settlement, 1 think that some 
action should he taken by you to pro- 
cure at least a temporary relief. 1 have 
always believed that the existing dangers 
could he lesscued by a different aud more 
thorough system of gating and policing 
tiie crossings, and by constructing sub- 
ways for tho use of foot passtMigers 
where the traffic is greatest. 

SEWERAGE. 

Complaint is not infrequently heard of 
the inactivity of tho city council in press- 
ing forward tho establishment of a gener- 
al sewerage system. In this matter as in 
others 1 think that the council is fairly 
representative of public opinion, and I 
doubt if tiie people aro quite ready to 
speak their last word on the subject. 
The d ly is fast approaching, however, 
when the need will become too urgent to 
j he over-looked, and it behooves you to 
meet it more than half-way. You should 
keep more tlinn abreast of the public de- 
sire and he luidy with a plan to satisfy it 
wlieu its expression becomes unmistaka- 
ble. The great uncertainly that exists of 
the fiual adoption, by the state, of the Slet- 
ronolitan system for the Charles river 
valley makes it the moie nocessary for 
the committee on sewerage to he pre- 
pared in time with a plan which shall 
satisfy our local wants without regard to 
the co-operation of neighboring towns. 

UIGU SERVICE. 

There are in Newton one hundred and 
eighty persons living on ninety-one acres 
of land who are wholly without w it. r 
supply, one hundred and thirty persons 
living on sixty acres whose supply is in- 
sufficient, or not to he depended upon, or 
both; and two thousand six hundred and 
ninety persons living ou two thousand 
four hundred and ninety one acres w ho 
are deprived by the inadequacy of the 
water supply of their full share of the 
advantages enjoyed by other citizens for 
protection against lire: making a total of 
three thousand persons living on two 
thousand six hundred aud titty acres of 
land to whom their fellow-citizcus are a 


privileged class so far as benefits derived 
from our system of water works aro con- 
cerned. Theso people are, nevertheless, 
taxed for their part of tho interest on the 
wator debt nnd for their shnro of tho 
cost of wator maintenance, nnd nre 
charged full wnter rates oven though tho 
supply extends only to the cellars of 
their dwellings. This is a condition of 
things which should be ameliorated and 
I trust that you will cordially co-operato 
with the water board in ovory vigorous 
offort to that end. 

It has been usual for the Mayor in his 
address to roviow somewhat perfunctorily 
tho work of tho various departments and 
to impress their noods upon members of 
the city council. As full roports aro 
yearly published by tho heads of depart- 
ments I shall omit giving an account in 
detail of their condition. 

THE CITY TREASURY. 

On account of the transactions of tho financial 
year ending Dccoinber XI, 1888, tlioro aro

Leaving a balance in the Treasury of 29,995.39 
Thore Is further duo from miscellaneous 

sources $17,000.00 

Out of this balance will ho paid the 
cost of providing the City Hall with ven- 
tilation, amounting to $2200. I recom- 
mend that $2500 more be taken from it 
for tho play-ground aud park at Newton 
Centre. This amount, appropriated by 
tho city council of 1887 and included in 
tho tax levy of last year, has now been 
swept into the treasury and figures there 
as cash on hand. It should not in my 
opinion bo diverted from its origiual 
purpose. 

I further recommend that you pay for 
tho now bridges out of this balance. Tho 
cost of building them, $10,000.00 for both, 
is now provided for by issuing notos of 
$1,000.00, the last of which will not ma- 
ture for ten years. I do not think that our 
city will gaiu much reputation from such 
financiering. The city council of 1887, 
expecting that the new bridges would he 
paid for out of the tax levy of 1888, ex- 
cluded from the appropriation for that 
year the usual item for widening and 
reconstructing streots and appropriated 
$0,000.00 for repairing the bridges, in 
order that they might at least be made 
safe for winter travel in case they were 
found to be iu a really dangerous con 
dition. The order appropriating this 
$6,000.00 was rescinded before tiie tax- 
levy was made last year. The .burden 
upon the tax-payers was therefore light- 
ened by the whole amount theretofore 
devoted to permanent improvements in 
streets and was not increased by the ap- 
propriation of a single dollar for bridge 
construction. I do not think that it 
needs argument to convince you of the 
unwisdom of a policy of this kind, which

If you follow my 
recommendation you will increase the 
/tax rate for the current year but you 
will havo tho satisfaction of undoing tho 
unwise and unsafe financial policy of 
providing for small expenses by perma- 
nent loans.

From this last total I think that every 
sound principle of financiering demands 
the deduction of $10,000.00, the cost of 
tho bridges, which is strictly a city lia- 
bility to day, inasmuch as tho work has 
been begun and payment by annual 
notes^ provided for by order of the city 
council. The debt, it is true, is not yet 
funded and I trust never will be, but in- 
asmuch as its funding has been ordered 
and will soon be accomplished unless 
you choose to pay it out of this year’s 
tax levy, it must certainly be included in 
the list of the city’s liabilities. Allowing 
nothing for discount the total decrease 
is then, $14,150.48. 

There will mature this year school and 
library - notes amounting to $14,250.00, 
which will be paid from the tax levy; 
also a city note for $23,000.00, which Will 
be paid from tho tax levy through the 
agency of the sinking fund.

I refer you for information concerning 
the schools to tho reports of the school 
committee and the superintendent. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

It is gratifying to note a steady de- 
crease in tho yearly deficit of this de 
parturient. Its expenses for the past 
year, including maintenance, service and 
meter account, rebates, and interest ou 
bonds, were $77,319.18, an excess of 
$9572.56 over tlie total receipts, exclusive 
of the monies, $2,059.00 in nmonnt, re- 
ceived for water rents. The deficit in 
1887 was $11,009.79 and in 1840 $12,092.91. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The board of health has well dis- 
charged its difficult and somewhat deli- 
cate duties. The change in its working 
staff, necessary because tho board re- 
quired the whole time of its agent, re- 
sulted in tho retiremout of an ex- 
tremely faithful official. Under its 
new organization tiie board has been 
found equal to its work. Tho appropri- 
ation for the year was $4,500.00, of which 
$1404.97 was transferred to tho treasury 
with other unexpended balances on the 
31st December. 


ofjt.ho city government during noarly two 
years past, will come before you for final 
solution. While I havo no Hvstem to 
rocommond or to criticise, I believe that 
tho timo is ripe for tho extension of any 
good system to those parts of Nowton 
which, being thickly settlod, are now 
lighted by nothing more adequate to the 
need of the citizens than dim and dingy 
oil lamps. Whatever you decide upon 
will probably outline tho policy of the 
city for many years to come, and I 
strongly urge that the villages of tlioUp- 
>or and Lower Falls and Chestnut Ilill 
>o included in any broad general plan 
that you may adopt. I thoroughly ap- 
prove of the suggestion of my predeces- 
sor that arrangement be made for light- 
ing the streets on all dark or stormy 
nights without regard to tho so-called 
“moon schedule.” I invito your favora- 
ble attention to tho numerous and press- 
ing petitions for tho location of now 
lights. 

POLICE. 

The last, city council has provided in 
its appropriation for two additional pa 
trolmcn and for the introduction into 
Newton of a police signal system. At first 
somewhat doubting whether this sys- 
tem was so needed in a community like 
Nowton, whoro the beats aro longer and 
tho dangers to be approhended from pro- 
fessional criminals loss than in larger 
and more compactly populated cities, as 
to justitiy us in imposing the additional 
burden of its cost upon tho tax-payerB, 

I have becomo a convert to its high util- 
ity after investigating its operation in 
neighboring cities. It not only controls 
the members of the force, but it gives 
them a moral support of great value in 
tho assurance of ready assistance at the 
first menace of danger. 

FIRE DEPARrMENT. 

Tho efficiency of this department was 
put to a practical test on the evening of 
Wednesday, Dec. 27, by sounding the 
auxiliary alarm in the High School build- 
ing. You have doubtless read in the 

f ublic press the result of the experiment, 
t was extremely gratifying to me that 
the School Board should have this op- 
portunity of proving the discipline and 
alacrity of the force. The forthcoming 
report of the onief of the department 
will contain recommendations for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the force, to 
which I invite your careful considera- 
tion. The loss uy fire for the year has 
been less than $14,000, a loss more than 
covered by the insurance. 

CLAFLIN GUARD. 

This organization has maintained its 
high reputation for efficiency and disci- 
pline. Its muster-roll is now practically 
full. 

POOR AND ALMSHOUSE. 

For information concerning the poor 
of Newton, I refer you to the annual re- 
port of the Board of Overseers. The time 
has come for changing the location of 
the Poor Farm. Although the farm is 
extremely well kept and the inmates un- 
der excellent discipline. sentimental ob- 
jections to > strong to bo reasoned away 
will always make it an incubus upon the 
development of the neighborhood in 
which it is situated. Tho farm is only 
four minutes walk from Waban Sta- 
tion, occupying high land well adapt- 
ed for building purposes and destined 
one day to support a comparatively large 
population. I think therefore that tho 
question of its removal to some more re- 
mote situation should engage your im- 
mediate attention. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Again I refer you for detailed informa- 
tion to the reports which contaiu it. it 
is interesting to know that there are now 
in t lie library 28.371 volumes, of which 
1,900 wero added in 1888. The circula- 
tion at Newton wns 49,253, and at tho 
other villages, through the •agencies, 
54,747, making a total circulation of 
104,000 in the city. 

HIGHWAY DEPA RTM ENT. 

The chronic trouble which pursuos 
this department proceeds from causes, 
some of which are hardly within the con- 
trol of the committee in charge. Tho 
demands of the citizens for work which 
should bo doue, are far beyond tho power 
of tho appropriation to satisfy them. 
Never having served on the committee, 
it is with some hesitation that I make 
any suggestion for improvement in tho 
methods employed. 1 am satislled, how- 
ever, that the chairman and members of 
this committee will never accomplish 
satisfactory results until they plan out 
their whole woi k early in the year, re- 
serving enough from month to mouth to 
meet the so-called extraordinary ex- 
penses, which are nevertheless as regu- 
Iiir in their recurrence as tho snows of 
winter, the Hoods of spring and the 
storms of summer and autumn. Fur- 
thermore, the committee is too large for 
t lie duties, mainly executive, which 
coino upon it. The efficiency of au exec- 
utive board is apt to bo in inverse ratio 
to the size of its membership. The prin- 
ciple of ward representation which pre- 
vails in the selection of the committee 
seems to me also to «tand in the way of 
good results for all thy people. The sen- 
timent that elevates ward and village in- 
terests is strong among us. hut it should 
not he unduly tostorod It should have 
no place, I think, in determining the se- 
lection of committees. It is more neces- 
sary ou the highway committee than any- 
where else in the city government that 
the individual member should stand out 
solely as the representative of all the 
people of all the villages. 1 strongly re- 
commend that this noiiunittce be re- 
duced to a membership of at most live 
when you adopt or frame rules for 1889. 

STREET LIGHTING. 

The question of settling upon a satis- |

REGISTRATION. 

Tire registration of Nowton reached a 
total of 3, SOS before the state election 
and 3,895 before the city election, Tho 
votes cast wero 3.605 at tho former and 
2,838 at the latter: 182 women registered, 
of whom 150 voted. Tho state law per- 
mits the erection of an additional voting 
precinct in a ward containing more than 
live hundred registered voters. We havo 
exceeded tho necessary limit in every 
ward of our city. I therefore recom- 
mend the establishment of new precincts 
in Newton Lower Falls Newtou High- 
lands and Nonantum. 

DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATIONS. 

The appropriations for the year have 
been exceeded in nine depirtinents of 
expenditure out of twenty-eight. In 
some cases tho excess is slight and in some 
due to unavoidable causes not foreseen 
when the appropriation was made up; 
in some, howover, it should not have oc- 
curred. I again urge upon you the im- 
portance of so planning your year’s 
work as to keep tho expenditures, which , 
as members of committees, you recom- 
mend for tho various departments, well 
within the appropriations therefor. 

Gentlemen of the City Council : 

There needs, I am sure, no word from 
me to remind you that the people of 
Newton, in selecting you for their muni- 
cipal service, have conferred upon you a 
high honor and have committed to your 
charge responsibilities correspondingly 
grave. The burden can be rightly borne 
only in performing disinterestedly the 
duties of tho service, looking over and 
beyond derfiands of tho individual that 
stand in tho way of the general well- 
being, remembering that ‘“every good 
servant does not all commands.’’

P ointed Geo. D. Perkins as fire alarm 
neman; Titus K. Holmes, driver of No. 

4 hose;K. J. Cooney, drivor of No. 5 
hoso, and tho appointments were con- 
firmed. Tho resignation of D. McMahon 
of No. 3 engine was accepted 

Alderman Pcttoo presented the peti- 
tion of residents of Newton Highlands 
for a street lamp on Chestnut stroet. 

The rules and orders governing tho 
hoard for 1888, wore adopted until other- 
wise ordered. 

THE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 

Alderman Ilarbach moved that tli 
joint rules and orders o f 1888 be adopted 
with the amendment that the highway 
committee consist of two aldermen and 
three councilmen. 

Alderman l’ettoo objected to the 
amendment, and said that the result of 
his three yeais of experience showed 
him that it was better to have seven 
members on tho committee than live. 
Tho committee had some $120,000 to 
spend, and in the summer only a quorum 
was to be had, so that if it consisted of 
only five members, two members would 
say how all this money would bo spent. 
He did not think that tho seven members 
did each one grab all ho could get for 
his own ward, and besides, if only five 
men were appointed, two wards would 
not ho represented, and their roads 
would get no attention. 

Alderman Chad <vick said that he had 
beon on tho ccmm’ttee for three years 
and he had failou to see any instance of 
any member trying to "ot more than his 
share for his want, or acting against the 
interests of tho other wards. 

Alderman Kennedy said that five mem 
hers of the highway committee was not 
a new experiment, as it had been tried 
before with success. Since the number 
had beon changed to 7 the committee 
had exceeded its appropriation every 
year by from $5,000 to $10,000. When 
the committee only consisted of five 
members this was not the case. The 
member from Ward Five had given as 
the roason for having so many members, 
the largo expenditures of tho commit- 
tee. But the running expenses of the 
street department wero about $56,000, 
which must be oxpended any way, leav- 
ing only about $00,000 for the committee. 
Two thirds of this amount aro expended 
before the first of July, so that by the 
time vacations come, the committee have 
only a small amount to deal with. After 
counting out the money Deeded to com- 
plete the work already begun at that 
date, very little is left. Tho meetings 
are always fully attended up to that 
time, so there is no danger of the re- 
sponsibility being left to two men. Small 
committees are always better than large 
ones. As for himself ho did not believe 
in the principle of each member grab- 
bing all he could for his own ward. The 
public property committee only has live 
members, and no one hears of any build- 
ings being neglected, and there is no 
grabbing there, the members act for the 
good of the city. The city would not 
only «uffer no detriment if the commit- 
tee was reduced to five, hut it would be 
benelitted, ns the members would then 
feel ealled upon to look out for the good 
of the whole city and not of their own 
ward. 

Alderman Pettee said he had no faith 
in a member coming over to a ward that 
was not represented, to see if there was 
any work that needed to be doue. The 
ward that did not have a member on the 
committee would get nothing. 

A vote was then taken and stood 3 to 3, 
Aldermen Pettee, Chadwick and Childs 
voting no, and the ameudment failed to 
pass.

On motion of Alderman Tolman, an or 
der was passed, appropriating $6<X) for 
the West Nowton Athenauim, when the 
citizens raise a like amount.

On motion of Alderman Childs, tho 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a com 
mittee of 3, with such councilmen as 
might he appointed, to nominate over- 
seers of the poor. 

Alderman Childs moved the appoint- 
ment of two aldermen and such as the 
common council might appoint, to re- 
port joint rules and orders for the gov- 
ernment of tho two branches. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, $018 
was appropriated to pay the interest on a 
school note of $30,900 to be charged to 
appropriation for interest on city loans 
permanent. 

M. Kiley asked for license to erect barn 
44 by 40 on Boacon street. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, an 
order was passed fora special commit- 
tee consisting of the Mayor, and two 
members of tho board, to examine the 
notes and securities of the Kcnrick fund, 
and decide what disposal shall be made 
of the income, in accordance with 
the terms of the bequest. 

Alderman Ilarbach presented a peti- 
tion from M. C. Mayo, for the laying out 
and acceptance of Clarondon street and 
Not wood avenue, Ward Two. 

On motion of Alderman Chadwick a 
motion passed for a joint convention, for 
tho election of City Auditor, City Treas- 
urer, and City Clerk, 

IN CONVENTION. 

Both boards went into convention and 
proceeded with the election of a oity 
auditor, city treasurer and city clerk. 

The balloting resulted as follows: 
Alderman Tolman and Councilman Rice 
were appointed a committee to count 
and assort the ballots. 

Whole number cast, 20. B. F. Otis for 
city auditor had 20. J. A. Kenrick for 
city treasurer had 20. I. F. KingBbury 
for city clerk had 20. 

The three gentlemen were unanimous- 
ly re-elected and the oath of office was 
administered by Mayor Burr who ex- 
tended his congratulations. 


OTHER MATTERS. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach the 
City Treasurer was authorized to honor 
tho drafts of tlie superintendent of 
streets. for discharged laborers, to amount 
of $3,000, the amount to be charged to 
highway general repairs. 

A.dertn'ah Chadwick movod that the 
aldermen moet on the lirst and third 
Mondays of the month, at 7.15 p. m. 

Alderman- Pettee said lie favored an 
earlier hour, as he wished to go home 
on the 8.31 train, and he moved that the 
hour be made 0.45 

Alderman Childs said he admired the 
extreme modesty of the alderman from 
Ward 5, hut be thought it the board met 
promptly at 7. 15, it could transact all the 
business that properly belonged before 
it by 8.30. 

The amendment passed, and the board 
will moet at 6.45. 

On motion of Alderman Childs, an 
order passed for the printing of 400 
copies of the Mayor’s address, for the 
uso of members of the city council. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, the 
usual order was passed, authorizing the 
City Treasurer to borrow, under the ap- 
proval of the finance committee, in an- 
ticipation of tho city taxes, jis may be 
needed, sums not to exceed $590,000. 

On motion of Alderman Chadwick, tho 
rules and regulations for the police de- 
partment, for 1888, were adopted.

The Common Connell. 

The common council was called to 
order by tho temporary chairman, Coun* 
oilman E. E. Moody, and organized by 
the election of Mr. Lawrence Bond as 
president, he receiving a unanimous 
vote. When the vote for clerk was taken. 
Councilman Wiswall announced that Mr. 
A. S. Glover, the caucus nominee, had 
withdrawn his name in favor of Mr. John 
C. Brimblecom, and the latter received 
a unanimous vote. 

On assuming the chair, President Bond 
thanked the council for the confidence 
implied in their choice, and hoped that 
the business would be transacted as 
promptly and creditably as in the past. 

Much business from tho board of al- 
derman was disposed of in concurrence. 

When the order about the joiut com- 
mittes came up, Councilman Itandlett 
amended it by providing that the high- 
way committee should cousist of five 
members. lie said that Mayor Burr had 
stated tho arguments in favor of the 
change very strongly in his address, and 
that the change would be of benefit to 
the city. 

Councilman Hale of Ward Five hoped 
tiie amendment would not prevail. It 
had failed in the board of aldermen, and 
the council should also vote against it. 

Councilmen Wiswall hoped the amend- 
ment would prevail. Small committees 
did their work better than large cues 
and the superintendent of streets 
had stated to him that a commit- 
tee of live would do the work much 
better than seven, and a committee of 
three would be better yet. Now, each 
man looks after his own ward; lie has to 
do it, and if he fails he is certain not to 
ho sent back another year. A committee 
of five would work for tiie city’s interests 
instead of for the wards, amt then there 
would not be so much log rolling among 
the members, on the principle if you 
help me to get what I want for 
my ward, and I will help you 
to got what you want for yours, by 
means of which the Highway committee 
had exceeded their appropriate every 
year since the plan ot having seven mem- 
bers was tried. 

Councilman Hamblin said it was hu- 
man nature for a man to look after his 
own ward, aud the same would be true 
with a committee of five or three. The 
wards that were not represented would 
get nothing. During the year lie had 
helped Councilman Read to get things 
for Ward .Six, aud Councilman Burr to 
get work done at Chestnut Ilill. 

The order finally failed to pass. 

All t lie matters that came from the 
aldermen were passed in concurrence. 

The committee to nominate assessors 
from the council are Messrs. Rice, Wis- 
wall, Luke and Hyde. To nominate 
overseers ot the poor are Messrs. Fork- 
nail, Moody, Richardson and Hale. 


stating that as Isaac Hagar.who has been 
an assessor of the city for 41 years, wns to 
retire from active service, on account of 
advancing age, that the city council take 
some action to mark their apprecia 
tion of his long and faithful service to 
the city. It was therefore voted that 
♦450 be appropriated from any unexpend- 
ed balances, and paid to Mr. Hagar, to 
make liis salary for 1888 the same as in 
previous years. 

Alderman Childs reported an order, 
awarding the City Printing to the New- 
ton Graphic— the lowest bidder. The 
other bidders were tho Newton Journal, 
F. G. Barker of Watertown, Rockwood Jr 
Churchill and Mudge Jr Co., of Boston. 

On motion of Alderman Ward, all un- 
finished business was referred to the city 
council of 1889. 

The records of several meetings were 
then read and approved. 

RESOLUTIONS FOR MAYOR KIMBALL. 

Tho following resolutions were pre- 
sented and ruad by Alderman Pettee, as 
president of the boaid, aud passed by a 
rising vote. 

Resolved, That we, the members of the 
board of aldermen, express our appre- 
ciation of the courtesy extended by the 
Mayor on all occasions during his five 
year’s continuous service as chief execu- 
tive of the city. 

Resolved, That we acknowledge his 
untiring devotion for the best interests 
of the city, during 12 years continuous 
service, not only as mavor, but as aider- 
man and councilman, in all of which po- 
sitions he has discharged his duties 
faithfully, as all conversant with his en- 
deavors in behalf of the city are aware. 

Resolved, That we wish he may be as 
successful in any future enterprise that 
he may undertake as he has been as May- 
or of this city, liis official records as 
chief executive having been a source of 
gratification to his fellow-citizens. 

Mayor Kimball thanked the board for 
the kind expression of their sentiments, 
and said that he reciprocated heartily 
the kindly feelings expressed. He was 
especially gratified for the allusion to 
his intention to perform his duties faith- 
fully, and for the best interests of the 
city. He thought that this feeling had 
been a characteristic of the members of 
the city government of Newton ; they bad 
differe'd in opinion, but they all had the 
best interests of the city at heart, and 
that was the object they had striven for. 

The board then adjourned sine die. 

In the common council, business from 
the upper branch was disposed of in con- 
currance, and the order for the printing 
of 500 copies of the Memorial volume ol’ 
the exercises of the 200th anniversary, at 
an expense of $150, was passed.

NEWTON’S NEW MAYOR. 


Mayor Burr’s address was a lmslnpss-like 
and straightforward document, which ex- 
hibited the faithful attention tin* writer has 
given to the methods of doing business at 
City Hall during the two years he has 
served in the lower branch, ami his recom- 
mendations were backed up by forcible 
arguments, which left no doubt of his 
earnestness in the matter. As the first 
lawyer that has ever sat in the mayor’s 
chair, Mr. Burr’s attention was naturally 
directed towards a simplification of the 
rather cumbrous methods now employed, 
and the amendment of the rules and orders, 
so that the city council should set the ex- 
ample of obeying the laws, and not of vio- 
lating them, as is now done at nearly every 
meeting. 

There is no question but that the city or- 
dinances also need a thorough revision, and 
that the need is even greater than that of a 
new chnrter. Mayor Burr suggests, and 
the suggestion is worthy of attention, that 
possibly if the ordinances are put in proper 
shape, it may be found that our present 
charter will answer every purpose. The 
mistake made by the revision committee 
last year was that they paid no attention to 
the old charter, but threw it away as 
worthless, when if they had used the pres- 
ent charter as a basis, the result of their 
work might have been accepted without op- 
position. 

Mayor Burr’s suggestion in regard to a 
change in the highway committee, making 
its number five instead of seven, was such 
an excellent one that all the argument 
made against it in the meeting of the city 
council which followed, was thaLthetwo 
wards not represented would be left out in 
the “grab game,” that each man now con- 
ducts for his own ward. There is so much 
money to be spent by the department, and 
the man who succeeds in securing the big- 
gest slice for his own ward is considered 
the best fellow. Those who have attended 
the committee meetings know the trouble 
that comes from this source and the whole 
thing is undignified, and unworthy of the 
city. The members should look out for the 
interests of the city as a whole, and not of 
their own little village, and it is to be re- 
gretted that this amendment failed to pass. 

Another recommendation that will com- 
mend itself to the people, is that of keeping 
within tlie appropriations, and of taking a 
comprehensive look ahead, so as to be pre- 
pared for those extraordinary expenses that 
always come. The committees need not 
feel bound to spend all the money that is 
appropriated, and with smaller committees 
there would not be so great temptation. 
The committees should aim to strike the 
golden mean between liberal expenditures 
and extravagance, and some of the expenses 
in the past have partaken of the latter 
quality. They should not be afraid of having 
a balance on hand ut the close of the year, 
as that is a thing worth striving for. Now, 
there is not so much encouragement ns 
there might be under other circumstances, 
for of,\v hat use is it for one committee to keep 
within tlie limits if there ure several others 
that stand ready to relieve them at the end 
of the year of any superfluous money? 

The utterances of the message on the 
need of enforcing the liquor law, and the 
necessity in order to do this of “an alert 
and sensitive public opinion,” is' the same 
ground taken by those who have moststud- 
ied this question, and it also explain^ why 
the sensational methods introduced by a 
Boston paper proved such au utter and ri- 
diculous failure. 

The need of proper play-grounds, of bet- 
ter protection at the numerous grade cross- 
ings in the city, of preparing some plan of 
sewerage, all receive a wise attention; and 
the need of u high water service is stated 
in a more forcible matter than by any oth- 
er writers who have called attention to it. 
it is to be hoped that something will te 
done tills year. 

About the new bridges there may be 
some question, whether we should pay for 
them all at once, or, a.s tlicy are to be per- 
manent improvements, make the pa> meats 
extend over u term of years. There is a 
good deal to be said on botii sides, and 
Mayor Burr makes a strong plea for the 
former course. 

No one will dispute the necessity of bet- 
ter street lights for the sections now light- 
ed by oil lamps, and any one who has had 
occasion to drive through those sections on 
a dark night will heartily endorse the may- 
or’s suggestions. 

The recommendation in regard to more 
polling places is a wise one. and should I e 
adopted. The finances of the city are care- 
fully revlewed.und the message closes with 
a recommendation to the city council to 
look not so much at the demands of the in- 
dividual as at the general well-being, which 
is advice that could be followed with profit 
not only by city councils, hut b> State and 
National legislatures. The practice of yield- 
ing to tlie individual or the class who rabe 
tlie greatest howl, is one that threatens not 
only municipal hut national prosperity.

THE COMMITTEE APPOINTMENTS. 


Mayor Burr and President Bond of the 
common council have made a very prompt 
announcement of their committees for 1889, 
and in general the old members retain the 
same places they held last year, and the 
new members succeed their predecessors 
from their own ward. Alderman Kennedy, 
for Instance, succeeds Alderman French on 
the police committee and as trustee of the 
free library. 

Alderman Hnrbach succeeds Alderman 
Nickerson on the Highway committee, and 
the only other change in this important 
committee Is the addition of Councilman 
Luke In place of President Bond. Aider- 
man Ilarbach Is given the most laborious 
position on the committees, hut he has am- 
ple time to attend to the duties and is iu 
every way qualified for the position. 

Alderman Tolman succeeds Alderman 
French as chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. a position which demands a skilful 
business mnn, and Mr. Tolman’s fitness for 
the plnco was conceded in advnnce of the 
appointment. 

The next committee of Importance, that 
on fuel and street lights, had to be remade, 
on account of the retirement of Aldermen 
Ward and Nickerson, and they are suc- 
ceeded by Alderman Johnson and Kenne- 
dy, the councilmen being Messrs. Fenno, 
Hale and Luke. This committee has very 
important work before It, and w’as evident- 
ly framed with the intention of getting 
men who would be perfectly fair to all par- 
ties, and who had not taken a pronounced 
stand for or against any system of street 
lighting. 

Alderman Ilarbach and Councilman Wis- 
wall are the council members of the water 
board, and Alderman Tolman and Council- 
man Wiswall are the new members of the 
board of health. The old members of the 
hoard of aldermen retain their former posi- 
tions as chairmen, or in case of any change, 
have been given others of equal inipor 
tunce, so that there seems to be no occa- 
sion for dissatisfaction. 

The making up of the committees to en- 
sure the best results Is almost as much of a 
task ns President-elect Harrison is finding 
the choice of a cabinet, but the work ap- 
pears to have been carefully done ; each al- 
derman is made chairman of several com- 
mittees, so that the honors appear to be 
pretty evenly divided, and Mayor Burr 
may be congratulated on having begun his 
administration successfully. The heads of 
the committees are in some sort cabinet 
ministers, and upon them depends in great 
measure the success of an administration. 
With the more important committees in 
such capable hands, there is no reason w’hy 
everything should not run along smoothly 
and satisfactorily. 


It is rather unusual for a local paper to 
publish an unkindly criticism upon an 
official, just as he is going out of office, 
and many people last week were re- 
minded of that famous “special edi- 
tion.” Mayor Kimball is now a pri- 
vate citizen, and there is no more rea- 
son to publish unfriendly criticisms of him 
than there would be to attack ex-Alderman 
Powers, for instance. Mayor Kimball has 
served the city for twelve years, five of 
them as mayor, and he has given his time 
generously to the duties of his office. No 
one can point to any corrupt act of his, or 
in fact to any very serious defects in the 
government of Newton. We may not he as 
perfect as we would like to be, but we are 
an exception among cities of our size, for 
the honesty and uprightness of our city 
government. Mayor Kimball has served 
the city well and the resolutions adopted 
bv the board of aldermen but express the 
kindly sentiments of a large number of the 
citizens of Newton. He is charged with not 
being a “sagacious politician,” but there is 
something better than to be any kind of a 
politician, sagacious or otherwise, and that 
is to be a good citizen and an honest offi- 
cial. 


As announced last week, no special in- 
vitations wore sent out to the exercises at- 
tending the inauguration of the new city 
government, Mayor Burr holding that if 
any one was to.be invited, every tax-payer 
and voter should be. The announcment 
was so widely given that it was expected 
to reach the eye of every one wfio desired 
to attend, and probably w as seen by tlie 
great majority of the citizens. If any one 
felt hurt ut not receiving an invitation, and 
did not see the announcement, this further 
explanation is made. About every 
seat in City Hull was filled and a large 
number were standing up, so tiiat the at- 
tendance was not at all affected bv tlie lack 
of invitations. It is u more democratic 
way to extend only a general invitation 
through the papers, as tlie exercises are 
public, and one citizen has as good a right 
as another to be present, if lie reaches the 
hall in time to get in. Had it not been a 
rainy day, tlie hull would have been filled 
to overflowing. 


There is fortunately never any contest 
iu Newton over tlie election of city treasur- 
er, city auditor and city clerk. These po- 
sitions are filled so satisfactorily that no 
mutter wbat changes are made in tlie city 
couneil, or who may be chosen mayor, no 
oae ever thinks of opposing tlie re-election 
of any one of these officers. To these offi- 
cers might be udded those o^water regis- 
trar, chief of. the lire depurtmunt, city mar- 
shal and city almoner. It lias ever been 
the purpose iu Newton to get tlie best when 
tilling any of these offices for tlie first time, 
or when any vacuucy occurs, and then with 
each year the official becomes more valua- 
ble to tlie city, and it would be tlie height 
of folly to think of a change. Newton is 
more fortunate than many uf its sister cit- 
ies iu tills respect.

No License League. 


COL. K. H. HASKELL SETS FOItTII THE 
PROSPECTS OF THE CAUSE. 


At tho annual meeting of tho Massa- 
chusetts No License League, Tuesday, 
Col. E. II. Haskell delivered an addiess 
on the work of tho league, on behalf of 
the State Central Committee. The ad- 
dress was in substauce as follows: 

Mr. Haskell said that the result ob- 
tained by tho league thus far iu its 
career have demonstrated clearly the 
wisdom of such a movement. While in 
1885 but 45 per cent, and in 1880, tlie 
year preceding tho organization, but 60 
per cont. of tho towns of the State bad 
taken a position against license, this lias 
been increased during tho past two years 
until 82 per cent, of the towns have de- 
clared themselves iu favor of tLo no- 
licenso policy. Until the moro recent 
election the same gratifying result has 
been reached in the case of the cities. 
Mr. Haskell was confident that the re- 
versal of the policy would prove but 
temporary. After payiug a graceful 
tribute of praise to Mr. Montgomery, the 
Agent, he Baid: Further, it is gratifying 
to note, with thorough appreciation of 
the work of the league, tho very effective 
assistance wo have received from many 
of the leading journals of our State. 
Recogniziug that the underlying and 
fundamental principle upon which the 
league was formed was .that of absolute 
hostility to every form of licensing of 
the ruin traffic, with a view to its ulti- 
mate prohibition, we have felt that so 
far as it was able to do so the opportuni- 
ty for expressing this sentiment should 
be given its widest scope and privilege, 
and in accordance with this the resolu- 
tions for a constitutional amendment 
adopted bv this league at its first con- 
vention have been submitted to tlie 
various raeetiugs and couveutions which 
have since been held throughout the 
State, with a result showing the prac- 
tically unanimous adoption by some 
250,000 of our people. And we have met 
bore to address ourselves not only to the 
special Hue of work which it has become 
the province of the league to prosecute 
and in which field of luoor it is not our 
iutentiou to abate in the least of our ef- 
forts until the subsequent action of the 
people may render it unnecessary, but 
also to appeal to tlie great body of our 
conscientious, law-abiding and oi der- 
iving citizens to unite with us in one 
common, and, wo sincerely trust, one 
final effort to prohibit by constitutional 
action the legal sale of all liquor as a 
beverage within the borders of our Con • 
nionwcaltli. It is gratifying to us to see 
that the proposed amendment has the 
indorsement of His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor. Tlie speaker expressed the belief 
i hat the amendment will pass tlie present 
Legislature. 

I am quite aware, he continued, what 
such a campaign as will follow involves. 
W'e shall have the loyal support of those 
who liavo espoused the cause of prohibi- 
tion as a matter of high moral principle, 
and also of a large and constantly in- 
creasing number who believe that, 
viewed as a matter of sound public poli- 

y, the only satisfactory and effective 
l* jstlietion of the liquor traffic i or the 
State to adopt is that policy which re- 
stricts by absolute prohibition. We 
shall also be aided largely in our work 
bv the recent important decision of the 
U i i ted States Supi eme Court in affirming 
the cons'itu ion 1 y of the piohibi.o y 
principle. Mr. iiaskeil touched oriefly 
upon the high license question, and 
showed that that policy had failed in 
the Western cities where it had been 
adopted to reduce the amount of drunk- 
enness. He tiien complimented the 
Bostou Police Board, saying: I wish to 
call especial attention to their commend- 
able efforts in reducing the number of 
licenses issued in 1880 and 1887 below 
those issued in 1885, some 400 in all. and 
to expiess my own appreciation of tlie 
faithfulness of the board in endeuvoiiug 
iu this way to mitigate tlie evil. During 
tlie past year this board lias goue still 
further and has reduced by 140 the num- 
ber of licenses beiow those of 1887, a 
total reduction iu three years of 5zu in 
the uiiniber of licenses. Certainly with 
this reduction we should naturally ex- 
pect that tlie amount of drunkenness and 
crime would diminish. Now, what are 
the facts? Simply this, that notwith- 
standing this large reduction tlie num- 
ber of arrests for diuiikeuess has in- 
creased from 15,400 iu 1885 to £1,044 in 
1888, an average increase of over 2500 
arrests per year. And >ot the experience 
of these Western cities and of uui owu 
cities is tlie experience, witli but very 
few exceptions, of all communities who 
have endeavored or expected to mitigate 
these evils by such a policy. It there be 
any virtue iu the high license principle, 
it is iu its prohibitory features, mid I 
think you must agree with me that in 
proportion as its prohibitory feutuies 
are increased, in just tiiat proportiou 
does it seem to commend itself to tlie 
great bo ly of our citizens 

1 bold tiiat tlie S .itc is bound l y every 
co isit er ition to protect its members 
from any uud evt ry influence winch re- 
tards their moral otillure and develop- 
w*Mlt. in the few Stiles which have 
■ d pted piohibition tlie lesulis have 
amply justified the experiment. In 
o inclusion, lie urged a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of tlie forthcoming campaign.

She went for revolution, hut 
sho was able to distinguish anarchy from 
democracy. Sho saw in tho tribune of 
tho Jacobins a more terrible tyranny 
than tho throne of tho Bourbons. She 
saw in Danton, Robespierre and Marat 
not the saviors of her country, hut three 
luries driving it to destruction. “Al- 
most all are selfish. What a wretched 
people to found a republic,” she said, 
and tho blow she struck was for France 
from patriotism as pure as the iove of an 
angel. 

Sho gave everything for her country. 
Young, accomplished, beautiful, she 
chose to dio by tho hands of bloody 
men. The’Spartan mothers gave their 
sons, she gave herself, thus placing her- 
self by the greatest of mankind. Had 
sho ended the reign of terror, she could 
not ho greater than she is. The stormy 
darkness of that terrible night in history 
is lighted up by one grand flash as if 
from heaven. Blood is the richest gift 
that was over given by man to man and 
has ever been the price of the world’s 
civilization, even as the blood of the 
greatest man, Christ Jesus, has been the 
price of its redemption. 

Nothing can be grander than the wav 
in which sho went to execution. With 
the same serenity that stood by her in 
every successive act of tho tragedy, slie 
bared lior queenly neck for the guillotine 
to drop the curtain upon her bright, 
swift life. ller hea l iell under the re- 
lentless axe and when tho executioner 
held it up before the people, it is said. the 
brute slapped it upon tiie cheek. The 
dagger is not consecrated even in the 
hand of a patriot, yet we may admire 
without stint all that was noble in tho 
life of Charlotte Corday, leaving it to a 
higher tribunal to decide whether she 
was a murderer or a martyr.

Oeorgo W. Childs and A. J. Droxel of 
Philadelphia haro determined presently 
to establish noar that city yet ono moro 
school for the odncation of women.

It was at llrst intended 
to make it a free school for tho daughters 
of poor clergymen, but tho plan has now 
changed to one of a boarding school at 
a moderate tuitionfee, so as to suit those 
who cannot otherwise go to the best 
schools or colleges because of the ex- 
pense. It is said that the plans of the 
new Protestant Episcopal church of St. 
Mary’s directly opposite, havo been 
changod and enlarged so as to seat 250 
additional people.

Compulsory Education in Chicago. 

Superintendent Howland of the board 
of education in Chicago, in speaking of the 
preseut agitation of the subject of com- 
pulsory education law, says: “One of the 
greatest benefits from a compulsory edu- 
cational law will be the cessation of 
child-labor in offices, stores and factories. 
This will have a great influence, not only 
on the proper education of the children, 
but on tho wage-earning capacity of 
their elders. The board of education 
will provide accommodation for any in- 
creased attendance." Tho committee on 
legislation havo made a report in relation 
to the compulsory education law, and 
among other things recommend that 
where paronts or guardian are too poor 
to spare children from work or provide 
them with the necessary clothing, assist- 
ance bo given from a fund provided for 
that purpose. Tho board of education 
committee decided to procure copies of 
the statutes of New York, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Nebraska referring to 
compulsory education and have them 
printed for the consideration of a con- 
vention consisting of delegates from the 
the council committee on schools, the 
high school alumni, the county board 
school committee, senators and represen- 
tatives and all others interested. The 
result of this move made by the Wo- 
man’s club will bo the enforcement of 
the laws as it now stauds, and when tho 
difficulty in tho way of bringing about 
the desired end is made apparent, then 
new legislation will be in order. The 
children of the city must in some way 
be made to attend school long enough to 
lift them out of the state of barbarism, 
iuto which they are sure to fall if their 
future is left to chance. Thu movement 
of the women is backed by strong public 
sentiment. 


A Trust of Wolves. 

From the New York Commercial Advertiser.) 

The wolf who objected to the shep- 
herd’s dog because the outrageous cur 
was interfering with something that was 
chiefly a matter of private concern and 
in the appointed liue of tho development 
of business, was uuswurud by the noble 
dog that if he, the wolf, did not make it 
largely a matter of personal business to 
leave the sheep to attend, to their equally 
large matters of private concern, that 
moreover, he, the dog, would develop 
along a liue that led straight to his, the 
wolf’s, throat. The latest development 
in tho trust conspiracy ought to close 
with a snap like that of a dog’s jaws 
with something wolfish between them. 

The flour trust tiiat was recently 
formed uiuoug the millers of the North- 
west is a most iniquitous bargain of con- 
spirators to enrich its members ut the 
expense of tho people. The Northwest- 
ern Miller, which is the orgun of this 
trust, said yesterday that the millers 
whom it represents intend to enhance 
the price of flour as speedily as possible. 


“It may bo confidently assorted,” says 
tho Northwostorn Miller, “that the mills 
of tho Northwost will not run ono-lialf 
capacity during January. It is probable 
that their out-put will be oven loss than 
this. Tho recommendation of the Mil- 
waukee meeting ns to output will thore- 
foro he followed, gonorally speaking, 
throughout tho Northwost.” 

The object of tho trust is to develop 
Its business along modern lines "by chok- 
ing off tho supply of tho chief staple of 
life. The trust does not care to tnako 
money by doing a large business, hut to 
make it by doing a small ono. This is 
business in tho now line of development, 
which is ns old a lino as tho lino on 
which the devil has worked from tho bo- 
ffintiing. It is wolflsli. Wolvos have no 
rights that shopherd dogs are bound to 
respect. 


Co-operative Hanks. 

When in 1870 the late Josiali Quincy 
and others askod the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature to legalize here tho Philadelphia 
system of building associations, then al- 
most unknown in Now England, the sav- 
ings banks and the lawyers, taking ad- 
vantage of the popular distrust of a 
citing uuknown, wore able to dofeat the 
application. In 1877. tho friends of the 
plan, among whom, Robert Treat Paine, 
Joseph C. llopos and Gamaliel Bradford 
were then prominent, made a more suc- 
cessful application, being aided effective- 
ly by the presout lieutenant-governor, 
then a member of the House. When tho 
law of 1877 was passed. Daniel Eldridge 
at once becamo prominent is establishing 
such associations under the name of ‘*ct- 
operative banks.” He was tho secretary 
of tho first one in Massachusetts,— the 
‘ Pioneer,” and he has pushed forward 
the organization of others in all parts of 
tho state. One of those convenient Bos- 
ton clubs, which will give us at any time 
an opportunity to make speeches on our 
favorite topic, — this time the Boot and 
Shoo club — last night took co operative 
banking for its theme, and Mr. Eldridge 
furnished them tho gratifying statistics 
of tho matter in Massachusetts. The 
first bank — his own — was formed in 
1877; in 1880 there were 10, and in 18S2 
25, — but thoir total assots wore then only 
$1,000,000, or about tho same as an ave- 
rage singlo savings hank holds. But on 
the first of last November, when the 
bank commissioners made up their yearly 
account, there were 00 of these co-opera- 
tive banks, with assots of $5,500,000, with 
28,000 share holders, and with monthly 
deposits now amounting to $180,000, — 
at the rate of nearly $2,000,000 a year. 
Lieut-Gov. Brackett, Mr. Bradford. Mr. 
Paine and Mr. Wad. in, tho new chief of 
the bureau of labor also, mado speeches 
in praise of the system, and Mr. Paine 
said the lending of $5,000,000 (all the 
capital is ordinarily lent oxcept a small 
surplus for contingencies) ultimately 
meant the building or buying of 8000 
homes,— and ho dwelt on tho ovils of 
tenement-houseB, and the advantages 
which co-operative banking — where the 
money is lent to the depositors — has over 
the ordinary savings bank system. Mr. 
Bradford uttered a word of caution; Mr. 
Brackett agroed with Mr. Paine, and 
Mr. Wadlin said the laws guarded these 
banks carefully. — [Boston letter to 
Spriugfield Republican.

The Secret Ballot System In England. 

The roviow of tho history of tlie adop- 
tion and tho working of tlio secret ballot 
in England by Mr. Edwin Goadby, in tho 
current number of tho Political Scionco 
Quarterly, is of more than ordinary inter- 
est from the fact that this system which 
lias prevailed iu England for tho last six- 
teen years cloRcly resembles that which 
is to go into offect in Msssacluiesotts the 
present year. Under tlio English law tho 
returning officers’ expenses are assessed 
j>ro rata upon the candidates instead of 
being boruo by tlie public treasury. The 
names and addresses of candidates are 
printed on the ballots, but there is no 
designation of parties to guide tlio voters. 
Any ton electors may sign a nomination 
paper, and tlie hours of polling aro from 
4 A. M. to 8 P. M. in constituencies with 
over 2000 voters. Tho method of voting 
differs also from that which is provided 
for iu tlie Massachusetts law. A voter 
presents himself to the election officers, 
who have beforo them a chock list, ballot 
hook with counter foils, or stubs, and the 
ballot box. Representatives of tlio candi- 
dates are present to prevent falso person- 
ation. If tlio namo of the voter is found 
on tho list a pencil line is drawn through 
it. and then tho register numhor of the 
voter is written on the counter foil, tlie 
ballot paper is stamped with the official 
mark, which is kept secret, and is 
changed so that the same mark shall not 
be used agaiu for a term of Beven years. 
Tlie ballot paper and tlio counter foil, or 
stul), have oacli a printed number upon 
them. Tlio names of the candidates aro 
printed in alphabetical order. On re- 
ceiving the paper, which is torn from the 
stub, the voter takes it into ouo of tho 
private compartments in the room, where 
there is a small desk and a pencil at- 
tached to a string. Here lie marks his 
cross against the candidate or candidates 
for whom he wishes to vote. He folds 
his paper so that the official stamp is vis- 
ible, puts it into the ballot box, and his 
voting is over. For voters who are un- 
able to read, or are incapacitated by 
blindness or other physical cause, pro- 
vision is made that the presiding officer 
shall mark their ballots in such manner 
as they may direct. Due record is made 
of the ballots thus marked, and tlie 
reasons for marking them. Mr. Goadby 
shows that these provisions for scerecy 
have been very effective. It has been im- 
possible to discover how a voter votes, 
except through his own bungling. The 
secret ballot has also had tlio effect of 
greatly dccrosing corruption. As Mr. 
Goadby puts it : “It is useless to corrupt 
unless its effects can bo clearly traced, 
and spending money to purchase votes is 
simply waste, when a voter demoralized 
enough to take money can still vote as 
lie pleases, without being found out.” 
On the whole, the present English system 
has w’orked admirably in England, and 
no one cares for a change. Tlie question 
to be determined this venr is how a simi- 
system will work in Massachusetts.— Bos- 
ton Traveller.

T1IK TAXABLE WEALTH OF BOSTON 

If one really desires to contrast the tax- 
able wealth ot Boston, or the real business 
and capital wealth of that city with fifty 
years ago, let him run his eye over the list 
of high tax-payers published in the Boston 
Globe of Monday. As a historical fact it 
is of the utmost importance, as a showing 
of what Boston is to-day and what she will 
lie in less than half fifty years; it is not 
only important but interesting. 

Fifty years ago there was not an individ- 
ual or a corporation in Boston taxed above 
§.*»,ouo. To-day they mount up into tin* 
hundreds, ai.d scores above §10, Quo, and 
thus on till one reaches the six figures, as iu 
tlie case of tlie Boston & Albany R. R. 
Corporation. The last tax list shows tliat 
four of tlu* leading dry goods retailers, 
Jordan, Marsli A Co., C. F. ilovey A Co., 
R. II. White A Co., and Sheppard, Nor- 
well A Co., collectively pay more taxes than 
all the dry goods rotailcrs,importcrs,joboers, 
and commission houses combined paid in 
1840. Tlie taxes on trust estates in 1840 were 
comparatively small, to-day they are im- 
mense, niuuiug up into the tens of thous- 
ands. 

The question is w lietlier prosperity has 
followed in tlie same proportion and 
whether Boston has been justified in the 
enormous outlays which have enhanced 
the value of property and the increase ol 
taxes? The answer is decidedly yes. 

By comparison tlie taxes of the city of 
Boston are light iu comparison with tlio.se 
of such cities as New York, Philadelphia aud 
Chicago, and yet the improvements which 
have brought about this large aggregate of 
taxes In Boston cau make a better showing 
than tin* same order of improvement in ttie 
other three cities. Within fifty years we 
have hud water, an expensive system ot 
drainugc aud sewerage, a large outlay ou 
public squares, parks, streets and avenues, 
which have brought up the value ol real 
estate from one dollar per foot to, in some 
Instances, over one hundred dollars |**r 
foot. We have lengthened our borders and 
sfreuglitened our stakes through annexa- 
tion, aud the tilling in aud utilizing of once 
waste lands and fiats. The city of Boston 
is richer for ail this, and so arc its tax pay- 
ers. Tlie latter have received more than 
fourfold in the enhanced value of their 
real estate and their business prosperity .

PAIIK OF XKWTON. 

How flid it happen that, these three 
words ave the first words of the constitu- 
tion of these United States. To answer 
this question it becomes necessary to 
state briefly as possible some anteced- 
ents which are not so familiar to the 
present generation as they should be, for 
they are our political alphabet, and it is 
feared are, to many of tin. thousands 
who arc now pouring in upon these 
shores, an unknown factor :and, if known, 
very little appreciated; still, a rapid 
glance at them will aid us in answering 
the question, “How did these words come 
there.” 

The thirteen colonies which had been 
planted along the eastern fringe of this 
vast continent, came from different na- 
tionalities, with different religious be- 
liefs, and widely different social cus- 
toms. Tho variety of climates aud soils 
naturally led to the practice and cultiva- 
tion of very dissimilar industries; aud 
the difficulties attending intercommuni- 
cation at that time, made social inter- 
course almost impossible. These, with 
other causes, made each colony inde- 
pendent and in some cases almost hos- 
tile. 

To lead to an assimilation of these di- 
verse elements, some common cause was 
needed, and that was fouud in a common 
enemy, and the mistaken policy of Great 
Britian furnished the solvent. 

As that conflict went on, the several 
colonies gradually transformed them- 
selves into independeut States or Com- 
monwealths. There was a quasi-Con- 
gress, but its authority was but recom- 
mendatory, not by auy means coercive. 
The whole history of that conflict re- 
sembles that of the crusades, where the 
different nationalities had a common ob- 
ject and a common enemy, but acted 
with no recognition of any single au- 
thoritative power. Each leader could 
stay or retire with his followers when 
he pleased. This was the real cause of 
their failures. The same difficulty was 
the constant embarrassment of Washing- 
ton’s military movements. 

But to pass on. The Revolutionary 
war is over, the uniting cause, a com- 
mon enemy, is removed, and though the 
advantages of some uniou was apparent 
to the leading men of the several colo- 
nies (now independeut States) lest they 
become the prey of some foieign power; 
still the old causes of divergence(if not of 
autagouism) remained or were revived- 
They formed themselves iuto a confed- 
eracy, not a Government, but an alliance 
of the flimsiest texture— a bundle of oak 
and hickory sticks tied together with a 
pack-thread. 

It would be superfluous for me to de- 
tail the entire inefficiency of this at- 
tempt at an instrument of Confedera- 
tion, its injurious eitect on the commu- 
nity and the contempt which it received 
from foreign nations. These are famil- 
iar to everyone. Besides, these consid- 
erations do not affect tiie point at which 
1 aim. Reference to them is made as 
helps to solve the qiiestiuu, how came 
these words, “We the I’eopie” to herald 
iu that grand document, the Constitu- 
tion of me United States. 

The acknowledged failure of the ex- 
periment induced the various communi- 
ties to choose their wisest and best men 
as delegates to a convention, the duty 
of which was to choose a constitution, 
which should be a government and not a 
sham. These men met and 'for months 
with closed doors wrestled with the prob- 
lems submitted to them t<>r solution. 

Of their debates we have no official or 
authorized record. There was no re- 
porter and no “inteiviewei,” the mush- 
room or rather toadstool of the present 
generation. But from letters sent home 
ny the members to their trieuds ami 
from the deuates in the subsequent rati- 
fying conventions, we learn now ably 
every point was weighed and adverse 
views presented. 

Tneic were some who were fearful of 
concentration, which they contended 
might le id to a Monarchy, a Dictator- 
ship or a Despotism. Others, warned by 
past experience, dreaded weakness, and 
labored for strength— a strength which 
should be irrespective of State authority, 
which hid beeu the bane ot the Confed- 
eracy. One, it is said, went so far as to 
desire a change of name, even, aud in- 
stead of the “United .States," wished to 
ignore the States altuiret.iet , and adopt 
some such faucilied title as “The Consti- 
tution of the Republic of Eredotiia.” 

The Instrument was dually formed so 
as to carefully describe ami enumerate 
certaiu powers which were conceded to 
the General Government, it* authority j 
thereup m to be immediate and absolute ! 
upon the individual people, ami not j 
through the agency of tne .Mate authori- 
ties; yet, reserving in the hands of the 
States and the people all powers, uot enu- 
merated and conceded to the General 
Government. 

As tlie magazines do uot publish the 
title page until the close ot tlie sixth or 
twelfth number, so the convention did 
not diseuss the preamble until all the 
chapters had been adopted. It is beau- 
tiful, and I have often thought that no 
alien should ho allowed to become a 
naturalized citizen until he could repeat 
it from memory; all are familiar with it, 
but it will bear repetition. 

•We, the people of the United states 
iu order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, provide for tlie common defence, 
promote the general welfare and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourseive* aud 
our posterity, do ordain aud establish this 
Constitution of tlie Uuited .States of 
America.” 

How comprehensive iu its scope! llow 
terse iu its diction! llow chaste iu its 
language ! 

But it contained the words, “We, the 
people,” aud these words produced a de- 
bate wnich came very nigh making a 
wreck of’all that had oeeu done. Better 
counsels prevailed, aud the whole went 
to the various states iu this form ami 
with these words, for ratification. 

But this feeling among those who 
opposed the adoption of the Constitution 
continued, after the ratification by the 
required number of states. In proof of 
which 1 quote a passage froth a letter, 
written on tho 5th day of April, INN), by 
Robert II. Lee of Virginia, giaudlatlier i 
of the General Lso who surrendered at 
Appomatox. 

"The Southern States, he writes, are ! 
too weak to stand by themselves, aud a | 



other effect than protection from hos- 


tilities, and uniform commercial re- 
lations. And when wo shall obtain our 
natural degree of population, I flatter 
myself that wo shall have the power to 
do ourselves justice, with dissolving the 
bond which holds us together. It is 
better to put up with these little incon- 
veniences than run tlie hazard of greater 
calamities. “ 

This shows what was the dominant 
idea of prominent Southern men then, 
only thirteen years after the adoption of 
the Constitution. They rccaided it as a 
mere makeshift of temporary expediency, 
a concubinage only, not a solemnized, life- 
long marriage. This idea cropped out in 
the days of Calhoun and llayne, and 
nullification; and again, iu the Rebellion 
of 1801; and now, many of tho leading 
politicians of the South declare that the 
perpetuation of Slavery was but a side 
issue, that dissolution and home rule 
were the real objects. 

General Lee. when ho entered Mary- 
land, during tlie Rebellion, issuod a pro- 
clamation to its inhabitants, reminding 
them of “the wrongs and injuries which 
had been inflicted on them,” and then 
adds, “The Peoplo of tlio South,” ho 
does not say, ‘we, tho people,' ‘^iave long 
wished to aid you in throwing off this 
foreign yoke,” (foreign!) “to enable you 
again to enjoy the inalienable rights of 
freemen and restore the independence 
and the sovereignty of your state.” 

My second point, was“\Ve, the Poople,” 
a truth at the time when it- was written? 

What constitutes “a peoplo”? Did the 
framers of that instrument mean to in- 
clude only the qualified voters? If they 
meant so, it was a very vague expression 
at that time, for the qualification of 
voters than varied much in the several 
states. For instance, in Rhode Island, 
until after the Dorr rebellion, so-callod, 
no one could vote who did not possess 
an iuterest in real estate to a certain 
amount. 

Did they mean everybody? Certainly 
not; for then there were in theso United 
States quite as many women as men, and 
none of these had any political status. 
Tho same might be said of the time-lion- 
orod Compact signed on board of the 
Mayflower. Again, thousands of males, 
who were twenty years and eleven 
months and thirty days old, quite as 
well informed iu political matters as 
they would be forty-eight hours later, 
had then no political status. 

Again, there were at that time thou- 
sands of negroes in the United States 
who were as much God’s children as 
were the members of that august Con- 
vention. men whoso descendants now 
deposit at the polls ballots, each of 
which counts for as much as tlie ballot 
cast by a member of the Senate, aye, 
even by the President himself. 

It would have surprised some and 
shocked many of those who were about 
to promulgate to the world that their 
object was “to promote the general wel- 
fare and secure the blessings of liberty 
to our posterity,” to listen to the sug- 
gestion that these beasts of the field 
should be reckoned among “We, the peo- 
ple.” These thousands had then no po- 
litical statics. 

“We, the people” did not mean every 
body then. But it did embody the 
thought and spirit which were exhibited 
one hundred years ago and more in our 
rural town meetings. 

In that fruitful soil were sown the 
germs of most of the best political ideas 
and institutions of which we now enjoy 
tlie benefits. 

All subjects which were likely to in- 
volve expenditure were foreknown, hav- 
ing been inserted iu the warrant calling 
the meeting, and any one could cause 
his project whatever it might be to be so 
inserted. Then at the meeting, men old 
and young with a full sense of their indi- 
vidual opportunity and consequent re- 
sponsibility advocated their respected 
views; with but little exhibition of orato- 
rial power perhaps, but often with wit, 
pungent force, homely illustration and 
ciear common sense. 

When disposition was made of matters 
named in the warrant, opportunity was 
given for the introduction of other tonics 
of public interest. This was called 
“taking the sense of the town.” They 
even coined a new verb, and I have seen 
a letter iu which was tlie phrase, “the 
meeting was sensed.” 1 have seen a re- 
markable report made in 1775 of a town 
meeting in Smithfield, X. J., at which 
meeting near its close, resolutions were 
offered and unanimously passed, embody- 
ing the sentiments subsequently given to 
the world in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, and in many passages couched in 
language so identical as to lead to the in- 
ference that when Jefferson drew up that 
instrument, he may have had those reso- 
lutions before him. put into his hands by 
his colleague on that committee, John 
Adams. 

In such town meetiugs the progressive 
and the conservative often met face to 
face, and the results were such as were 
described at Gettysburg in the epigram- 
matic sentence, “A Government of the 
people, by the people, for the people,” 
which has been quoted again and again 
until it lias become stale. It may have 
been true iu those halcyon days. But 
'’cox populi" has not always been “ Vox 
Dei.'' It was not so iu the reign of terror 
in France, when tlie cry was “« In Ian - 
term ," "a la mart." Nor was it when a 
Jewish mob before Pilate’s tribunal 
shouted “Crucify him! Crucify him!” 

My third lioint is, Is it true now? Do 
we the people govern? 

The increase of population has made 
, tlie old time town meeting impracticable, 

1 impossible, iu the large towns and cer- 
! tainly in our halls of legislation. 

We are therefore driven into the adop- 
i tiou of the representative system. 

For many years in this State, this 
; representation for any branch of the 
' Government was the result of the voice 
of a majority of the voters. By the 14tli 
amendment of our constitution, the 
plurality system was adopted. The re- 
sult has* been that tlie minority not tlie 
j majority elect. Say there are three or 
more candidates, A. B lias a plurality and 
is declared to have been elected, as the 
j choice of the people, while the combined 
votes of those who do not wish him, ex- 
ceed those wlio do. Then there are not 
represented “Wo the people,” if that 
means a majority of the people are not 
represented. But this is not the worst 
j of it. How are the candidates selected? 
By the people? Xot a bit of it! Our 
much boasted caucus system is a stupend- 
ous failure, if not a fraud. A “parlor” 
caucus got up privately in the interest of 
some aspirant, selects its candidate, 
packs tlie caucus room just before elec- 
tion day, and the voters must support its 
1 nominee, or throw their builots uselessly 
by voting for a better man, unaided. 

Why has this prevailed? 

•Simply because tho people do not care 
to exercise that vigilance which is the 
perpetual price of liberty. General 
Apathy, (the worst general since Bene- 
dict Arnold the traitor,) leads a vast 
army of Apathetic*. 

But worse yet! 

The time was that the oifico sought 
the man. This was a long time ago. 
Now the man seeks the office. Ho be- 
comes a political Drummer — not going 
I about to offer another man’s goods to 
the public, but peddling himself, and 


this not to his neighbors only, but 
all over tho Union, an unlicensed political 
tramp. 

But this is not, tho lowest depth to 
which we have fallen. 

Candidates arc now called upon to 
buy their nominations by liberal con- 
tributions to defray electioneering ex- 
penses. 

I quote from the Now York Evening 
Post and the Times of 1SS7. A schedule 
is published of estimates which tho lead- 
ers of the two Democratic organizations 
of that city had arranged, showing what 
the candidates for the principal public 
offices should pay as the prico of their 
nominations.

It adds, “The greatest danger to the 
American Republic is from just such 
methods of corruption as this. It is in 
some respects oven much worse than 
offering offices to the highest bidder. 
Men who are thus nominated are put un- 
dov strong temptation to recover by ille- 
gitimate means the fees which they have 
paid, while the money which is thus se- 
cured by the party organization is em- 
ployed as a corruption fund at the polls. 

“It is very difficult to suggest any 
practicable and effective legal methods 
of preventing this form of corruption. 
The public exposure of it, and the grad- 
ual arousing of a public sentiment 
against it, is possibly the only and cer- 
tainly tho chief remedy.” This state- 
ment and comment copied from New 
York papers of a year ago do not seem 
to have had the effect produced, which 
was iiopcd. Tho pestilence has spread 
until at last unscrupulous political as- 
pirants carry “we tho peoplo” in their 
pockets.

PEERLESS DIES Sold it J Divilwa 
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WORK OP A GANG OF CROOKS. 

OVKK $10,000 WOHTII OF SILVER WARE 
STOLEN. 

A gang of burglars has succoodcd dur- 
ing tho past two months in spiriting 
away between $10,000 nnd $12,000 worth 
of goods from six towns and cities in tho 
vicinity of Boston; and a carnival of 
crime has boen inaugurated which has 
caused much trouble and worrimont to 
public officials in places adjacent to this 
city. Tho localities which liavo been 
worked are Brookline, Newton, Belmont, 
Hyde Park, Lexington and Cambridge; 
and recent developments show that tho 
members of t,ho “gang” nro now engaged 
in helping thomsolvcs to property in 
towns on tho line of tho Old Colony rail- 
road whoro tho police protection to resi- 
dents is not what is afforded in large cit- 
ies. 

Tho work done at thoso different 
breakes and tho systematic way in which 
they are conducted, show that thoro is 
one gang at work, and that tho men com- 
posing it thoroughly understand their 
business. 

A fact which shows that those men 
are experienced thiovos is that none of 
the goods stolen have yet been found in 
Boston. This also confirms the polico 
in their beliof that tho entire work has 
been done by oueand the same organisa- 
tion of men, outside tho fact, nlso shown 
by the detectives at work, that the 
“breaks” are all mado in the same man- 
ner; that is, by tampering with tho locks. 
Either front or roar doors or windows 
have been forced by breaking the locks, 
or by boring the woodwork and parting 
the springs. It is also believed that tho 
goods stolen arc rendered unidentifiable 
by smelting or other process, and aro 
thou shipped to Now York and disposed 
of. 

Newton has suffered loss than her sis- 
ter cities and adjoining towns, and it is a 
matter of great surprise that the city is 
so free from tho dopradations of cracks- 
men. with its numerous residences, the 
abodes of luxury and wealth, together 
with scattered villages and less polico 
protection than in communities more 
compact, yet requiring apparently less 
police sorvice than is necessary here. 
The record of breaks for tho past two 
months may be summed np as follows: 
On Dec. 17 tho house and stable ot Mr. 
Lovi C. Wade, Dedham street, Oak Hill, 
weie entered and $35 in money, 
one black silk robe, one lur cap and pair 
of gloves stolen. On Dec. 22 the house 
of Frederick Augustine, Brookline street, 
Oak Hill, was broken into and $230, 
in money stolen. On December 25th, 
the depots at Woodland an l W aban on 
the Boston & Albany (circuit) railroad 
were broken into, tho safes blown open, 
aud $55 in money secured. Then came 
the breaks in three places Dec. 28.

MUSICAL MATTERS. 


MRS. SHERWOOD’S SECOND RECITAL. 


The second of the series of pianoforte 
recitals being given by Mrs. W. H. Sher- 
wood of Boston, took place Monday after- 
noon at Hotel Ilunnewell. A tine Steinway 
was placed in the largo dining-room, 
which was well filled by au appreciative 
audience. 

We consider it good fortune to have 
been able to hear Mrs. Sherwood, as 
her work was of a most genuinely artistic 
and musicianly order. Her exquisite 
touch is tho quality most noticeable in 
her playing, while a deep comprehension 
of her programme, with a most beautiful 
technique aud power of expression, help 
to make up a rendition which wo ha>fo 
seldom heard surpassed here. 

In Chopin this attist is unquestionably 
• most at home, the Impromptu, Op. 51, 
and tho E major Scherzo being the best 
rendered numbers of tho program. Tho 
phrasing in tho latter was particularly 
good. 

The group by Grieg also received a 
most depcate aud graceful rendering, a» 
also the group by Moszkowski. The 
Brassin arrangement of the Feuer Xaubor 
Musik from “Die Walkure” is one of tho 
exceedinglyfow piano adaptations of Wag- 
ner which are at all effective ;but tins, from 
its comparatively few leil motiven , (tho 
motive of Siegfried, tho •nature hero 
being most promiueut) and also from its 
general character, is peculiarly fitted to 
be so transcribed, if such a thing must 
ho done, aud tho days of the Niboiuugon 
King arranged for piano solo seem to de- 
mand it. The selection of Schytio's 
“Ueber die Steppe liiu” seemed to lack 
clearness in some passages and a legato 
touch iu otuurs, but those aro faults 
readiiy excusaole by the length of the 
program. 

The last recital takes place next Mon- 
day, at the residence of Mrs. 11. E. Hib- 
bard, Washington street. These recitals 
are a rare chance for Newton ladies to 
enjoy the best numbers of the pianoforte 
catalogue, aud many thanks ate returned 
by those who have attended, to the mana- 
gers who have been so successful iu 
their efforts. Thu program for next week 
follows: Kameau, Gavotte and Variations 
iu A minor; Scarlatti-Tuusig, Pastorale 
in E minor; Moszkowski, Soherzo-Valse, 
Op. 40; A Satan, Komanzu, from Op. 5; 

24, No. 2; Jensen, 
Adouisklago, Opus 41, No. 5; Chopin, 
Etude iu A Hat, Etude in C sharp minor, 
Nocturne, Op.

THE WHEEL. 


GREAT PROSPECTS OF THE LEAGUE — A 
CARRIAGE OR A TOY. 


The secretary of the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen is a very busy individual, 
aud lie has his bands full of business all 
the time, as might be expected of a per- 
son who was tho servant of an organiza- 
tion numbering some 12,000 souls. A 
more competent and more faithful in- 
cumbent of the position than Mr. Abbot 
Bassett of Newtonvillo would be haul to 
iiud. There are few wheeimbu so well 
posted, so accomodating and so genial. 
He can be found almost any day at 12 
Pearl street, Boston, the publication office 
of the official organ, of which lie is the 
editor. When asked to talk about the 
status of the league and its prospects he 
readily complied, and said: 

“The league lias never been so pros- 
perous aud so useful in every way to its 
members as iu 1888, and 1 think that it 
is fair to predict that it will oven excel 
its present Hue record this year. If any 
states have lost in membership, it is be- 
cause they have not been worked tlie 
way they ought to be. New York is one 
of the big cycle states in the East that 
has not lost in membership, and this is 
greatly due to the aetive work of Chief 
Consul Bidwell. Hu got his consuls to 
work and with excellent results. I am 
conlident that Massachusetts will show 
an increase instead of a loss of member- 
ship iu the seasou before us. Where the 
league has done inestimable good is in 
tlie itillueucu of legislation iu securiug 
the passage of roud bills aud iu estab- 
lishing tlie rights of the wheelmen in tlie 
courts, it was only recently that wo ob- 
tained iu Rhode Island our first supreme 
court decision. We never had so much 
work on baud and never so much pi act i- 
cal results for our work. Then \vu were 
never better off financially.” 

“flow aoout tuu extension of the re- 
newal season?” 

“We have determined to have the 
niembersnip season extend from tlie 
lirst ot May, when tuu ruling begins. To 
biiug tins about wo shall tie giving our 
present members Iff months of member- 
snip tor $1. Novercnoless applications 
for the present year have already begun 
to come iu. anU they will be held until 
our books aro opened. Of course, to 
bring about the new order oi things 
wid uruig tuu league about $700 behind 
by the 1st of May. and we hope to be 
able to square this by tlie aid of the 
stale divisions.” 

"There has been a change, too, iu the 
matter of tuu annual meeting, has ihciu 
not? ’ 

“Yes, there is another innovation. In- 
stead of holding the business meeting at 
tlie lime of tlie animal meet as has been 
huretotoru the custom, we shall meet, 
arrange all our business matters, the 
election of officers, etc., at the business 
meetiug, Feb. IS, in New York. tins 
will cut short the term of the present 
incumbents. At that meeting we will 
adopt now bylaws. Mr. Kirkpatrick, the 
present president, will he unable to ac- 
cept another nomination, lie is a very 
busy man aud unable to give the time 
requisite to its proper fulfilment. There 
are several gentlemen who would like to 
succeed him, and they are all workers 
ami would make capable officials. It is 
u good sign of the vitality of our organi- 
zation when there is us active a canvass 
tor our chief offices as is always the case 
with us.” 

“flow is it, Mr. Bassett, that your 
state has l'alleii off so decidedly iu mem- 
bership in late years?” 

“1 think that it is the direct conse- 
quence of the boom that occurred at the 
time that the last meet was held at 
Boston. Every effort was Liiuu made to 
add to our membership, unci it wus very 
successful, so as to have us luigu a num- 
ber as possible ou hand to greet our 
guests from all parts of the Union. We 
seemed a great many members, uud, as a 
result of the boom, clubs weie formed. 
Among these clubs were the Someiville, 
Cambridge uud Chelsea. Some of these 
clubs died, and others went oil uud pros- 
pered. Some who joined these new 
clubs already belonged to others anti 
after the meet they resigned from the 


old clubs and stayed witli the new ones. 
Whoever thought that tlie Massachusetts 
and Boston clubs would be eclipsed In 
prosperity by these younger clubs? Vet 
this lias come to pass. In New York, 
Brooklyn and riiilatlclpliia the wheelmen 
have their clubhouses very near the 
parks, and find the rooms very conven- 
ient to store tlielr wheels. Very few 
people hero leave their wheels in the 
club room. This makes tho club spirit 
so much warmer in Hioro cities than in 
Boston. In this statu the riders have 
come to look upon the wheel more as a 
carriage than as a toy.”

during the evening nuke it milter incon- 
venient. for those who do not live in 
Newtonville. It is certainly a very pleas- 
ant place to spend an evening, or to take 
friends visiting in the city and the mem- 
bership promises to show a large increase 
the coming year. From its name it ought 
to have a great majority of Newton citi- 
zens in its ranks, and to have a wide in- 
fluence in the city. It is now about Hie 
only place where people from the differ- 
ent villages can meet ami get acquainted, 
or talk over city matters. 

It lias been conducted on strictly tem- 
perance principles, and although most of 
the leading politicians belong to it, there 
is seldo.ii any political discussion and no 
booms have been manufactured there. 
When the club grows sufficiently, it may 
furnish a means of uniting Newton on 
one particular candidate, not by means 
of lobbying, but because one man ap- 
pears to bo the best representative of the 
city and tlio best fitted for the office. 
Perhaps such politics as that might not 
be contrary to the rules of the club. 


WORK FOR THE YEAR. 


The city council lias so mo very import- 
ant work before it the coming year, in 
tiie matter of a high water service, of 
securing better lights for the streets, of 
agreeing upon some feasible system of 
sewerage, and in putting the streets in 
good condition. Such improvements are 
urgently needed, if Newton is to keep up 
its high reputation, and to continue to 
attract residents who want the latest 
modern improvements and are willing to 
pay for them. Money spent in such im- 
provements would be well invested and 
be sure to yield a handsome return. 

A high wafer service, for instance, 
might cost a hundred thousand dollars, 
but it would cause an immediate build- 
ing up of the higher parts of the city, and 
the taxable property would soon be in- 
creased by many millions of dollars. A 
number of men are now waiting to see 
what the city will do, before deciding to 
put up handsome residences at Chestnut 
Hill, one of the most attractive parts of 
the city. 

The same thing is true of the street 
light matter. Every thoroughfare should 
be well-lighted, not only when the nioou 
shines, but when it does not. The oil 
lamps might answer, possibly, for short 
streets through which there is no travel, 
or for the more remote roads when a 
passing team is of rare occurrence, but 
every street which is a thoroughfare 
should be lighted so that driving will be 
safe, and foot-passengers can see their 
way. It is by far more important to have 
the streets sufficiently lighted until mid- 
night than it is that there should be 
lights after that hour, and the street 
light committee should make every pro- 
vision for this urgently needed improve- 
ment. 

Another thing that needs immediate 
attention is the condition of the streets. 
The heavy rains we have had washed 
away the covering, and stones are 

sticking out of the surface, so 

that Washington street, for in- 

stance, is in a very|uncomfortable corn! - 
tion. The highway committee should 

give their first attention to the main 
thoroughfares, and in this it is to be 
hoped that they will lose sight of ward 
lines, and see that the main streets are 
attended to before spending any large 
amount mi the shorter avenues. The 
boast about Newtou’s “sand papered” 
streets needs to be laid aside for the 
preseut. as the sand is in many cases very 
large sized pebbles. The highway com- 
mittee, the superintendent of streets and 
the mayor have been noticed riding 
about very frequently the past week, 
and it is safe to assume that they are 
gathering facts, so that : lie work may be 
begun wisely and with a full understand- 
ing of whr.t must be accomplished during 
liie year. 

With a high water service, adequate 
street lights, ami well kept streets, a 
great start would be made towards keep- 
ing Newton as far ahead of any suburb 
of Boston as it lias always been in the 
past. 


OUR BOSTON LETTER. 

With this week a Boston letter be- 
comes a regular feature of the Graphic 
and from the high standing in newspaper 
circles of the writer, his intimate knowl- 
edge both of Boston and Newton, and 
his independence and ability, his letters 
will be well worth the attention of the 
reader. It is hardly necessary to say 
that ho will set forth his own opinions 
and not those of the Graphic, but from 
his position he will be able to give the 
inside workings of many important 
events, which will make his letters es- 
pecially valuable to those who desire to 
know more than one side of a question. 
As lie is one of the best informed men 
in the city on the early history of N 
ton, much interesting information will 
be given from time to time. 

The popularity of the series of letters 
which appeared in this paper during the 
last campaign showed that the people of 
Newton will appreciate and support a 
paper that does something more than 
record the local events, which is, of 
course, the first duty of a local paper. 
The Boston dalies give the general news, 
and the discussion of national politics, 
but there is still a wide field left, in 
which every enterprising local paper can 
fiud profitable employment. To a city 
such us Xewtou a local paper is a neces- 
sity, and the citizens are ready and wil- 
ling to help make it a success. During 
the last two years and a half the 
Graphic has received a liberal share of 
public favor, and it has been given the 
credit of effecting a sort of revolution 
in local newspapers, and those who wish 
to keep posted now find it impossible to 
get along without reading its columns. 
It used to be said that the local papers 
contained only a repetition of the local 
news that had previously appeared in 
the correspondence of the Bostou dailies; 
but it is nearly two years since that 
criticism was last repeated. 

In this issue, for instance, will be 
found beside t he Boston letter, a valu- 
able paper by Judge Park, explaining 
the first three words in the Constitution 
of the United States; a plea for the New- 
ton hoys, by Rev. Dr. Shinn, detailing 
some tilings which should be done for 
them; an account of some much needed 
city improvements; various articles 
about Newton wheelmen, musical events 
in Newton, the Newton post-offices, 
Newton lodges, the West Newton Ly- 
ceum, the Players, the Newton Club, 
and other matters of local iuterest. so 
that any stranger reading the paper 
would bo convinced at once of the im- 
portance and prosperity of Newton. 
There are fifty-two of such papers every 
year, the subscription price is only 
two dollars, and it might be added

It is a difference 
in degree and not in kind. 

For this reason it is very discouraging 
to those who believe in pure politics to 
ad that Gen. Low Wallace, (Jen. 
Harrison’s campaign biographer and inti- j 
mate friend, has said to a crowd of poli- 
ticians: 

Do you know what General Harri- 
son’s speech at the first meeting of his | 
cabinet will be? I will tell you. Ho will j 
sit at the head of the table and ho will 
say: 'Gentlemen, I have called you hero 
not for consultation, but for instruction. 
My instructions arc that you go back to 
your offices and within thirty days re- 
place all the Democrats in your depart- 
ments with Republicans.’ ” 

It is permitted to doubt that Gen. Wal- 
lace ever said such a thing, and that if he 
did say so, that lie is in any way author- 
ized to speak for tho President. Geu. 
Harrison has professed civil service re- 
form principles, and we believe that lie 
will carry them out, as far as he lias the 
power to do so, in spite of the politicians 
and the office seekers.

TIIE SPOILS SYSTEM. 


Mayors Burr’s remarks upon tho need 
of play-grounds for tho boys of Newton 
have received emphatic approval from 
tho hoys, and also from a majority of tho 
citizens. People come to Newton chiefly 
for their children, for tho sake of pure 
air, and plenty of room for exorcise and 
country sports, yet in many of t lie wards 
tiie only available play ground for the 
great majority of boys are tiie public 
streets. A few of the more wealthy cit- 
izens have grounds large enough for a 
private play ground, but these large es- 
tates grow smaller in number every 
year, and the great majority have no 
such advantages. 

Formerly there were numerous vacant 
fields in every waid which could boused, 
but now there are but very few such on 
this side of the city, and every year with 
the great increase of new’ houses, such 
fields grow less numerous. If public 
play-grounds are ever to bo provided, 
immediate action should be taken, as 
tiie price of land is rising every year and 
soon there will be nothing available. If 
immediate action is taken, it is very 
probable that some of the land owners 
would have sufficient public spirit to dis- 
pose of the land at a moderate price. It 
would certainly enhance tho value of the 
surrounding property, as in Cambridge 
property about Jarvis Field, the play- 
ground for Harvard College, is held high- 
er than other property of the same kind 
but a short distance away. It could be 
laid out for base ball, tennis, foot-ball and 
other games, and even if at some distance 
from the railroad stations there would l e 
but slight objection. Had the matter | 
been taken up when tho city was first 
laid out, tiie cost of these play-grounds 
would have been but a trifle, but it is I 
not too late to remedy this mistake, and j 
two of these playgrounds on this side of j 
tiie city would add much to the attrac- 
tions of tiie city for new comers, and 1 
would prove a paying investment. 

Tho play-grounds would answer the 
purpose for sports in summer, and with 
such a building as the one described by 
Rev. Dr. Shinn in another column, with 
itsJai'ge gymnasium, rooms for the Nat- 
ural History Society and Young Men’s 
Christian Association, a great step would 
have been taken towards providing for 
the boys of tiie city. The boys will be 
always with us, as long as Newton is a 
city, and play-grounds and gymnasiums 
are almost as much of a necessity as pub- 
lic schools.

It is probably true that Gen. Harrison 
said, as reported, that "I never saw such 
a scramble for office as is now going on.” 
Ever since lie was nominated there lias 
been a constant procession of office seek- 
ers to Indianapolis, until it must seem to 
the President-elect that tiie whole voting 
population is after an office. It is enough 
to convert any man into an enthusiastic 
belief in civil service reform of tiie most 
cast-iron character. 

The scramble may be discouraging, yet j 
i after all tho office seekers are a very 
! small part of the voters of the country, j 
; The majority of me i do not want office, j 
1 and would lie inclined to refuse it, if ! 
offerred. They have more important 
business to attend to. Newton is a fair 
sample, probably, of the condition of tho 
country. The ofliee seekers and t ho : 
politicians arc in such a minority here that 
they could all be gathered in a small . 
hall, and us far as tiie great majority is 
concerned they would resort to almost 
any means to escape office, as is seen 
when we have a city election. There u.o 
always office-seekers, and there probably 
always will be. Office seeking in itself is 
not so discreditable, as is the notion th; t 
offices must be given as a reward for 
political services. A man is not sutiiicd 
with working for tiie party which lie be- 
lieves is right, but he must bo paid for so 
doing, and if bis demands are not grant- 
ed, he threatens to go oft to tho opposi- 
tion. The demand for places in Gon. 
Harrison's cabinet are many of them of 
this class, as for instance Geu. Mahoue j 
wants to lie rewarded for his work in ! 
Virginia, Platt wants a reward for his 
work in Now York, Waiiuamakor wants 
a reward for the money lie contributed, 
ami even Osg.todshy wants to bo reward- 
ed for having written the Murchison let- 
ter. although lie probably does not aspire 
to a scat in the cabinet. 

The great objection to this sort of 
tiling is tiie low pluticlo which it reduces 
our politics. Men work for hire and not 
for Hie belief they have in the principles 


A meeting lias been called for the or- 
ganization of a Newton Taiitf Reform 
Club, and tiie call is signed by a number 
of prominent citizens, and will bo fouud 
in another column.

The Waltham and West Newton street 
railway lias been the subject of many ru- | 
mors Hie past week, but it appears cer- 
tain that a controlling interest in the 
stock has been sold to Mr. W. A. Boland 
of Lynn, who is said to represent the j 
Thompson-Houston Electric company. | 
It is also said that the West End street 
Railway company is indirectly interest- j 
ed. Mr. Boland has obtained the 151 1 
shares owned by the American Watch 
company of Waltham. 

At a meeting of the stockholders,) 
held Thnrsday afternoon, it was voted to 
occept Mr. Boland’s offer of $20a share 
for the stock, and enough have sighed 
to give him 200 shares, or about 2 d rds 
of the stock. The agent of the Tiiomp- 
Hon-llouston comnany stated that the 
main thing gainerf was the franchise, a» 
before the electric motors can he run on 
this road the track must be laid with 
heavier metal. 

XVII AT IT MEANS. 

The sale is said to mean the building 
of a line from Watertown to Waltham, a 
distance of 1 1-2 miles, also a line from 
Newton to West Newton, up Washing- 
ton street, making connections from Wa- 
tertown with both ends of the line, and 
with the line for Boston. The whole 
system is to be an electrical one and cars 
will be run at frequent intervals. Pos- 
sibly other extensions w ill be made, and 
it is said that a number of wealthy Bos- 
ton capitalists are interested in the pro- 
ject. 

3Ir. Boland, who has been the agent 
inajl these negotiations, while admitting 
that West End peuple are interested. will 
not admit that that company, as a cor- 
poration, lias anything to do with the 
“deal.” The same is true, he claims, <>f 
the Thoinson-Houston Company, but 
the electrical system of the latter is to 
be used. He does not deny, however, 
that while a new corporation will at first 
opera t ti.eline, the West End company 
will ultimately control it. The change 
ol ownership will, of course, bring an ac 
tive change of officers, and, perhaps, of 
the entile working force. Certainly, the 
introduction of the electric motor will 
necessitate a considerable reduction of 
the latter. These are, however, all de- 
tails for further consideration. 

What effect this will have upon the 
Newton Electric Street Utilway is not 
known, but possibly the new project is 
only part of the old one, as Mr. H. B. 
Parker, president of the Newton company,

WHERE GLENNIE WAS. 

“ ‘Twas down in Louisana, not many 
years ago,’’ to quoto from an old song, 


yet, being on a direct route from the 
enemy’s lines to the Mississippi River, 
was important as an outpost. The war 
was almost over, and the enemy knew it, 
so we were not so vigilant as we might 
have been had we been stationed in front 
of Lee’s army. The natives were loyally 
Southern, every man of them — perhaps 
I should say every woman of them, for 
the only men left in town were the few 
who had passed their three score years 
and ten, one physician, aud one preacher. 
But the natives did not allow us to feel 
comfortable. The doctor disagreed radi- 
cally with us on principle, and cursed 
Grant fluently, but he took professional 
and even friendly interest in such of us 
as had more malaria than our regimental 
surgeon could manage :the preacher gave 
us a sermon that reminded 41s of Sundays 
at home, and the old men would smoke 
and chat with us all day long, so long as 
we did uot say what we believed about 
the future of military events. 

As for the women — bless them! they 
were exactly like the majority of womeu 
everywhere else— very tenacious of their 
opinions, as far as the war was con- 
cerned, but otherwise hospitable, gra- 
cious and charming. They didn’t mean 
to give us the entree of local society, but 
somehow, we got there all the same. 
We did it so quietly that none of them 
knew how it begau or who began it, and 
I don’t believe that after the first twenty- 
fours hours any of them took the pains to 
inquire. We purchased enough supplies 
to set business booming, allowed no ma- 
rauding, wore clean clothing, and were 
on our good behavior every way, Presi- 
dent Lincoln having specially ordered 
General Banks, that Louisana must tie 
“concilliated” — whatever that might 
mean. 

The consequence was that wo officers 
soon knew everybody worth knowing, 
and were entertained with as much 
courtesy aud self-possessiou, as if the 
native coiTee had not been burned rye or 
some other substitute, and the table- 
cloths had not long before been turned 
into lint or bandages for Southern hos- 
pitals. We found inoffensive ways of in- 
troducing real Java, as well as sugar. 
Oolong tea, and other dining-room 
specialties dear to the feminine heart, 
aud we unloaded countless uovels aud 
newspapers into eager hands. More im- 
portant than all else, 1 believe, we could 
talk. So would they, but, for some rea- 
son, women’s talk with women did uot 
seem to have been entirely satisfying. 
We talked so industriously aud to such 
good effect, that any chance visitor who 
might have dropped into town in the 
middle of our fiist week would have 
thought from appearances that we were 
life-long acquaintances. The women 
never let us forget that they were South- 
erners t » the heart’s core, and that we 
were merely Lincoln’s hirelings; still, 
they were women; they did not like to 
see any one appear careless of dress, so

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CONCERNING WOMEN. 


The ■•oiler Matron liiiw In lloaton. 

The law concerning tho house of do 
tentiou for women in Boston is nullified; 
18 month’s have passed since it was 011 - 
actod, and ns yet no suitable place lias 
been assigned for the women prisoners. 
Tho sum of $15,000 was appropriated for 
this purpoBo, but tho women nro still 
kept in the basement of the municipal 
court-room on Court stroot. The rooms 
are underground, and insufficiently light- 
ed, and are not a fit placo for either mat- 
ron or prisoners, and a groat contrast to 
the, comfornble stations where men are 
detained. A natural query: How can 
criminals bo punished for violating tho 
laws when state and city ofticials break 
them with impunity? 

The Tnx on N«win(c Woiueu. 

Senator McPherson’s speech in Con- 
gress the other day on duty on cotton 
thread, was thus concisely commented 
upon by Chicago News:— 

“Who purchases the thread?” in- 
quired the senator. “Who uses it?” It 
is the sewing women all over the coun- 
try. Here is a true illustration of it. I 
hold in my hand an affidavit that was 
handed me during tho last campaign by 
a sewing woman engaged in making 
shirts in the county of Atlantic and .State 
of New Jersey. For fear 1 might inter- 
fere, perhaps very seriously, with tho 
formation of tho new cabinet I will not 
state tho name of the employer.” 

A part of this affidavit is to the effect 
that Mrs. Ella Strickland is ongaged in 
making men’s dress shirts for a Philadel- 
phia firm, and that she receives $1 a doz- 
en for thorn; that "the greatest number 
of these shirts that sho can make, work- 
ing from 7 o’clock in the morning until 
10 o’clock at night, is six shirts; and that 
she is compelled- to furnish tho cotton 
thread used in making tho shirts, and 
that this cotton thread costs about 10 
cents a dozen shirts, leaving 00 cents as 
the pay, out of which sum the freight 
has to be paid one way by her.” 

If this affidavit is not aimed at John 
Wanamaker. then Senator McPherson 
has wronged that Philadelphia merchant 
by his allusion to General Harrison’s 
cabinet. No matter who tho merchant 
is, tho pitiful fact remains that sewing 
women of this country work for wretch- 
ed wages, and in perhaps a majority of 
cases furnish their own taxed thread. 
Thousands of poor women who support 
themselves with their needles are thus 
compelled to give a considerable part of 
their small earnings in order that a few 
American thread manufacturers may 
grow rich. Taxing widows and orphans 
is doubtless a profitable busiuess, but it 
is a shameful one. 

The Annual Worann Huffrngc Conven- 
tion. 

The corrected dates of the annual 
meeting of the National Woman Suffrage 
association, to be held in Washington, 
are January 21, 22,23, and the convention 
will be held in the Congregational church 
on the corner of G and Tenth streets. 
The question of uuiting the two societies 
•well be again under consideration. A 
resolution passed at the recent annual 
meeting of the American society held at 
Cincinnati demands some action* on the 
part of the national association. For 20 
years in succession these meetings have 
been held in Washington, and have been 
the means of great educating work on 
this subject. 

Fnahiou* for Spring. 

The new importations for spring and 
summer show styles that seem eccentric 
even when compared to those with 
which wo are already familiar. Tho 
skirts are fiuished with lull, straight 
breadths in the back, with a clinging ef- 
fect for the sides, and some of those im- 
ported have a gathered front breadth, 
ijoine of the dresses are made very like 
the Directory polonaise. The new sleeve 
is shorter, and importers of gloves have 
already prepared for the change by send- 
ing out for late spring and summer wear 
gloves with eight buttons, and have re- 
vived the mousquetairo style. Collars 
still remain high. 

Ratines for next summer are in cash- 
mere effects, copied from old chintzes, 
and look as if meant for upholstery rath- 
er than the wardrobe. The cotton and 
wool flannels are again to be popular, 
but are shown in patterns of scattered 
palm leaves and medleys of oriental col- 
ors. 

The new ginghams are very new. They 
are of turquoise blue, dragou green, Du 
Barry rose and pale yellow. These col- 
ors are used in inch stripes side by sido 
with stripes of pure white in plain or 
lace effect. Palo pink and blue are used 
side by side alternately with lace stripes. 
The large, pronounced plaids are also 
shown. However, the very newest of 
the new ginghams are striped in effect in 
pale colors but brocaded in all-over de- 
signs with roses, lillies and other flowers 
in monotone color. 

The indications of last summer that 
alpaca was to be revived are now con- 
firmed. and alpacas are shown in black 
and colors. The fine black brilliantine is 
to be used instead of the cashmere 
and other soft woolen goods that have 
had such a long run of favor. The colors 
are in all shades, iu plain, striped and 
plaided with borders in plaid stripes and 
hail line effects. 

The woolens for early spring wear are 
plain and figured serges. The dragon- 
green and rose-wood brown promise to 
be especially popular. 

An authority on fashions says, “The 
Directory coats and gowns are quite 
charming, though no one would venture 
to predict for them a long reign.” 

Points for Wouiun MuflTrnjtr. 

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Gu- 
zette makes some good poinis for wo- 
man suffrage: 

“Tho wholo adverse argument of wo- 
man suffrage really settles into a ques- 
tion of convenience, and that is one that 
may bo left to determine itself. For, if 
it is really tuoonvenieut for a woman to 
vote, tlie permission to do so would pro- 
duce no ill result. . . All that most of 

tho friends of universal suffrage msk is 
freedom. No man is compelled to vote, 
but evoiy man may. It is left entirely to 
his own choice, "if the principle that 
there shall bo no taxation without rep- 
resentation is correct, there is not and 
never has been a sound argument for the 
disfranchisement of women since they 
have been property holders. A woman 
might own all the real estate upon u chief 
street in a village, yet she cannot vote 
for road overseers. The history of the 
movement for suffrage, like all other 
great movements iu this country, shows 
to every youth that he who is hospita- 
ble to a liberty ridiculed, entertains 
angels unawares. It is safe to heed tho 
counsel of Coudorcet: l)o not choose a 
man who has ever takeu sides against the 
liberty of any portion of mankind.” 
Wales.

Miss Jane Morgan, the sister of Miss 
Middie Morgan, the well-known livo 
stock reporter, is an artist, and decorated 
with her own hand the iuteiior of tho 
unique house built by Miss Middie on 
Staten Island. One room is rough plas- 
tered, and while the plaster was wet 
Miss Jane covered the ceiling w ith the 
claws of lobsters, crabs and the shells of 
clams. Tho dado is decorated with the 
hoofs of pigs, corefully woven into 
wreaths.

The annals of American literature con- 
tains fow brighter names than that of 
Mary Clemmer, for so many years the 
brilliant Washington correspondent of 
Tho Independent, and other papers. .She 
has vanished into life beyond the grave, 
but her memory is preserved by several 
noble literary workH.

A Flea for the Boys. 

To ttic Editor of tlio Giiapiiio: 

The complaint made by a correspon- 
dent last week of the bad behavior of 
some of the Newton boys is well founded. 

It is uudeniably true that some of them 
aro falling into rowdyish ways, and 
bringing themselves and the city into 
disrepute. 

But it is very easy to complain, and 
that is usually all we do ifbout a thing of 
this kind until after awhile when wo 
have to pay the bills for mischief wo 
might have prevented. 

It lias come to be understood by all who 
have to do with boys, that they must bo 
kept busy or they will drift into mischief. 
The active tiaturo of a boy demands 
some outlet for his energies. It is well 
if his energies can be guided, if not into 
useful channels, then away from employ- 
ments and amusements that annoy other 
people. 

What aro we doing for the Newton 
boys in tiie way of occupation after 
school hours and on {Saturdays? It is 
to be feared that very little is done, cer- 
tainly very little by the community at 
large. As Mayor Burr said in liis inaugu- 
ral, the boys are gradually crowded out 
of their former play grounds, and aro 
compelled to use the public stroets if. 
they would play in the open air. Tiie 
condition of tilings will grow still worse 
as the city increases in population. 

It would be money well expended if 
some suitable space were secured at 
once in most of the wards, where games 
of ball, tennis and athletic games in gen- 
eral could be safely indulged in by the 
boys without annoying other people. But 
my special object is to make a sugges- 
tion which will surely commend itself to 
our citizens. It is this. That the Natural 
Historical Society bo provided with the 
means for the construction of tho build- 
ing of which they stand so sorely in need. 
Tho basement, story should contain a 
gymnasium, the main floor should haven 
reading room and the cabinets of objects, 
while on the top floor should be the Hall 
for lectures and meetings. 

The value of such a building with its 
appliances can hardly bo over-estimated 
in providing first of all a place of moot- 
ing and then in encouraging a fondness 
for the study of tiie various branches of 
natural history in which most boys 
have a decided interest. The expense 
of such a building would Do small in- 
deed compared witli its benefits, 
and with all the wealth and public spirit 
we have in our city it ought to be very 
easy to gather together enough to build it. 
There is scarcely anything so attractive 
I to a boy as a gymnasium, and it provides 
a safe way of working off bis animal 
spirits while developing a healthy body. 
Then an endless field of instruction and 
I entertainment is offered in the museum 
I of specimens. A former resident of Sa- 
; lein says that the museum there has 
| always been a source of tho greaiest e»- 
j jovnient lor ilic hoys, and his testimony 
is substantiated by that of other gentle- 
I men in other places where such iustitu- 
i tions are opened. 

! It may not he known to our citizens 
generally that the Newton Natural Ilis- 
i tory Society has already a vast stock of 
i materials which it. lias accumulated, lmt 
they are stored in boxes where no one 
can gel at them. Many other specimens 
are ready to he given whenever there is 
a proper place of deposit and exhibition. 
It. would not lie long before the depart- 
ments of geology, botany, zoology and 
the like would present atti active ex- 
hibitions not only for the occasional vis- 
j itor but for tiie regular student. 

it would be a vast gain to this com- 
munity if an intelligent interest in all of 
such studies were fostered Dy collections 
of articles open to the view of all. Might 
it not be that some of tiie boys of New- 
t m who now iiml it so hard to till up 
their spare time would lie incited to be- 
come students in some special directions 
j if we Du t gave them tho opportunity? 
i There is uo predicting the many good 
J uses to which such a building could lie 
put. and there is no uvei-estiiuaHiig the 
good results which Newton would reap. 

Justus iu other neighborhoods it is 
beginning to he soon that closing up tho 
drinking places is ineffectual unless some 
other places are opened for the men who 
frequent them, so liuie it will be seen at 
some time that unless we provide some 
places for the boys we are not quite do- 
ing all that is expected of us. 

if there is any citizen of means in our 
midst, who wants to make a gilt that will 
bring a large return year after year to 
tiie hoys of our city there is scarcely any 
project so worthy of his consideration 
as i Ids. 

It may he that if uo one nerson can he 
found who is aide and willing to do it 
alone, then there may he a number who 
will combine to accomplish this desirable 
undertaking. Until we do have play 
grounds and some such museum as has 
been suggested, we must not he surprised 
at these exhibitions of lawlessness 
which have provoked the ire of your cor- 
respondent. 

It may also he suggested in this con- 
nection that as the work of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association requires a 
building, it would be quite easy to com- 
bine tiie two, tliut is, to have the pro- 
posed building serve for them and for 
the Natural 11 istory Society. A gymna- 
sium. a reading room and a meeting- 
' room are among their requirements, and 
1 it would not be hard to make (lie same 
.structure do for both organizations. 

The Public Library is doing very much 


good for Nowton, hut we need some- 
thing more. It would ho economical to 
provide something more. Tho expense 
would ho less iu the long run than to nay 
special policemen to keep hoys in order, 
and certainly less than to pay the dnm- 
nge that must result if wo let these young 
people grow up among us with the law- 
less and mischievous habits into which 
some of them seem to bo falling. 

This is a very serious matter indeed, 
and it is worthy of more than a passing 
thought from all who read this, certainly 
from all who arc interested in thoso who 
in a few years aro to exercise a control- 
ling influence in this city. 

In making this suggestion for a build- 
ing for these purposes I do not have in 
mind an elaborate and costly structure, 
but a simple building of bricks. It need 
not cost more than 810, (HK) above the 
ground, all completed anti furnished. In 
a community such as ours, where the ag- 
gregate wealth of tho people rolls up 
such a large figure, it should tie an easy 
task to secure this bv subscriptions, if 
there is no individual who is ready to 
build his own enduring monument in 
this way. I have had no conference with 
the authorities of cither of the organiza- 
tions named, hut assume that some such 
plan would bo agreeable to both.

THE ANNEXATION HEARING. 


A HTItONOEU CASK THAN KVKH 1IKKOHK. 


The hearing over the annexation of 
that part of Watertown that occupies a 
portion of tho territory of Newton, was 
begun before tho committee on towns on 
Thursday. Mr. John B. Goodrich ap- 
peared for Watertown and Mr. S. L. 
Powers for Nowton, Mr. Powers opened 
tho ease for the petitioners, who are much 
more numerous than in former years, and 
includes nearly all tho property owners 
this side of tho liver. 

In opening the case Mr. Powers called 
attention to the decision of the supreme 
court in the case of Brookline, which was 
that a town has no right to expend money 
to oppose or favor annexation, and that 
all such expenses are illegal. Theniinex- 
tion is opposed by the residents of Water- 
town on the other side of the river, while 
it is favored 1 y residents <>n this side. 
To show that Newton desires to have 
her boundaries straightened, ho produced 
a petition signed by over three hundred 
Newton citizens. Mr. Powers made a very 
strong presentation of the case and the 
rem under of the hearing was devoted to 
too nearing of evidence for the petition- 
ers from Messrs. Walter Keith, W. A. 
Alexander, and J. W. Tuttle. 

Tho petitioners are very hopeful of 
success this year, as they have got a strong 
expression in favor of the project from 
the leading citizens of Nowton, and a 
large number who have hither to said 
nothing are very active in favor. 

Mr. Keith explained tiie petition by 
saying that although lie did not want to 
sell his property in the district now, 
perhaps his wife might if he should die, 
and lie would like to have it in a city 
where-it could find buyers.

OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


From Our npfdal OiirMpundcnt: 

CONSPICUOUS BUILDINGS. 

Years ago the first thing that attracted 
a stranger enteringNew York city, either via 
Long Islan d or from the hay, was the high 
structures erected on lower Broadway. 
They were landmarks in every sense, and 
one could locate a position in New York 
city when told where those buildings were 
situated. 

Boston was slow to follow this example, 
though if one goes back to 184<J he will find 
that the impetus given to the building of 
magnificent and costly mercantile palaces 
above Chambers street came from the fact 
that the leading commission houses in the 
domestic trade in Boston about this time 
sold out the birth-right of Boston and 
moved their plants to New York. One of 
the most distinguished of the old time resi- 
dents of Newton. the late Hon. J. Wiley Ed- 
munds, was opposed to this policy, and so 
was Amos A. Lawrence of Brookline, and 
Gardner Colby was one of the last to trans- 
fer hia business to New York. Up to 1850 
the wholesale dry goods trade of New York, 
with the exception of A. T. Stewart, was 
largely below the Astor House, and till 
New England manufacturers and Boston 
commission houses established branches 
there, a dry goods commission house was 
hardly known. The result of this exodus 
of our Boston dry goods commission houses 
to New York was the building of the mer- 
cantile palaces above named. These, how- 
ever, made no particular show, except as 
you approached them. 

I can remember where the famous Crystal 
Palace was for a long time a marked object 
as one approached the city either from East 
river or North river. Later on, the costly 
buildings erected on Broadway from Astor 
House to Bowling Green became famous 
landmarks, and now Boston is following 
suit. I need not say that when Boston does 
wake up to such things she is not content 
with playing second fiddle. 

We now have, and are about to have, 
some buildings in Boston that will astonish 
‘‘the stranger within our gates” more than 
those of New York. I refer to the new 
building on State street erected by Joseph 
N. Fiske, one of the shrewdest and most 
successful financiers of Boston. "Shrewd” 
would hardly cover the ground if you take 
that word in the abstract. His two broth- 
ers were at one time partners in the largest 
wholesale jobbing dry goods house in lfn>- 
ton. This building will be ten stories high, 
covering the side wall with an apex some 
twenty feet higher. The building of the 
Hospital Life Insurance Company on the 
same street, on the opposite side, has al- 
ready attracted attention. The new “Syn- 
dicate building,” which will cover nearly 
all the ground in the square embraced by 
State street between Congress and Kilby— 
Kilby between State and Exchange Place, 
will be one of the most noted buildings in 
Boston. It was an unpleasant thing that 
Robert Codman would not yield his estate 
in order to make the new structure a per- 
fect square. But whoever knew a Codman 
to yield even if his interest prompted the 
yielding. 

Taking these three structures on .State 
street and tlie new Court House ou Pem- 
berton Square, and I hare an idea that par- 
ties approaching Boston from the sea will 
have a more correct idea of the growth and 
standing of Boston than those approaching 
New York from Sandy Hook or through 
East River or North River. In time Boston 
will discount New York in this respect if 
she only takes advantage of her topograph- 
ical advantages, and I think she will. 

STILTED REPORTS. 

I am moved to make the above head- 
ing, after having read carefully the.’ >7th An- 
nual Report of the Trustees of the Perkins 
Institution for the Blind, ostensibly made 
by M. Anagnos, secretary. 

I remember distinctly when! this institu- 
tion was started in Pearl street. It received 
the first material aid from Col. Thomas II. 
Perkins, and from this fact it received the 
name of Perkins Institution. It passed 
through several stages between private on 
dowment and public recognition till Dr. 
Samuel Gridley llowe assumed the head of 
the Institution, and then and there he com- 
menced the tactics which have made the 
Perkuis Institution one of the most favored 
of the eleemosynary institutions of the 
State. 

This 37tli annual report is so interlarded 
with quotations and headings to chapters, 
having no direct reference to the matter in 
hand, as to make the whole report perfect- 
ly absurd. What the State wants from one 
of its charitable dependents is not quota- 
tions from the ancient Greek poet or from 
the more modern school of what one 
might be induced to say was poetry, but 
plain, simple fact, showing its growth aud 
its claim upon the generosity of the State. 
NEW ENGLAND CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC. 

There is a petition before the General 
Court for a grant of $300,000 for this educa- 
tional institution. 1 regard this as one of 
those demands upon the State which cannot 
be ignored. 

Within the past fifty years there have 
been large grants made to the several impe- 
cunious educational schools of this Com- 
monwealth with hardly a tithe of a reason 
given by the director of the New England 
Conservatory of Music. Music has as 
much entered Into the complete education 
of pupils of both jsexes as the drilling of 
graduates in thejlead languages, a desire to 
improve architect ure, chemical and medi. 
cal science and civil and mechanical engin- 
eering. The object of all previous grants 
has been to advance education in the 
State, not so much for the principle of the 
thing as to send broadcast over the coun- 
try, men and women who cun truce their 
education and their usefulness buck to the 
Old Bay State. Massachusetts Is wealthy, 
and how better can it employ such wealth 
than by giving freely to such institution*, 
j The people ut least will inner bo poorer by 
I a cent for such liberal outlay. 1 utiderstaud 
j that the committee before whom thi* peti- 
I tion will come are favorubl} disposed. I 
| hope the legislature will be also. 

TRK ICE CROP. 

Friday night ami Saturday and Saturday 
night seemed to give fre>h encouragement 
| to the ice . utter*. But. alas! the increasing 
1 niiMuc'* of Sunday aud a positive rise iuthe 


thermometer after sunrise Sunday and the 
closing in of the late Sunday evening with 
a snow storm followed early Monday morn- 
ing by a further rise In the thermometer 
upset all calculations on the part of the 
ice dealer*. 

I am not a pessimist in any sense of the 
word. I am an optimist from the start. I 
have seen more winters come and go than 
the majority of those who in their young 
wisdom say this Is the most wonderful 
winter ever known. 1 will not repeat what 
the winters of the past sixty years have 
l»een. But during my earthly pilgrimage, 
included within that period I have seen 
more wonderful climatic days than could 
be dreamed of in the philosophy of those 
who set themselves up as meteorological 
experts. 

As New ton figured in one of these, in- 
directly, I will give the account as I re- 
member it. I was. with my wife, a close 
attendant on the ministrations of the Gos- 
pel a.* set forth by Rev. Mr. Leavitt of the 
original Eliot church. You will excuse me 
if I say that at this time he was the most 
eloquent and the most accomplished of 
Orthodox divines connected with the “Suf- 
folk South Association,” a man who led hi* 
people and a man who gained their affections 
in a remarkable degree. I think it was on 
Sunday, Jan. 17, 18.77. that, returning from 
morning service in Eliot church to my home 
in Watertown, (I then lived in the old 
Aldjah White house on Main street. Water- 
town; ami on the day following. Monday, 
carried to Boston a branch of a lilac bush 
full-leaved and with a blossom bud. That 
year there was a full crop of ice on all the 
ponds, then cutting in the vicinity of 
Boston. 

The ice crop of the country was not then 
what it is now, considering the capital em- 
ployed and the extent of the business. 
Boston had taken the initiative years be- 
fore, so far as export was concerned. The 
retail trade was a comparative novelty. 
Cochituate water had but just been intro- 
duced and many of the old wells had been 
retained. The introduction of Croton water 
in New’ York was before this period and 
yet even then the inhabitants of New York 
had not realized'the demand for ice both as 
a luxury and a necessity. It was supposed 
the Southern cities and the West Indies 
could alone find an outlet Jfor this novel 
trade. To-day the whole thing is changed ; 
our domestic consumption alone demands 
all the resources of ice cutters throughout 
the country ; chemical science has furnished 
means for producing it in the tropics. 

But to return: there is no fear that the 
ice crops of 1889 will not be sufficient for all 
demands. The best and the least expensive 
crops within the past thirty years have 
been housed after Feb. 1. The fact that 
the large ponds and rivers are still open 
does not militate against the fact that a 
full supply can be secured. 

That the lateness of the season may en- 
hance the price of ice for the summer is 
equally true. A year ago, the Boston Ice 
Company had secured a large portion of 
“its cut,” and of good merchantable ice. 
and so had the smaller companies. If ice 
does not form in this vicinity before the 
first of February, and it does back on the 
lakes in New Hampshire, then our local 
companies, in order to secure a season’s 
supply, mu.*t make temporary arrangements 
north and the public must submit with 
the best grace it ran to the extra charge* 
entailed and the extra exi*en*e and the 
increase of freight and rail. B it there will 
be no ice famine in 1889. 

P. S. Since writing the above the tem- 
perature has again changed and ice com- 
panies arc hopeful. 

CLOSING OF NAVIGATION ON CHARLES 
m VER. 

My letter has already reached such a 
length that I can only refer to the able arti- 
cle on this question iu the Boston Traveller 
of Saturday last, ami by one who evidently 
knew of what he was w riting. 

It has long been a theory of mine that 
navigation above Cragie's bridge was not 
needed for sailing vessels. Some fifteen 
years ago I went further than this and pro- 
i posed that the entire Charles river, as 
far as the old Boston & Lowell railroad 
; bridge should be covered over, and the 
i draws dispensed with, upon a plan soiue- 
! what similar to that adopted in the rivers 
uniting at Pittsburg, Pa. Such a plan 
| would not interfere with the legitimate 
j navigation above Craigie’s or Cambridge 
bridge. Most of the coal, which comes 
water borne to l»o*ton comes in barges.aml 
it would be easy enough to have these 
Imrges without uiast and the tugs provided 
with reversible smoke stacks so as t > pas* 
easily under the the cover, the same a* on 
the Moiiotigahela and the Alleghany. Xiue- 
tenths of the lumber consumed iu Boston 
now conic* by rail, and therefore the pro. 
posed restriction could have no serious 
drawback upon that trade. 

It is pretty certain that the rider placed 
upon the la*i ()'ll report si by the River and 
Harbor commute . waic i led to the some- 
what arbitrary order of rotary Emlicott 
to the city authorities of Bostou, and t<» 
the managers of the several railroad eor- 
I poration* having tracks entering Boston 
' on Charles river was dictated by an indi- 
I vidual whose private interest was at slake, 
j l had an inkling of this some two years ago. 

! wheu thi* same individual was discoursing 
1 upon the trouble he had ill getting hi* coal 
I freight through the draws of the railroad 
bridges. 

The best way out of this will be a eare- 
I ful consideration ou the part of citizens of 
| the proposed petition ou the part of the 
J city of Boston to due navigation on the 
j C harles above Cralgie’s bridge. If this pe- 
tition is favorably acted upon, and the 
proper provisions for tin* interest of par- 
ties above the point iucluded, 1 .can see u» 
reason why the present w harf owners, and 
coal and lumber dealers in Brookline, Cam- 
bridge, Brighton and Watertown should 
not be satisfied; certainly they cannot urge 
that the city of Boston and tin* railroad 
corporations *hoiild In* subjected to an out- 
la) ot several millions ot dollurs in order to 
I keep open for them a small utnl at the be*t 
an uncertain trade. "W aii.vn.”

WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 


TIIK PROHIBITORY AMENDMENT DISCUSSED 
BY SKVEUAI. SPEAKERS. 


Tho first meeting of tho West Newton 
Lyceum, for tho present season, was held 
in tho City Hall, Monday evening. Tho 
musical features were arranged by tho 
committee of tho organization, Messrs. 

E. E. Burdon, H. II. Hunt and Miss 
Plummer, and consisted of solo numbers 
by Miss Morton, soprano, the accompani- 
ments being rondored by Miss Emma 
Nickerson. 

Tho usual lecture preceded the debate. 
The topic was one of great interest.“The 
Human Eye,” and much valuable in- 
formation was derived from Mr. E. F, 
Kimball’s able presentation of the sub- 
ject. The oyo is ono of tho most wonder- 
ful and delicate organs, and caro and 
knowledge is essential in preserving tho 
sight through tho vista of years. Many 
hints were given bv the lecturer con- 
corning the methods to be adopted for 
resting tho eye and preserving the sight, 
illustrations being used to demonstrate 
clearly its numerous muscles and won- 
derful mechanism. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, after 
singing by Miss Morton, tho debate was 
opened upon “Tho Prohibitory Amend- 
ment. Mr. W. S. Slocum was tho first 
speaker. He said tho question before us 
for discussion is should tho prohibitory 
amendment to the constitution be adopt- 
ed* The amendment provides that the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors to bo used as a beverage shall be 
prohibited. It is not my intention, said 
the speaker, to discuss this question in a 
hackneyed temperance manner, hut 
rather to speak of it as a great public 
measure in which ail are interested. The 
question is, shall the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquor to be used as 
a beverage he prohibited. The use of 
liquor for mechanical purposes is not 
before us for discussion. In order to 
determine whether the amendment 
should pass, let us think of the evil 
asising from the use and abuse of intoxi- 
cating liquor. 

According to the latest science, alcohol 
is a poison which affects the whole 
human system, the body and the mind. 
It is a violent narcotic producing tho 
most direful results. The constant use 
of intoxicants destroys the will power 
and leads to the deepest paths of degra- 
dation and misery. The speaker horo 
alluded to a man who had been reared in 
a beautiful home, possessing education, 
culture and tho attributes of a successful 
business man. He became degraded 
through drink and when adjured by his 
friends to reform, he said, "it is too 
late; if I held a glass of brandy in my 
hand and the mouth of hell yawned in 
front of mo, it would not he within 
my power to resist from taking the 
drink.” 

Continuing, Mr. Slocum said, it is one 
of the most pitiable sights in the world 
to see the drunkard who lias reached tho 
point where it is impossible to reform. 
These effects of which I have spoken are 
effects upon the individual; what are the 
effects upon the body politic — upon the 
State itself. Three-fourths of the pau- 
pers and criminals, three-fifths of the in- 
sane and one-half of tho idiots are the di- 
rect product oFthe liquor evil. The li- 
quor hill of tho nation is nine hundred 
millions per annum, and statistics show 
that from sixty to eighty thousand per- 
sons go to a drunkard’s grave each yeai. 
This is a direct result, to say nothing of 
the homeless women and children and 
great suffering caused by drink. These 
are the effects of the liquor evil then upon 
the State, and these are the tilings to be 
considered in adopting a constitutional 
amendment. The law should aim at the 
source of this corruption in the body pol- 
itic. The law should put the whiskey in 
jail and let the poor wretches who suffer 
from it go free. 

Mr. E. I’. Bond maintained the nega- 
tive of the question. He agreed with Mr. 
Slocum as to the evils arising from the 
use of intoxicating drink. It is an evil 
which calls for most careful legislation, 
however. So far as this State is con- 
cerned, the present law is an excellent 
one; we have prohibition in places where 
tho inhabitants are in favor of such res- 
triction of the trade. In States where 
there is supposed to be complete prohi- 
bition, the laws are flagrantly violated, 
and the evils arising from the sale of in- 
toxicants are more glaring than in places 
where the high license law is strictly en- 
forced. The high license law is a res- 
trictive law and should he made more 
restrictive. There is a tincture of un- 
faithfulness on the part of the legisla- 
ture, said the speaker, in submitting the 
constitutional amendment to tho people. 
The legislature has power through the 
statutes in governing t ho liquor busi- 
ness; it could have passed a prohibitory 
law. hut it is a notorious fact that tho 
legislative body are anxious that the 
people should decide the question as to 
tho prohibitory amendment themselves. 
The members of tho legislature did not 
dare come out squarely on the question, 
hut chose to shrink from their duty upon 
tliis very important matter. Shall we 
prevent the importation and sale of li- 
quor by constitutional amendment. In 
my opinion we should not. It is a po- 
lice regulation— not a declaration of 
principles, and therefore has no place in 
the constitution. 

Those who argue for the passage of a 
prohibitory amendment occupy a false 
position; it is a wrong principle and one 
that- cannot lie logically maintained in 
the opinion oi almost all lawyers of any 


Prohibitionists were in control in na- 
tional politics, prohibition would not ho 
secured. 

Mr. Smith of Wellesley hoiievod in lib- 
erty and freedom concerning liquor. A 
imbibition law may pass, but it cannot 
io enforced. Prohibition learns men, as 
lias been said, to practice deceit and re- 
sort to dishonest methods. This is de- 
monstrated in Maine, wbero liquor is 
shinned in kegs labelled “white grapes.” 
nnd in packages under tho name of com- 
mon domestic articles. If you make rum 
as free as water, less rum will he drunk, 
hut on tho other hand, if it is hard to get 
liquor, moans will bo devised to procuro 
it and more will bo consumed 


The question was further discussed by 
Messrs. T. B. Fitz, W. L. Colby, Wm. E 
Plummer and the leading disputants. 

On Monday evening next, the subject, 
"Convict Labor,” will ho discussed.

My attention has just been called to. a 
copy of your paper of Jan. 11th, in which 
an anonymous correspondent, signing 
himself "Divisionist,” maker a series ot 
statements concerning myself and a town 
in my district, which are absolutely and 
unqualifiedly false. 

He asserts concerning the division of 
the town of Beverly, 1st., that "even the 
Beverly people have laid asido tho state- 
ment” that it is “a petition for an exclu- 
sive paradiso for wealthy summer resi- 
dents,” and 2nd., that my predecessor, 
Senator Hoads, and I, mvself, ltavo 
"never denied the merits of the case,” 
and "the justice of division.” Statements 
so utterly untrue cannot ho left with 
out denial. It is well known in the 
county of Essex that the attempt to in- 
corporate tho Club Town of Beverly 
Farms, is distinctly "a petition for an 
exclusive paradise for wealthy summer 
residents,” where they can escape their 
share of public burdens by transferring 
them to the shoulders of the farmers, 
mechanics and working men of Beverly. 

I so stated upon the floor of tho House 
last year with all the emphasis of which 
I am capable, and I propose to ro-assert 
the well-known facts, if tiie question ever 
reaches the Senate. So far as "the Bev- 
ly pcoplo” arc concerned, Ex-Governor 
Robinson, as their counsel in tho case, is 
better authority than au anonymous 
divisionist. 

Gov. Robinson stated that tho wealth 
of Beverly Farms is in the hands and the 
grasp of a few men, mostly summer resi- 
dents and non-residents of the town, and 
that it is these very people who Are 
underneath this whole movement, who 
own this locality, who have got the 
seven millions in their pockets, leaving 
the little balance of about four hundred 
thousand dollars to the rest; and he adds 
to tako that property at tiie Farms and 
carry it away, and let it he taxed by it- 
self, and let it lay its own tax by itself 
for its own use, I say is unfair aud un- 
just. 

One-ninth of the population of the 
town wants to carry away one-half of tiie 
property. Tho valuation per poll in Bev- 
erly would remain at $2,000, and the 
valuation per poll in Beverly Farms 
would stand at $23,400, or nine and one- 
half times as much. And is this Massa- 
chusetts, whero it is proposed to do that? 

After showing how in case of tho pro- 
posed division, the tax tato in Beverly 
would be over $20 on $1,000, and fit Bev- 
erly Farms, only $7.13, he calls attention 
to the fact that tiie most important 
question of all is "the question of policy 
for tli is state and for the legislature,” 
since "it does make a large and perpetu- 
al difference, what policy the Legislature 
of Massachusetts shall adopt in regard to 
applications for club and class towns, a 
town of wealthy people near the water, 
and a town of poor laboring people just 
over an invisible line.” And lie adds "I 
submit that the fathers wrote into the 
Constitution tiie declaration that “Gov 
eminent is instituted for the common 
good, and not for the profit, honor, or 
private interest of any one man, family, 
or class of meu.” 

It may be called by some people riema- 
goguism to talk about this, hut i will 
dare to stand any charge of that kind. 1 
say tiiat every such policy as this, in its 
application touches every town and city 
in tho State; yes, and eveiy individual, 
and strikes at the welfare of us all.” 

Tho position of the county of Essex 
upon this subject is well known. This 
act of great injustice lias been steadfast- 
ly opposed by her senators, her ropresen- 
tativts, her press and her people. The 
petition to Gov. Ames which received 
in Essex alone the signatures of over 
twelve thousand legal voters, well ex- 
presses tiie feeling of tiie county. 

"Whereas the incorporation of the new 
town of Beverly Farms, by tiie act pro- 
posed, will so divide tiie town of Beverly 
as to give one half of its valuation to one 
ninth of its population, or $.8 per poll in 
the new town tor $1 per poll in the old; 
and whereas the result must be that the 
same rate of taxation will give eight 
times as large an income per capita for 
the benefit of the few at the Farms as it 
leaves for the needs of tiie people in old 
Beverly,— 

"We, the undersigned, respectfully re- 
quest riiat, as a business man, and as the 
custodian of tiie interests ot the people 
of Massachusetts, you "will veto the 
present bill, to tiie end that (lie Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts may not do in- 
justice to the many for the benefit of tiie 
few; and that she may not establish upon 
her statute hooks a precedent which will 
assuredly lead to great and deplorable 
inequality in local taxation in all parts of 
the .State, wherever hen after the wealthy 
inhabitants of one portion of town 
shall desire to escape from their just 
share of tiie expenses which are required 
for tin* education, safety aud prosperity 
of the people of Massachusetts. 

I leave it t6 your readers to decide w* o 
is best qualified to speak on the subnet, 
of the BCt’erly division, Ex-Gov. Robin- 
son and twelve tl ousainl voteis of Essex, 
or an anonymous ‘‘Divisionist.” 

Hoping in fairness that you u ill give 
space to tiie above, that I mty not stand 
misrepresented and the < ause I believe 
to he just thus possibly i tij u •*< d and the 
people of part of my dis rict suffer in 
cousequctice.

TIIK HUILDING FOUND. 

Tho Treasurer’s report of the building 
fund showed cash on hand $0,405.83; 
donations, $.172.17. Paid for alterations, 
tepairs, additions, etc., on buildings, 
$381.85; grading and road making on ac 
count of now wing, $107.74; on account 
of contract for tho Georgia A. Lceson 
memorial ward, $2,350; leaving a balance 
on deposit at the National ltevoro bank 
of $3,988.41.

$4,000. 

TIIE TRUSTEES* REPORT. 

The year 1888 has been fraught with 
important events, both sad and cheerful, 
in the history of the Hospital. One to 
whom wo looked for counsel and sympa- 
thy sinco tho inception of the work, has 
been called from bis useful labors in this 
world, and other hands must take up the 
work he lias hitherto done so well, jt 
was on Nov. 1, 1880. that Mr. Pulsifer 
issued the first invitation to a number of 
gentlemen to meet for a conference on 
the subject ot establishing an institution 
for the cause of tho sick in Newton; and 
•luring the eight years which passed be- 
tween that time and his death, his inter- 
est in tho work never ceased. Ho was 
first elected President of the Corporation 
Jan. 22, 1881, and was re-elected annually 
from that lime to the present year. 
Appreciation of his services to the Hos- 
pital will bo recorded in the report of 
tho Executive Committee which will he 
included in this report, and also in the 
report of a special committee appointed 
by the Trustees to prepare a memorial 
minute. The Secretary, however, caunot 
omit to rocord his personal testimony to 
tho unfailing interest of Mr. Pulsifer in 
our work. Many times he has called to 
see the President on some matter con- 
nected with the Hospital, and though 
surrounded with his own business cares, 
Mr. Pulsifer would always put them one 
side, and with his ever ready cheerful 
stnile, would devote himself to the affairs 
of the hospital, as if they were the one 
tiling of present importance. May those 
who remain carry on the work with like 
earnest devotion. 

A Training School for Nurses which 
has always been looked forward to by 
tho Trustees as a most desirable adjunct 
to the Hospital work, and which the 
Executive Committee in their last annual 
report hoped would soon he put in oper- 
ation, has during the year been satisfac- 
torily established, and its work is fully 
set forth in the report of tho Executive 
Committee. We are greatly indebted to 
the Nowtonvillu Woman’s Guild for their 
generous assistance in assuming tho en- 
tire expense of the Training Scho 1. Wo 
feel sure that they could not have placed 
their funds at the disposal of a more 
useful charity. The rules governing the 
admission, instruction, and services of the 
pupil nurses have been printed and will 
be appended to the report. 

It was announced in tho last annual 
Report that Mr. .1, R. Lceson had given 
to the Hospital, five thousand dollars 
for building a ward for women, 
and one thousand dollars for fur- 
nishing the same, in memory of his 
wife, Georgia A. Lceson, and that the 
Building committee had been instructed 
to procure plans for the new ward. The 
Budding Committee, after* careful con- 
sideration, decided that in view of the 
large increase of accommodation required 
it would he wise to build in connection 
with tho memorial ward a two-story 
building for private patients, and nurses’ 
rooms. They therefore had plans pre- 
pared in accordance with this idea and 
presented them to tho Trustees, by 
whom I hoy were adopted, and tho Build- 
ing Committee was instructed to go on 
with tho work when the Treasurer 
should have sufficient funds in hand. 
The two-story building was estimated to 
cost about tive thousand dollars. 

These needs were set forth in tho New- 
ton papers, and tho Finance Committee 
made efforts to got suhscribtions for this 
purpose. Wo were not successful iu 
raising tho money, however, and the 
overcrowded condition of the Hospital 
iu the summer and autumn made it im- 
perative to furnish additional accomoda- 
tions at once. The Building Committee 
therefore decided it would be best to 
build the memorial ward without delay 
on a plan which would admit of the two- 
story building being added to it wl on 
tho necessary funds were procured. Tho 
Trustees authorized this action and tho 
work was begun at once, and lias pro- 
gressed very satisfactorily. A ward 
similar to| the men’s ward is being built 
on the west side of the main building, 
with which it is connected by a corridor 
It is tlie same size as flu* men's ward 
with the exception that the four sidr 
rooms are larger, it lias also a small 
room for a diet kitchen where tho 


pationtH’ food can he prepared. TlrG 
ward will have a memorial tablet Retting 
forth tho noblo purpose for which It w«h 
erected. Wo expect tho ward will bo 
reaily for occupancy by the 1st of March, 
and tho Executive Committee lias been 
instructed to arrange for its formal pub- 
lic dedication to its beneficent uses. 

The two-story building will ho needed 
in tho immediate future, and we sincere- 
ly hope our Treasurer will ho able to 
report to us before long that sufficient 
funds have boon received to go on with 
tho work. 

Tho Trustees have long seen that it 
would he necessary, for sanitary and 
other reasons, to remove the laundry 
from tho present building. Nearly three 
years ago. the Trustees authorized the 
Building Committee to construct an out- 
side laundry. Tho funds however have 
always been lacking until recently, when 
it was found that tho Treasurer had a 
sufficient balance on Building Fund ac- 
count. outside of Mr. Leeson’s donation, 
to proceed with tho work. They are 
therefore erecting a building detached 
from the hospital, exclusively for laundry 
purposes. This will bo ready for occu- 
pancy as soon as the new ward is com- 
pleted. 

Tho Trustees hnv6 hold during the 
year four regular and two special meet- 
ings, and tho Executive Committee meets 
regularly once a month, on the first 
Wednesday. 

At the .September meeting of tho Trus- 
tees a letter was read from Mr. W. 1*. 
Tyler tendering his resignation as a 
member of the hoard on account of in- 
definite absenco from the city. The re- 
signation was laid on the table and the 
Secretary was instructed to write to Mr. 
Tyler, expressing our appreciation of his 
services and the hope that ho would re- 
tain his membership as a Trustee. 

At the December meeting tho Executive 
Committee made a quite full report of 
mutters of interest connected with tho 
hospital which by vote of the Trustees 
is hero included in this report. 

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

During the spring and early summer 
the number of patients in the Hospital 
was from live to eight; hut our accom- 
modations have been strained to provide 
properly for those who needed to ho 
cared forduringtlieautumn. The whole 
number received Jan. 1st to Dec. 10th, 
was 95, of whom 44 wore women, 
61 men; 03 were of foreign birth. 32 
American: 59 were discharged “well,*’ 12 
“improved” or “doing well;” 4 “not im- 
proved;” 5 have died, and 15 were still in 
the hospital. These statistics will he 
further elaborated and brought down to 
tho end of the year for the printed re- 
port. 

Important cases, both medical and sur- 
gical, have been treated with results that 
have been gratifying to all who have be- 
come acquainted witli them. And the 
Committee feel that the community has 
reason to be grateful for the efficient ser- 
vices of tilt Medical Staff and of the com- 
petent and pains-taking matron. of the 
Hospital. 

The Committee has already reported 
the establishment of a school for nurses, 
with the rules adopted for its govern- 
ment. There have been some changes in 
the pupils, but four are constantly in at- 
tendance, and are doing good service to 
the Hospital as well as acquiring valua- 
ble training. A head nurse is also em- 
ployed, 'and a inale -nurse is necessary 
while the men’s ward is so fully occu- 
pied. 

The Medical Board have arranged a 
course of forty-two lectures for the in- 
struction of the pupil-nurses, to bo deliv- 
ered in the course of the year by the mem- 
bers of the staff. The course is intended 
to give a general knowledge of Anatomy, 
Physiology, Hygiene, and Materia Medi- 
ca; and also of a nurse’s duties in emer- 
gencies of all kinds, and in the care of 
medical and surgical patients. 

All these services are rendered gratui- 
tiously by the Medical Staff, who, of 
course, got some valuable experience, 
and the satisfaction of working under the 
most favorable conditions for those 
whoso circumstances would, without the 
Hospital, bo very unfavorable. There is 
one other beuolit which tho members of 
tho staff are looking forward to, 
and to which we shall be glad to 
assist them as soon as our accom- 
modations will permit, and that is 
the benefit of having a body of trained 
nurses at hand whom they can call upon 
for service in the homes of our city. 
With the amount ot work, which the 
Hospital requires of its present limited 
number of pupils, it has rarely been pos- 
sible to spare a nurse evun for an emer- 
gency. But when the new ward is com- 
pleted. it will ho possible to increase the 
number of pupils, perhaps to eight, and 
then we can soon begin to make this re- 
turn for tho generous services of our 
physicians, and to extend the benefits of 
the Hospital into tho homes in all parts 
of the city. When this is possible, wo 
confidently oxpeet from it a diffusion of 
knowledge in regard to the Hospital, and 
an appreciation of its excellencies, 
which will greatly increase tho regard 
and support which it receives from the 
community. 

There has been some dissatisfaction 
among the members of the Staff on ac- 
count of the rigid separation between 
medical and surgical cases, which re- 
quired that all cases even of minor sur- 
gery should bo taken from tho care of 
tho attending physicians, even though 
they might be entirely competent as sur- 
geons, and put iu the hands of those des- 
ignated as the surgeons of the Hospital. 
To remedy this, the Medical Board 
adopted resolutions which recommended 
the placing all ordinary eases primarily 
in the hands of the medical attendants, 
requiring that they shall call upon the 
consulting surgeons for such assistance 
as may he necessary, in all cases of se- 
vere accident or capital operation. The 
.recommendations of the Board have been 
adopted by tho Executive Committee, and 
incorporated in the Rules, a copy of 
which as amended, is herewith submit- 
ted. 

The Medical Hoard has also made its 
nominations for service upon the Medical 
Staff for the lull year, beginning with 
Jan. 1st, and tho appointments have been 
made by the committee. A list of them 
is submitted. 

The Committee cannot close its report 
without a word of r«sp* «tful and affec- 
tionate regard forloHo whose friendly 
and efficient help we greatly miss. 
The record of our meetings iu the 
months of July, August and September, 
is in the hand writing of Mr. Pulsifer. 
Tho roll of attendance of the August 
meeting reads simply “the President.” 
In his busy life, which was not free from 
cares and trials, it was a relief to his 
kind heart to attend to duties that were 
purely unsullUb and benevolent, and 
though he did uotalways feel justified iu 
taking the time from other duties unless 
his presence was necessary to make a 
quorum, the sueretary was instructed 
that it the word important appeared up- 
on the notice Mr. Pulsifer would lie 
present if it were possible. In this lit* 
never failed. Wo feel that all the friends 
of the Hospital must he aroused to more 
patient efforts, that the Hospital may 
not sulfur for want of his over ready and 
helpful interest. J. Woiu ksiku, Sec. 


Accompanying this report from the 
oxocutivo committee were the amended 
rules of tho Medical Board, tho schedule 
of lectures for Pupil Nurses, and tho 
assignments of the Medical staff for the 
yoar 1889, all of which will Mud their ap- 
propriate placo in the documents ap- 
pended to this report. 

The Executive Committee liavo been 
instructed by tho Trustees to consider 
tho matter of procuring a suitable por- 
trait of our late president, Mr. Pulsifer, 
to he hung in tho reception room of the 
hospital. The committee have voted to 
have a portrait, made and ln*pe it will he 
in its placo before tho dedication of the 
new ward. 

Article XIV. of our by-laws provides 
that the Trustees “shall seek to have 
one-half t ho number of beds in the 
Hospital endowed by the investment of 
such sums as will yield an income of 
throe hundred dollars each per year; nro 
yidod that the pledge of any responsible 
individual or of any organization by its 
proper authorities, to pay three hundred 
doilnrs a year, may be taken in lieu of an 
endowment.” Some individuals and 
corporations have already availed them- 
selves of this means of being useful to 
the hospital, and have had the privilege 
of placing a patient in the heel so pro- 
vided for, when they desire to. We 
earnestly hope that others will take this 
course, and that wo may so he assured of 
a sufficient income to meet our current 
expenses liberally. 

The Ladies’ Aid Association as before 
has been our strong right arm. This 
corps of noble women always come to 
tho rescue when wo arc in danger of lack 
of funds. Their treasury seems to he a 
never failing reservoir. This year they 
liavo paid $300 to endow a nod, have 

I minted the outside of the hospital, and 
lave supplied us with a valuable set of 
surgical instruments. We can never get 
discouraged while wc liavo the bounty j 
of this association to rely upon. 

To many individuals we owe an ac- 1 
knowlcdgment of our sincere thanks for 
the useful gifts which they have sent to 
the hospital, all of which will bo ac- 
knowledged in their proper place. 

Wo are always endeavoring to improve 
the surroundings of the hospital as to 
care of grounds and useful additions. A 
poultry yard has been established and 
stocked, partly through the efforts of 
Mrs. Bishop, and the hospital has a good 
supply of fresh* eggs from its own hens, 
and of excellent milk from its own cow. 

It also had a good .supply of vegetables 
from its garden, which was planted by 
Mr. Barret, who proves a most efficient 
care taker of the hospital grounds. 

For the efficient services of our matron, 
Miss Palmer, and of her corps of nurses 
we must render our most hearty ac- 
knowledgments. They are always bright 
and cheerful, ready for any amount of 
work, ever seeming to make the interests 
of the hospital and its patients their own. 

We are greatly indebted to the Medical 
Board for their wise counsel and good 
judgment in tho important questions 
arising as to the medical service of the 
hospital. 

Of the Medical Staff, whose gratui cous 
services are cheerfully rendered, often at 
great cost of time and labor, and without 
whose cooperation we should have to 
close our doors, we can only say they de- 
serve tho sincere gratitude of every 
' citizen of Newon. 

We are under great obligation to our 
architect, Mr. Wentworth, for his kind- 
ness in arranging the plans for the new 
ward, and in supervision of its construc- 
tion. He gives this labor as a contribu- 
tion to tho hospital and it is a generous 
one for which he has our sincere thanks. 

We enter upon the duties of another 
year, feeling sure of the support of the 
generous friends of the hospital, and 
hoping for wisdom to guide us in our 
labors.

The un- 
dersigned uommittec iu performing the j 
duty assigned them, present the follow- 
ing minute, which, if adopted, they 
recommend he copied in tho record’s 
of to-days proceedings, and also that a 
properly certified eopy he sent to the 
family of Mr. Pulsifer. 

ROYAL M. PUI.MIFKH — IN MEMORIAM. 

When the plan of a Cottage Hospital 
for Newton was first proposed, Mr. Royal 
M. Pulsitei was the mayor of the city. 

The project immediately took hold of 
his generous nature, and his interest in 
it never lessened from that hour until he 
was called away by sudden death. 

But few of those who have become , 
our fellow laborers in this work iu tin* 
mouths of its success, after it lias won 
its way into the confidence of the com 
inanity, can realize how much we are in- 
debted to Mr. Pulsifer’s efforts when the 
project was new and not understood or 1 
appreciated by any considerable number 
of our citizens. For quite a time it i 
scorned to many people iu Newton a very 
visionary scheme indeed, and the ques- 
tions were continually asked, do we need 
such an institution here? And if we do 
can it lie sustained? 

Tho hope of doing good to others 
seemed to be sufficient to induce Mr. 

: Pulsifer to labor zealously to give tin* 

! project shape and substance, and liu ap- 
! peared to be unmoved bv the objections 
| and the doubts of others, but went 
steadily forward. 

It is to his efforts that, we owe some of 
the enthusiastic meetings which the lew 
early friends of the Hospital held for the 
furtherance ot the plans, and to him also 
we are indebted for success in securing 
subscriptions for the land ami the build- 
ings. 

It must liavo been to him a very happy 
day when the institution opened itsdoms 
and its good work began. He certainly 
rejoiced that the sick and the injured 
could have proper treatment, and was 
gratified when the sentiment of those 
who were at lirst doubtful gradually 
changed, and tho Hospital won its way 
into tho favor of the citizens of New ton. 

()no of tho happy results of the insti- 
tution thus far, apart from its ministra- 
tions to its patients, has been the promo- 
tion of kindly feeling among all connect- 
ed with it officially, and among those 
contributing to its establishment ami 
maintenance. 

His genial presence at the meetings of 
the trustees and the corporation, and 
upon the different committees, had much 
to do with the result, for lie always set 
us an example of courtesy and consul* i 
ation, ami of intense interest iu a noble 
work. 

So strongly did lie impress himself up 
on Ibis work that it will always be ass . 
ciated with bis memory. So those of us 
who knew what he did for the Hospital, 


and how much he loved to do for it, the ' 
Hospital will always he a reminder of 
our departed friend. 

We wish it had been the will of mir 
Heavenly Father to continue his life 
among us for a still longer period, to re- 
joice in the prosperity of this movement, 
and to give us tiie help of his sympathy 
and efforts, but “the Lord doetli all 
things well,” and however sad it is for 
us to hold the annual meeting to-day 
without the presence of our first presi- 
dent, we feel that a new responsibility 
is put upon us to labor still more earn- 
estly now that a noble leader in this 
work has fallen.

THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 


The second annual meeting of the 
Newton Cottage Hospital was held this 
week, and long since the o ceased to be 
any doubt as to the necessity of such an 
institution in Newton. Its beneficient 
work is done quietly but effectively. In 
the past year nearly a hundred patients 
have enjoyed the advantages offered by 
the hospital, and the care and nursing 
have been such that all but a very few 
have recovered. Whether they would 
have done so without the hospital is 
doubtful, as in but few cases are the pa- 
tients able to have the requisite care at 
their home. 

The past year has also seen the begin- 
ning of the new women’s ward, which 
was urgently needed, and the building 
of it was made possible by the generosi- 
ty of a prominent citizen of Newton Cen- 
tre. In the years to come many women 
and children will have cause for erateful 
remembrance of the one tor whom the 
ward is named. 

The training school for nursss is an- 
other admirable feature which has been 
added the past year, aud the expenses of 
which are borne by the Newtonville 
Woman's Guild, an organization which 
is always doing good. It is to be re- 
gretted that it was not possible to obtain 
funds for the two-story building, so 
much needed for private patients and 
rooms for nurses, but that will come in 
time, as the good work of the hospital 
becom/^.more widely known, and all in- 
terested in the hospital have cause for 
gratitude that so much has been done in 
the short time since the hospital was 
started. 

Th<? secretary of the board of trustees 
gives a well-merited recognition of the 
generous work done by the physicians of 
the city, who give their services for the 
cause, and who probably do more in pro- 
portion than any other class of citizeus. 
To be ready to go out to the hospital day 
after day, without hope or expectation 
of any return, is something which few | 
business men would care to do, and yet 
the physicians do it mouth after month. 

The report of the treasurer and that of 
the secretary of the board are given in 
full on another page, and will be read 
with interest by all who are interested in 
Newton. The report gives fitting recoL- 
nition of the great loss the hospital sus- 
tained in the death of it> President, Col. 
U. M. Pulsifer, who was one of the most 
active citizens in getting it started, and 
who only lived to see it at the beginning 
of its good work. His death was not 
only a great loss to the hospital, but to 
the city as well, of which he was such a 
public spirited aud honored citizen. 


SENATOR ft Y MO Nil's LETTER. 


Senator Symo.nds has an interesting 
and forcible letter in another column, in 
reply to a letter which appeared in the 
G kapiik a few weeks ago, concerning 
the proposed division of Beverly. We 
are always glad to print readable letters 
from whatever side of a question they 
may come, a fact which may surprise Mr. 
Symouds. who seems to have met with 
papers conducted ou a different princi- 
ple, judging from the close ot his letter. 
Newton is not Bevel ly, however, and 
people here like to read both sides, and 
make up their minds for themselves. 

As for the Beverly case itself, it is like 
that of a great many of the sea-shore 
resorts along our coast. There is an old 
i iiid sleepy town, with a greater or less 
number of inhabitants, who look upon 
the summer residents as sent there to he 
bled for their benefit. It the coast is an 
attractive one. the summer residents 
grow 111 number, they are people of 
weaith, and they soon pay the greater 
portion of the taxes. It they expect any 
improvements in return they are gener- 
ally doomed to disappointment, for the 
town is managed ou the principle o( 
doing as little as possible lor tl»e summer 
people, and that little is done only in 
response to repeated demands and vigor- 
ous complaints. 

Governor Ro 
which Mr. Symouds quotes, says thUt the 
Farms people have seven millions ul 
property, while old Beverly ha- lo>*s than 
halt a million. Had the town govern- 
ment used eveu half of the taxes from 
this seven millions, for needed improve- 
ments at Beverly Farm*, dtvisio 1 w ntl I 
never have heeti thought 01. Rm in-. >- u , 
the Farm- people have beeu t'.eate I witn 
the same spirit of iutolerau *u as is dis- 
played in Senator Symoud's letter, and it 
is not to be wondered at that they desire 
to he set off by themselves, where t! 0 


will got some benefit from the taxes they 

pay. 

The people of old Beverly have only 
themselves to blame, and are reaping the 
harvest of thoir own cupidity. The 
coming of the summer residents was a 
very fortunate thing for them, and thev 
might have continued to enjoy the bene- 
fits indefinitely, if they had only oxer, 
cised a little self-denial. 

But eveu if division is successful, the 
old town will he no worse off than it was 
a few years ago, before the summer 
residents came. They brought this 
wealth with them, and did not make it 
out of Beverly. But the town, having 
had such a fat revomie, is very unwilling 
to give it up. Senator Symouds quotes 
Gov. Robinson as an incontrovertible 
authority, but the fact that ho was the 
paid counsel of tlio old town rather de- 
tracts from the disinterested and un- 
biassed character of liis statements. 
Had he been hired by the other sido his 
arguments would have been equally un- 
answerable. The whole thing will servo 
as a valuable lesson to the natives of 
other towns situated similarly to old 
Beverly. Treat the newcomers fairly 
and the golden eggs will continue to be 
gathered by the town collector, without 
any thought of trouble. The summer 
residents aro reasonable people and do 
not ask for any return from more than 
half of the taxes they pay. 


THE ANNEXATION HEARINGS. 


There have been two hearings on the 
annexation of the Morse Field District 
to Newton, before the committee on 
t >wns, this week, aud the closing argu- 
ments were made today. The hearings 
have been well attended by residents in 
the district, and the case has been strong- 
er this year than ever before. More 
names have been obtained, ami for the 
first time the annexationists have had 
the signatures of the majority of the 
voters in the district, aud a large propor- 
tion of the property owners. 

The counsel on both sides have made 
thoir cases as strong as they knew how, 
and have each sought to convince the 
ommittoe of the justice of their side. 1 
Mr. Goodrich has the advantage of hav- 
ing had years of experience in this same 
case and seems to be always ready to 
meet any new* phases that may appear. 
With a less shrewd and ready lawyer 
against him, Mr. Powers would have had 
a better chance of success, aud he may 
succeed even yet, for there is uo know- 
ing but that this committee and this leg- 
islature may be more favorably inclined 
to the petitioners than former ones. 

There is no question but that the dis- 
trict should belong to Newton, as it is a 
part of the city in everything but in 
uame, but the name alone has been suffi- 
cient to prevent its growth, and it re- 
mains uow in about the same state that 
it did ten years ago. Watertown dots 
not like to let it go,as it brings in a good 
revenue over, the cost of the improve- 
ments(?) the town makes upon it, ami 
that is the real reason why it is wanted. 

There is no question but that Newton 
is willing to pay a fair price for the dis- 
trict. and the legislature would get rid 
of the question forever by putting a fair 
valuat on upon the territory nnd allow- 
ing the river to be the dividing line, as 
it should be. 


Hox. A. A. Ranxey attempted to get 
off some humorous hits at Harvard, in 
his speech at the Dartmouth dinner, and 
although they were not in the best of 
taste, they might have passed if some of 
the reporters had not taken them seri- 
ously. It looks as if Mr. Ranney would 
have to label his jokes iu future to pre- 
vent their being misunderstood. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Ranney's reported statements, 
his son, who was sent to Harvard, had very 
extravagant tastes, and being supplied 
by a foolish father with plenty of money, 
developed into nothing but a dude. Mr. 
Ranney advised his hearers to send their 
sons to smaller colleges. But he should 
remember that even a small college can 
do little for a young man if there is noth- 
ing to work upon. Mr. Ranney’s speech 
s'iowk what a terrible misfortune it is 
for young men to have fathers who are 
given to making humorous after-dinner 
speeches.

; me of the leaders of the Young Men’s 
; Christian Asssociation, setting forth the 
advantages which would result to their 
| work from such a building, with its 
gymnasium, and attractive rooms for 
meetings. 

The grade crossing uuisuuce exists iu 
its most aggravated form on Centre 
street. You are in a hurry to catch a 
train at the depot, when along comes a 
slow freight traiu of a million or less 
cars, aud you wait for the next train, Jn 
fact, waiting is the principal business of 
those who use the crossing. If it is not 
r a freight, it is an express train or two of 
them, or an excursion train, or a coal 
train, or worst of all. one of those highly 
scented trains boqud for < atubridge, 
which leave a liugeiiug fragrance for tin 
hour after they pass, it is little short of 
a miracle that accidents do not happen 
there daily, as just after the arrival of 
several crowded evening tiains from 
Boston, a fast express dashes by, aud 
ouly the watchfulness of the gate tenders 
preveuts a horrible uccideut. A grade 
crossing with a four-track road ought 
never to have been allowed, aud would 


not hftvo boon had the peoplo boon nwnko 
to thoir intorestR. Tho local trains can 
ho put up with, they aro of some benefit 
to tho city, hut tho through freights nnd 
expresses aro of no benefit to Newton, 
and some way should bo found of doing 
away with the most dangerous crossings, 
at the expense of the railroad corpora- 
tion. They created the danger and should 
pay for its removal. 


Or it Boston letter proved such an 
attraction last week that the supply of 
Graphics at most of tho news-rooms 
was exhausted. A larger edition hns 
been printed this week, and “YVftbnn” 
promises to he hr woll known ns his 
nantesako was in the very early days of 
the town, when not to have heard of 
Waban was to show groat ignorance of 
Newton’s most prominent man. The 
anciont Wnhatt had opinions of his own 
and was not afraid to express them, and 
some think ho was the original Mug- 
wump. 


The speech of Congressman Butter- 
worth and other representatives on the 
scheme to force tho government to use 
hand instead of steam presses, shows for 
one thing that the olcction is over, and 
that the professional labor agitators have 
lost their intiuenco with Congressmen. 
As tho Boston Journal says: “No man or 
group of men can any longer threaten 
Congress as successfully as a year or 
two ago, or paralyze the commerce of a 
vast section of the country by a word,” 
and it is refreshing to sco the party lead- 
ers once more assert their manhood. 


The legislative committee on Street 
Railways has continued for otto week 
tho hearing on the petition of the New- 
ton Street Railway company, to extend 
its tracks through Beacon street to 
Chestnut Hill, aud though Washington, 
Park and Treraont stcets. This would 
givo the Newton company a valuable 
connection with the West End company, 
although so far tho Newton company 
exists only on paper. There is much 
disappointment that thoy have not taken 
any active steps before this to start at 
least a section of the road . 


The New England Senators were not 
very wide-awake when they let that 
bounty for sugar be incorporated into 
tho Senate bill, without having maple 
sugar included. Here is a great industry 
of New England left to struggle on alone, 
while the beet sugar men are to get a 
a direct bounty from the National treas- 
ury. If there is to be a raid on the 
treasury, our Senators should see that 
we have an equal chance with Kansas 
and California. 


Senator Stewart of Nevada has 
kindly sent us his speech on silver as a 
necessary part of our currency, and urg- 
ing that the United States act independ- 
ently of Europe and remonetize silver. 
The Senator was sent to the Senate o 
represent the silver tnitto owners of his 
State and his rather curious speech 
shows that he is acting up to his instruc- 
tions. 


1 ;Tiik Milford Journal, which was so ar- 
dent in favor of General Draper last fall, 
does not take kindly to the prospective 
candidacy pf Speaker Barritt for govern- 
or, and says that it would he well to 
wait and see how he gets along with the 
speakership. The experience of the last 
few speakers does not makcJ.Mr. Bar- 
rett’s prospects very encouraging, as 
Mr. Noyes could hear witness. 


One of the petitions presented in tl e 
House this week was from the Newton 
Street Ry. Co., asking for an amendment 
to its charter, authorizing it to purchase 
the stock, property, rights and fianchise 
of the Waltham and West Newton Street 
Railway Company. This certainly looks 
like business and explains the recent t-ale 
of tho latter road. 


Representative Gilman ra her 
spoiled the plan for a nice legislative 
junket to New York, and his action has 
met with general approval. The legisla- 
tors ought to be so busy iu April that 
they will have no time for outside affairs 
unless they could succeed in adjourning 
I»c fore that time.

It is said that 
the cost for that city will not exceed 
<175,000.

KEY. THOMAS MARLY. 

TIIE ENDING OF A LONG AND WKFUL 
LIFE. 

Rev. Thomas Marcy, who died at tho 
residence of his son-in-law, Mr. II. W, 
Kendal on Monday was horn 
August 24, 181.1, at Leyden, Franklin 
county. Mass , and he traced his descent 
through three generations to Joseph 
Marcy, one of tho original settlors of the 
beautiful town of Woodstock, Conn. 
His father was a farmer of limited means 
and his children had to help in sup- 
porting themselves. His education was 
in tho public schools, from which so 
many mon have graduated to bocomo 
useful and prominent citizens. At tho 
ago of 13 ho was converted, and greatly 
awakoned his zeal for study, to prepare 
himsolf for doing good. Ho early formed 
a purpose to enter tho ministry, and in 
1834 entorod Wilbraham Academy, teach- 
ing school to pny his oxpenses. His 
health, which was always infirm, fro- 
bado long continued study and his mark d 
ability as a preacher, his deep piety, and 
his interest in tho work, led him to join 
tho New England conference, in 1835, at 
the session held at Lynn. His first 
appointment was at Wincheudon, where 
he preached six times a week, kept up 
his conference studies, and received a 
salary of $100 and the gift of a now over- 
coat. He next held appointments st 
Greenwich, Waro, Saugus, Hadley and 
other places in Western Massachusetts, 
where to the day of his death ho was hold 
iu the warmest affection. Ho was an 
excellent preacher, clear, scriptural, 
earnest, tender and often very impres- 
sive. 

From the first, ho suffered from feoble 
health, and several times was compelled 
to take a rest of months or years, on 
account of dangerous hemorrhages. He 
was also subject to nervous depression. 
In 1841, he married Miss Lucy Moore 
Flagg, a lady of blight, happy, and 
hopeful disposition, who was his inspi- 
ration and his comfort iu hours of illness 
as long as she lived. In 1854, he was 
appointed presiding elder of tho Spring- 
field district, which office ho filled with 
great ability and marked success. Iu 
1850, he was given tho highest honor in 
his conference, the position of delegate 
to the general conference at Indianapolis 

At the close of his term of presiding 
elder, he went to the church at Ilopkiu- 
ton, and afterwards to Natick, Saxon- 
ville, Oxford, East Sauirus and South 
Walpole. He left every church at peace, 
and greatly improved in members and 
spiritually. 

In 1S08, his beloved wife died, taking 
almost his own life with her. With 
broken health and spirit he left the 
active ministry, although he still contin- 
ued to preach from time to time, until 
near the close of his life and never lost 
his interest iu the church, or the work. 
He had a marked talent for painting and 
in th s he found the comfort of his later 
years, and from it earned a small income. 
He at times taught classes with good 
success, auil many of his friends have 
paintings <»f his which they prize very 
highly. A brother minister and one ot 
ids intimate friends, says that he yas 
one of the purest, most unselfish, 
devoted, gentle and useful of men. He 
came to Newton in 1872. to live with his 
daughter. Mis. Kendal, and until 
within a year past his health was com- 
paratively good, and he was happy in 
t.'ie company of his children and friends, 
ue suivcd for several years as member of 
our school honi<), with marked ability. 
Last summer, his disease look a serious 
folin. a- d be at times suffered severely, 
in spile of all that the physicians eon id 
do. ilis nervous system, always weak, 
gave way at last, and as the clouds o 
suffeiing grew closer, his mind I >st its 
balance, aud liu passed rui idly through 
the shadows of death to the peace mid 
rest beyond lendeily cared for by his 
children and friends. 

The funeral services were held at his 
daughter’s residence on Thornton street 
Wednesday afternoon, aud a largo com- 
pany of friends and relatives were pres- 
ent. Rev. Dr. l’ierco had charge, and 
appropriate hymns were sung. Rev. Dr. 
Lindsay and Rev. F. Nichols read pa - 
sages from the scriptures. Rev. Dr. 
Pierce gave a sketch of his life, his ch.*r 
acter aud his last hours, Rev. Lor*» t s 
Crowell, a friend of many years, gave 
some tender reminiscencies of his truth, 
purity and sincerity, aud his devout 
p'ety, and prayer was offered by Rev. 
W. U. Clark, the benediction being pro- 
nounced by Rev. F. B. Hornbrooke. 
The interment was in the family lot at 
Northampton.

NEWTON TARIFF REFORMERS 


ORGANIZE A CLUB AND ADOPT A CONSTI- 
TUTION. 

Numerous residents of Newton who 
believe that the present tariff on imports 
should be reformed by a reduction of the 
duties, met Thursday evening in Nicker- 
son’s hall, West Newton. A temporary 
organization was made by tlie choice of 
Mr. F. A. Dewson as chairman and Mr. 
Stephen Timelier, secretary. Tlie report 
of the committee, previously appointed 
to consider the matter of the organiza- 
tion of a tariff reform club, consisting of 
Messrs. John S. Farlow, Bruce R. Ware, 
Francis A. Dewson, Stephen Timelier, 
Edwin B. Haskell, Geo. H. Ellis, C. How- 
ard Wilson, and W. II. Hutchinson, was 
read, recommending tlie organization of 
such a club, and submitting the draft of 
a constitution. It was voted to accept 
the report, and the constitution was 
adopted. 

The following officers wers elected: 
Edwin B. Haskell, president; Stephen 
Timelier, vice-president; C. H. Wilson, 
secretary and treasurer; F. A. Dewson, 
Samuel Shaw and the other officers, ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Upon taking the chair, President Has- 
kell spoke briefly. He said that lie 
could sincerely say he preferred to re- 
main in the ranks. It is, he added, a 
p oper thing that men who believe in a 
reduction of the duties on imports 
should combine to disseminate their 
views upon this question, and if their 
views are right they will ultimately pre- 
vail. Tlie teudency of the times seem to 
be toward protection in our own and in 
other countries. This country is largely 
responsible for this condition, for the 
war tariff lias led to the levying of re- 
taliatory tariff's by foreign countries. 
The idea that a country can bo benefitted 
by a constant system of high protection 
is similar to the idea that the natioual 
debt is a blessing. There are two things 
which make tlie present high tariff en- 
durable. First, we enjoy absolute free 
trade all over the United States, with 
oilier advantages in climate, variety of 
soil and exceptional lesourjes. Second, 
a system ot free trade is maintained by 
our largest customer. Great Britian. It 
seems to me that free trade is accompa- 
nied by tree labor ami tree soil, essen- 
tials necessary for the complete freedom 
of man. I have faith in tlie justice ot 
our cuuse«.niul believe iu tlie effective- 
ness of free discussions. If we go to 
work earnestly iu ibis cause in which we 
believe, there is a prospect of ultimate 

triumph of the views we espouse. [Ap- 
plause.] 

At the conclusion of Mr. Haskell’s re 
marks a special committee of three on 
the Pth district was appointed, cousisi- 
ing of Messrs. C. II. Wilson, Lawrence 
Bond and II. E. Bothfleld. Mr. R. L. 
Bridgman was appointed a committee 
of one to keep a record of the vote and 
voice of Hon. John W. Candler in Con- 
gress. 

The club starts under favorable auspic- 
es, and will undoubtedly .have a large 
membership and influence. 


A Plea for the Boys. 


To tlie Editor or the Graphic: 

In a letter written by the Rev. Dr. 
Geo. W. Shinn, printed in tlie Graphic 
of last week, occur tlie following sug- 
gestions: 

That tin* Natural Historical Society bo provid- 
ed with the means lor the construction of the 
building of which they stand so sorely iu need. 
The basemen story sliouhl contain a gymnasi- 
um. tin* uialn floor should have a reading rnoui and 
the top lloor should be the hall for lectures and 
meetings. 

The value or such a building with its appli- 
ances can hardly Ik* over estimated in providing 
iir»t of all a place of meeting ami then in en- 
couraging a fondness lor the study of the various 
branches of natural history in which most boys 
turn* a decided Inteicsl. The expense of such a 
building would Ik* small indeed compared with 
its benellts, und with all the wc-xllli and public 
spirit we have iu our city it ought to be very easy 
to gather together enough to build it. ’there is 
scarcely anything so attractive to a boy as a 
gymnasium ‘and it provide* a safe way of work- 
ing off ids animal spirits while developing a 
healthv body Then an endless Held ot instruc- 
tion and enterta i u meat Is offered in the museum 
of specimens. A former resident of Salem say* 
that the museum there has always been a source 
ot the grtutest enjoyment for the boys and liis 
ic.-tiiuony is substantiated by thutof other gen- 
tlemen m other places where such institutions 
are opened. 

It may not tie known to our citizens generally 
that the Newton Natural History Society has al- 
ready a vast sttwk of materials which It has ac- 
cumulated, but they are stored in boxes where 
no one etui get at iheiu. .Many other specimen* 
are ready to be given whenever there u a proper 
place of deposit and exhibition. It would not be 
long before the department* of geology, b uaiiy, 

zoology and the like would present atiructi 

hildtions not only lor the occasional visitor but 
for the icgulur si udeui . 

Further on ho adds: 

It mav also be suggested in this connection 
that as the work of tin* \oung Hen’s Christian 
Association requires a building, it would Is* quite 
easy to combine the two, that is, to liavo the pro- 
posed building serve for them and for the 
.valuta! History Society. A gymnasium, a read- 
iiiu 10**111 amt a meeting room are aiiuou their 
requirements, and it would not It* hard to make 
tlie same structure do for both organization*. 

To this ••Plea" 1 most lu*artily add my 
oo i ui nidation and approval. Tliou* is 
no question of t bo vast itiHuonce for good 
such a building and tbo plans proposed, 
would bo not only to the n>*ys but to the 
tliou uud woutoii of Nowiou. In no way 
can money be expended boro that will 
yield a greater return than this. For ton 
yeare the Newton Natural History Socie- 
ty lias proved a public educator to the 
pupils hi our public schools as well as to 
the adults. Us mootings have been live- 
ly opened to all. its papois, lectures and 
exhibitions of specimens of Natural 
History have boon full of iufonuaiu»n 
and interest. 

At the present time tins society has a 
lino collodion of specimens covering 
nearly o\ i ry branch of Natural History, 
a id large tuuwiouliou* would at once be 


added if there wan a suitable place to ex- 
hibit them. In thin vicinity have been 
found a large number of Indian relics, 
rare and curious, now owned by private 
individuals, which would naturally come 
to tbo museum if the society had a build- 
ing and public exhibition room. These 
valuable relics of tlie old inbabitauts of 
this region will be scattered and lost to 
Newton unless some place can be pre- 
pared for them. 

Hingham had many valuable Indian 
relics, which were widely scattered and 
lost before the inhabitants made any 
effort to establish a public place in which 
to keep them. Will not Newton pursue 
a more liberal and clear sighted policy? 

If any one wishes to see the wide- 
spread i ifluen-'e of the Natural History 
Society let him visit our grammar 
schools and note, in alinostevcry room, a 
small cabinet of specimens collected and 
contributed by the scholars. If such a 
building could be erected as suggested 
by Dr. Shinn, it would be a public bene- 
fit whose influence would extend far into 
the future. 

The ball would not only be useful for 
the meetings and lectures of the society 
but would be the proper place for the 
courses of lectures under the Read Fund. 

And the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation would have an attractive and 
convenient home: the gymnasium for 
physical exercise, the reading room for 
intellectual culture, the museum for 
scientific studies and the upper hall for 
lectures, amusements and meetings. 

Cannot this plan be carried out? Will 
not some fine of our wealthy men or 
several combined take hold of this and 
thus confer on the public now and future 
posterity a great and lasting good? 

If this building could be erected for 
these societies there is no doubt the 
bodies of the various religious denomi- 
nations would join together and dedicate 
it by a grand fair that would yield at 
least $5,000 for internal decoration and 
fitting it up with all the accessories that 
would be needed. 

Will not some of our wealthy citizens 
give this thought. and give the“Thought’’ 
tangible shape, “A local habitation and 
a name.” J. F. Fhisbie.

CONCERNING WOMEN. 

Women HuflTrngr rtl Home and A brand. 

Scattered through the newspapers and 
periodicals appear items chronicling the 
doings of tho different women suffrage 
associations in various localities, and 
there is a general impression, evou among 
those least interested, that tho reform is 
making progress. Tho woman’s council 
in Washington last spring discovered to 
tho world that the movement had out- 
lived its days of uncertainty and had ac- 
cumulated forco enough to carry it on to 
full success. In reading a bit bore and 
thoro ono call form no idoa of tho oxtont 
to which tho enfranchisement of women 
has already spread. Hamilton Willcox 
lias with much labor mado exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the growth of the move- 
ment all over tho world, and publishes 
tho result in a pamphlet called “Free- 
dom's Conquests.” In tho United States 
24 of the 40 states and territories havo 
some form of woman suffrage. In Wyo- 
ming, women vote for evory office for 
which tlioir brothers do, and on the same 
terms; Kansas has municipal suffrage. 
Tho other 22 have seboo! suffrage. Tex- 
as is included, although the women do 
not go to tho polls. In that State, school 
officers are chosen by petitions to the 
county judge, and bo of course appoints 
those whoso petitions are most largely 
signed. These petitions women sign on 
even terms with men, and thus practical- 
ly vote. Outside of the United States in 
North America, women (unless manied) 
vote in the province of Ontario on like 
terms with their brothers for all elected 
officers save two; in the province of Que- 
bec, the cities of Quebec and Montreal 
and various others vote by provincial 
law. In British Columbia women vote 
for all elective officers but members of 
Parliament. 

In Europe, the women of England, 
Scotland and Wales vote for all elective 
officers but members of Parliament, on 
the same terms with men. In Ireland, 
too, women vote for poor-law guardians. 
In Sweden, their suffrage is about 
the same as in Britain, and they vote, too, 
indirectly for tho House of Lords. In 
Russia, women, heads of households, 
vote for all elective officers and on all lo- 
cal questions. In Austria-Hungary thoy 
vote by proxy at all elections, including 
members of provincial and imperial Par- 
liaments. In Croatia they vote at local 
elections in person. In Italy widows vote 
for members of Parliament. In Finland 
women vote for all elective officers. 

In Asia the women tax-payers of Brit- 
ish Burmah vote in the rural districts. 
In the Madras and Bombay presidencies 
(Hindustan) they can do so in all munic- 
ipalities. In all countries of Russian 
Asia the women tax payers vote wherever 
a Russian colony settles. Municipal suf- 
frage exists iu New Zealand, and the 
Legislature has resolved that women 
shall vote for members of Parliament; in 
South Australia also women are soon to 
have the parliamentary vote, and Victo- 
ria, New South Wales, and Queensland 
have municipal suffrage. In the Isle of 
Man, with 50.000 population, and on Pit- 
cairn island the woman have full suffrage, 
also iu Ta> mania and Iceland. The is 
lands around Great Britain are parts of 
the kingdom and subject to. its laws. 
The isle of Wight and Scilly islands, off 
tho English shore; Auglesea, and the 
famous isle of Holyhead, off the coast of 
Wales; Arran. Bute, the Hebrides, Ork- 
neys and Shetlamls, adjoining Scot- 
land; all are undor the statute that gives 
single women aud widows the power to 
vote on the same terms with their broth- 
ers. In the large island of Sardinia and 
in Sicily widows can vote as on tho Ital- 
ian main land. 

Mr. Willcox sums lip “that the idea that 
womanhood is a necessary bar to free- 
dom and self government, — that all wo- 
men, whatever their genius, must forev- 
er bo politically slaves of men, however 
stupid and criminal, — is rejected by com- 
munities whoso extent is over 14,000,000 
of square miles, and whose population 
is nearly 000,000,000; and that in this im- 
mense territory law, public sentiment, or 
both, admit that under some circumstan- 
ces women may properly vote. When 
this concession of suffrage to any wo- 
man is made, the principle of sex dis- 
franchisement must be abandoned. 

The Moutreal Star says in connection 
with Lord Salisbury’s repeated utteran- 
ces iu favor of the franchise being ex- 
tended to women, and Prof. Goldwin 
Smith’s view that • woman suffrage in 
Great Britain would mean home rule in 
Irelaud, — that the question has got bo- 
und that stage at which it could have 

eon laughed out of court, and has 
reached the stage at which it insists ou 
being considered on its merits: 

“For the fear which has been enter- 
tained by some that the control of pub- 
lie affairs would be taken away from the 
sterner sex once the franchise was con- 
ferred upon women, there is no ground, 
and none of us need give himself any 
uneasiness on that score. The women, 
equally with the men, contribute to the 
revenue and obey the laws, aud it is not 
easy to show why thoy should not enjoy 
the right of a voice in the electiou of the 
representatives by whom tho revenue is 
raised and the laws are promulgated.

It will he 
certainly dishonorable ami unjust for 
mu to receive my diploma and accept pay 
from my patients for treating dyspepsia, 
constipation, Bright’s disease, ami other 
complaints, when my preceptors tell mo 
plainly they are incurable.” Dr. Uioodu 
studied medicine six years with nine 
physicians, and uttunded three courses of 
lectures at the Berkshire Medical Collogb, 
nt Pittstiuld, Mass., and graduated in 
I HIS. During those yotus lie came to the 
following conclusions: If the object of 
the stomach aud intestines of a man is to 
convert food and moisture into blood, 
and the heart of a healthy adult heats 
80,000 times a day to force the blood 
lifteeu times every hour through the 
body, and a drop of arterial blood con- 
tains all the constituents of the body, and 
the body is all the time growing and de- 
caying from youth to old a ne t and blood 
is the only formative principle, aud it 
cannot he made from calomel, quinine, 
blue pills, stramonium, or arseuie, then 
they jiavo no more busmens iu tho ali- 


mentary canal than tar has Inside of a 
chronometer; nnd hence, if his theory is 
based upon facts and the Bible tells the 
truth when It says five times that "Blood 
is tho life, of tho flesh thereof,” then 
certainly all substances that enter tho 
stomach that cannot ho converted Into 
blood, do actual violence to that organ, 
nnd retard its functions, and prevent (In 
tho ratio ot Introduction) its performing 
its natural work and hence, as you de- 
crease tho vital principle in tho arteries 
and veins, you doprive tho body of tho 
only power of keeping tho machinery in 
good condition. To illustrate: If you 
havo twenty-four pounds of normal 
blood in your body, and by tho uho of in- 
digestible drugs reduce tho quantity to 
eighteen pounds, you can never he well 
until you regain it. Dr. Greene will 
again bo heard from in a future issue.

The annual meeting of the Newton 
Congregational Club was held in the sec* 
ond Congregational Church, West New 
ton, Afonday evening, and was quite 
largely attended, the several churches of 
the city being well represented.

The secretary, Mr. W.B. Wood, 
gave an interesting resume of the past 
year’s work and alluded to the growing 
interest in the club and its influence in 
bringing the members of the several 
churches into closer relation for religious 
work. The treasurer, Mr. D. E. Snow, 
gave the statistics relating to the finances 
aud reported a considerable balance iu 
the treasury. The report of the outlook 
committee was presented by its chair- 
man, Mr. A. G. Sherman, and contained 
much promise of greater usefulness oi 
the club in religious work. The past 
year had resulted in awakening deeper 
interest and great benefit had been de- 
rived from the meetings. 

At the conclusion of the report of the 
outlook committee, Mr. G. I). Gilman 
spoke briefly, alluding to the late Fran- 
cis G. Barnes and his interest in church 
work.

President Harwood expressed his ap- 
preciation of the honor conferred upon 
him and suitl that his best efforts and 
al i ities would he directed in the interest 
of promoting the future usefulness of 
the club. 

On motion of Hon. James F. C. Hyde, 
a vote of thanks was unanimously passed 
to the retiring president, Mr. G. *11. Put- 
nam. 

The business of the meeting having 
been transacted, Rev. Alexander McKen- 
zie, D. D. of Cambridge, was introduced 
as tlie speaker of tlie evening. He deliv- 
ered an eloquent address of which the 
following is a brief abstract.

It 
i > H » i eality ; that is, up to a certain 
point, wo are free to do us wo please. 



Meeting of the School Committee. 

Tho school board met in tlie high 
school building. Wednesday evoning, 
Mayor Burr in tlie chair. Present, Mrs. 
Davis, Mrs. Martin, Messrs. Bond, Bar- 
ton, Barnard, Dickinson, Hornbrooke, 
Hollis, Peirce, Philhrick. Sliinn. 

Mr. Dickinson read a letter from Miss 
Estella Ames, resigning her position as 
teacher iu the Adams school, and on 
motion of that gentleman, the resigna- 
tion was accepted. 

The superintendent submitted a report 
to the board containing several import- 
ant recommendations. In the report al- 
lusion is made to the establishment of 
county truant schools as provided for 
under the General Statutes. A year ago, 
the superintendent says, I called tho at- 
tention of tho hoard to this subject and 
ecommended that this board in connec- 
tion with other cities and towns petition 
the county commissioners, requesting 
the establishment of such school or 
schools. The petition was generally 
signed by the towns and cities of the 
county and forwarded to the county com- 
missioners, but no action upon it was 
taken in 1888. The supreme court has 
decided that tho statute is mandatory 
providing for tho establishment of coun- 
ty truant schools, and in view of tins de- 
cision I would suggest that the matter he 
again pressed to tlie end that the petition 
previously sent to the county commis- 
sioners may he acted upon without fur- 
ther delay. 

The superintendent also suggests tlie 
appointment of a committee to confer 
with tlie county commissioners relative 
to tlie organization and location of such 
truant schools. He further recommend- 
ed that the truant law- be so amended as 
to include among tlie classes of children 
affected by its provisions such wilful aud 
disobedient children as refuse to comply 
with the regulations of the school, and 
that a representative of the Newton 
school hoard attend the hearing of the 
committee on education, and urge the 
adoption of the proposed amendment, 
in conclusion, he recommended that the 
state hoard of education he requested 
to hold a teachers’ institute in the high 
school building. Newtonville, at somo 
future date. The report was accepted 
and its recommendations adopted. The 
mayor appointed . as the committee 
Messrs. C. C. Barton, J. W. Dickiuson, 
B. K. Peirce and the secretary of the 
hoard, Mr. Thomas Emerson. 

Thu high school committee through its 
hairman, Mr. C. C. Barton, reported 
against appropriating any sum for the 
high school chorus, as such an appropri- 
ation was illegal, in the opinion of thu 
city solicitor. The report was accepted. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
secretary of tlie hoard to prepare and 
have printed 500 copies of tlie course of 
studies in the high school. 

An order appropriating $125 for extra 
allowance for thg superintendent of 
schools to meet expenses incurred in 
visiting tlie various school buildings was 
referred to tlie committee on salaries. 

Mr. Barton for tlie committee on high 
schools, reported inexpedient on the 
recommendation to arrange for a course 
of conversational lectures before tlie 
pupils of the high school. 

An order offered by Mr. Barnard was 
adopted appropriating $10,771.68 for de- 
partment expenses for the current month. 

A petition from Lydia M. Barton and 
21 others was received, requesting that 
lessons in cooking he added to the course 
of school studies. Tlie petition was ro- 
forred to tlie committee oil industrial 
education. 

Mr. Dickinson asked for information 
uoiiceruing tlie inspection of school 
buildings. The secretary of the board 
stated that tiie state inspectors had 
nearly completed tho inspection of tho 
several school buildings in the city. The 
requirement with regard to provision for 
egress in ease of tiro had been complied 
with and certificates from the inspectors 
had been given, stating that the condi- 
tions in such cases hud been observed 
The inspection of tlie sanitary arrange- 
ments had not yet been fully completed 
and certain matters relating to ventila- 
tion would be tested when the condi- 
tions of weather were favorable for a 
thorough analysis.
